I reflected within my 
ſelf, that I was much more advanced 
in years, and indued with greater 
experience than I had been before, 


and concluded I ſhould be now bet- 


ter qualified to make obſervations 
and remarks; and the care I had 


taken, upon my return, to conſult.

the wind and weather, the ſea being 


ſometimes ſmooth and ſometimes 
rough, it cleared up. Upon the fix- 
teenth, about ſeven in the morn- 
ing we made land, being the rocks 
or mountains that lie neareſt on the 
northern coaſt, and in our maps, 
called Loeffoert; they are indifferently 
high and ſeparate from each other, 
as may be ſeen in the plate No 1. 


When we had borrowed pretty 


near upon theſe hills, I drew the reſt 
of the iſland, with the other points 
that ſtretch out, where 1 took no- 


tice of other ſmaller rocks which 


ſeemed to be joined to this ſame 
iſland, which was about two or three 
leagues diſtant from us. You may 


ſee it in No 2. We then proceeded 


quietly enough, with ſome ſhips we 
had fallen in with by chance, and 
from time to time we ſaw fiſhes of

There are ſome of them 
ſaid to be ſomething like a ſtaircaſe,

five inches long; thathe had afforded

neck. He aſſured us, it was not the 
firſt time he had met with the like; 
that they refined this ſalt in Bay- 
onne, to ſend it into foreign parts; 
that it was of wonderful efficacy to 
clear the complexions of women, 
and give them a certain bloom of 
youth; that it was a moſt excellent 


remedy in many caſes, and that there 


was a great deal of money got by 


it. He would alſo have perſuaded 


us, the Baſques were the firſt that 
undertook a voyage to Greenland. 
We met with ſeveral other ſhips in 


as we were told by perſons who had =this place, and held on our courſe in 


ſeen them dead. We there alſo ſaw 
a kind of birds not very different from 
our ducks, or divers, but they are 
ſmaller with a ſharp bill, black 
above, and white beneath. This 


night and the next day being the 
_ ſeventeenth, We had a thick fog and 


rain. About eight a clock we fell in 


with a ſhip; who left Hamburgh upon 


the thirtieth of July, and was bound 
to Archangel. The fog ſtill conti- 


nued and prevented us from ſeeing 
the land which was not far from us; 
but tbe heavens clearing up, we had 


ſight of it. As we proceeded, we

Towards the evening, we ſaw ſeven- 
teen ſhips at anchor upon the coaſt, 
and about eleven we added to the 
number, together with two Engliſb 
ſhips, and came to an anchor in 
three fathom water, before the 
river of Archangel, about 10 leagues 
from the town.

five different tents; and had by them 
6 or 7 dogs tied to as many ſtakes, 


who made a furious noiſe at us as 


we drew towards them. We found 


them, both men and women, em- 


ployed in making of oars, and bowls 
to throw water out of boats, as alſo 
little chains, and things of this kind, 


which they ſell in the city and among 


the ſhips. They have leave to take 


what wood they want, for theſe uſes, 
out of the foreſts. They are ſhort 
of ſtature, and particularly the wo- 
men, who have very ſmall feer. 


They are of a fallow complexion, diſ- 


agreeable to look at, having almoſt 
all of them long eyes, and bloated 


cheeks. They have their language 


peculiar to themſelves, though they 
alſo underſtand the Raſſian; and are 
all clad alike in ſkins of the rein- 
deer. They have an upper garment 
which hangs from the neck down 


to the knee, with the hair outer- 
anoſt, and of different colours for the 


women, who by way of ornament, 
add ſlips of red and blue cloth. Their 
hair, which is very black, hangs a- 


bout their ears like that of the ſavages, 


and from time to time, they cut it by 
tufts at once. The women indeed 
do up a part of theirs, to which they 
hang ſmall round pieces of copper, 
by a fillet of red cloth, to give them 
ſomething of an air. They wear 


alſo a fur cap, white within, and 
black without. Some of them have 


their hair diſhevelled like the men, 
and then it is difficult to diſtinguiſh 


them from the men, who very ſel- 


dom have any beard, except a little 
upon the upper lip, which may, per- 
haps, proceed from their ſtrange 
kind of diet. They wear alſo a kind 


of waiſtcoat vand breeches of the 


fame ſkin, with boors almoſt all 
white, in which the women differ 
from the men in nothing bur liſts 
or ſlips of black upon theirs. The 
thread they uſe is made of the ſinews 
of beaſts. Inſtead of handkerchiefs or 
towels, they uſe very fine raſpings 


or ſaw-duſt of birch, which they 


are never without, to wipe them 


rents are made of the bark of trees, 


ſewed together in long ſlips, which 
hang down to the ground, and keep 


out the weather, They are, how- 
ever, open at top, to let out the 


ſmoke, and therefore black there, 
though they are every where elſe 


yellow or reddiſh, being kept upby 


poles, whoſe tops appear above the 
reſt of the tent. The way into theſe 


their habitations is about 4 foot high, 
and covered with a great patch of 


the ſame bark, which they muſt lift 


up to go in and out, and the fire 


burns in the middle of them. They 
feed upon the carcaſſes of oxen, 
ſheep, horſes and other carrion they 


find on the high roads, or that may 


be given them; or upon the guts 


and garbage of the ſame which they 


boil and eat without either bread or 


ſalt. While I was with them, Lobſerv- 


ed a great kettle upon the fire, full of 


theſe dainties, which none of them 


thought ic worth the while to ſkim, _ 
tho' the pot never wanted it more. 


The tent alſo was full of raw horſe- 
fleſh, a horrid fight! Having taken 


thorough notice of all theſe things, 


I' drew the defign you ſee, Ne 4. 


While I was about it, they gathered 1595, 
round me, and looked upon me with 
an air of ſome underſtanding, and Sept. 11. 


as if they liked the thing. In one 
of thele tents, -I ſaw a child, about 
eight weeks old, lying in a cra- 


dle, or trough rather of yellow 
wood, nat very unlike the lid of 


a box. This cradle had a half 
hoop at the head, and was hung by 
two ropes upon a pole. It was co- 
vered over with a grey cloth, tenc 
faſhion, but open at top, and at 
the ſide, to take the child out and 
put it in. The child was wrapped 
up in cloths of the ſame colour, and 
bound about the breaſt with ropes 
or cords, as alſo about the middle 
and the feet; but its head was bare, 
as well as a part of the neck. As 
hideous as theſe people are in them- 
ſelves, this child was agreeable 
enough, and even pretty white.

But thoſe who live in theſe parts 
have no ſuch ching; they only wear 
a net of cat-gut or ought elſe, to 
which they faſten the teeth of all 

ſorts of creatures. When one of theſe 
Koediſnicks happens to die, they raiſe 

him a monument of timber, cloſe 

on all ſides, to keep out the wild 


beaſts.

170 f. wards of two miles long, and about 
chree quarters of a mile in breadth. 
Me Palace. Its chief building is the palace, which 
| is of free-ſtone, and divided into three 
parts. The foreign merchants have 
their goods and ſome apartments in 
the firſt, which is to the left as you 
come up from the river: And here 
alſo are lodged the merchants that 
come annually from Muſcow, and 
ſtay till the Jaſt ſhips return home. 
Strangers that come annually, are 
accommodated here, and in like 
manner; but ſoon after the ſhips 


are gone, which is generally in Octo- 
ber, they remove to other places 


till they go back ro Moſcow, in the 
months of November and December, 
when the ways are proper for a fledge 
to move upon the ſnow; and the 


ice ſo ſtrong that the rivers may be 


croſſed. | | 
As you go into the palace, you 


go under a great gate, which ad- 


mits you into a ſquare court, where 
are the warehouſes to the right and 
to the left. Above, there is a long 
gallery, to which you may go up by 
two ſtair-caſes, and from whence 
you go to the lodgings of the mer- 
chants we mentioned juſt now. The 
ſecond part of this palace has a gate 
like the firſt, and there you have 
another building: At the end of 
- Which is the town-houſe, with ſeve- 
ral apartments in ir. You go up 
ſome ſteps, and then you come into 
a long gallery, from whence on the 
left-hand you go into the place where 


there is a door that goes into the 
ſtreer. The ſentences are all exe- 

cuted in this palace, except in caſes 
of condemnation to death, which 


are exhibited in the places appointed 


by the ſentence. The things belong- 
ing to his Czarian Majeſty are kept 
in this palace, in magazines of wood 
and ſtone, erected for the purpoſe, 
though they are ſometimes uſed by 
the merchants. When you have 
paſſed the third gate, you ſee another 
body of building, for what belongs 
to the Ruſſians, and where alſo the 


merchants of that nation have their 


abode; bur they are not ſo commo- 


they keep their courts; above which 
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diouſly provided for as the merchants. 1701, 
that are foreigners. The ſpace, or 
ſquare before this palace is pretty 
large, and goes down quite to the 
river. When ſhips come here in 
ſummer, they raiſe two great timber 
bridges, that + out into the river, 


for the convenience of loading and 


unloading. The bridges they have 
for corn are pretty large. 

The citadel, where the governor Ye Ciias 
takes up his reſidence, is full of 
ſhops, where the Ruſſians, who come 
at the time of the fair, expoſe their 
merchandiſe. It is ſurrounded with 
a wall of wood, which firetches - 
down to the river. _ 3 
All the houſes of this city are of Buildings: 


wood, or to ſpeak plainer, are built 


of vaſt pieces of timber join'd toge- 
ther, and look odd enough from 
without; and yet in ſome of the 
principal houſes you may meet with 
fine apartments, and particularly 
among the foreign merchants. - The 


walls of them are even and ſmooth 


within, and wainſcotted with boards; 
the timbers being only, or chiefly, 

for ſupport. There is commonly a 
ſtove to each room, which they light g,,,;;. 
from without; moſt of them are 

very large, and fo ag Jr's as to be 


ornamental. The Merchants from 


beyond ſea, for fo they call the chri- 


ſtian ſtrangers that live among them, 
are as nice in their houſes as the 


niceſt among ourſelves ; their aparty 
ments are full of pictures, and finely 


furniſhed. . 
The ſtreets are covered with broken 237 
timbers, and ſo dangerous to croſs, Afrecti. 
that a man continually runs the ha- 
zard of falling and doing himſelf a 
miſchief; beſides, that they are full 
of the rubbiſh of houſes, which, 
in many places, looks like the ruins 
of a fire: but the ſnow that falls in 
winter covers and makes all ſmooth 
ann, | I 

There are two churches in this 7h-church- 
city, the one for the Calviniſts, andthe** 
other for the Lutherans, where they 
preach twice every Sunday. They

reward, and to obey all orders from 
the chief of the cuſtoms and their de- 
regard had to the duties 


or deputies who act in his abſence, 
and are intitled Goſtieni-Sofni, or 
Sub- Delegates; from among which 
he himſelf is choſen. Beſides theſe, 
there are others taken from among 


the people, a number not limited, 


who are employed in the towns and 


villages.

winter, and the rabbits are black. 
Woodcocks are there worth two- 


| proce or three-pence a-piece. You 


ave there alfo ptenty of ducks, and, 
among the reſt, a ſort called Gagares, 
who are very ſwift of flight, and 


mount vaſtly aloft. While they are, 


on the wing, they make a noiſe not 


very unlike the human voice. They 


ſwim with as much rapidity as they 
fly, but they cannot run, becauſfc 
their feet come out from behind. 


The rivers abound with fiſh; you xe, 4. 


may here have as many perch as dd ith 


' would ſerve twenty people for ewen-/#* 


ty-pence. The beſt are the Karoerſe; 
they are the ſmalleſt, but of ſuch 
a flavour, as, I believe, is unknown 
in our country; and therefore I pre- 


ſerved ſome of them in ſpirits. In 


ſhape they are very nearly like a 


roach, brown, with bright and ſhin- - 


ing ſcales. The pike is alſo very 


common: here, as well as a delicious 


kind of ſmall eels. Plenty alfo here 
is of ſmelts, gudgeons, roach, whit- 


ings, flounders, and a brown fiſh, | 
they call Garius, of a moſt exquiſite 


caſte, and nearly the ſize of a, mel- 


vel or ſmall codd. All theſe fiſh are 


taken about twelve miles from the 


city, in a certain gulf or bay, form- 
ed by the river, and where the wa- 


ter is ill. It were needleſs to talk 


of the falmon, which every body 


knows is from hence ſent, ſalted 
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Muſcovites call Meelma, and are taken 
upon the coaſts of Lapland, which 
are dried before they are ſent abroad. 
I ſaw one not very unlike a ray, 


and about two foot over behind, 
' which they call Paſcistact: they find 
two mice in him, called Mzs&:, and 
a a medicinal oil. 


_ Meat alſo abounds in the market; 
you there buy the beſt beef in the 
world for a penny a pound; a lamb, 
of about ſix weeks, for fifteen-pence ; 


a calf of the fame age for thirty 
or forty-pence, according to the ſea- 


ſon. Every body here breeds tur- 


kies. You may have four ar five 


fowls, or a gooſe, for ſeven or eight- 
pence. Their beer is very good, but 
muſt be neither ſold nor brewed 
without a grant from the great Duke, 
which is allowed for a certain yearly 
ſum: but an inhabitant may brew 
as much as he wants for his family 
upon paying the value of fifty pence 
for a certain number of quarters of 


malt. There are even thoſe wha 


are free from this exciſe. 


Wine and brandy are brought hi- 


ther by ſea from France; but the 
laſt is very dear becauſe of the heavy 
duty upon it, However they ex- 
tract a kind of malt ſpirit, which is 
very good, and ſold reaſonably e- 
nough. Strangers drink no other. 


Revenue of The Czar has, every year, a con- 
lle cuts. ſiderable revenue levied upon this 


city. It was formerly ſaid the du- 


ties amounted to 300,000 rubles; 


but upon an exact inquiry I found 
they did'nor, in my time, reach be- 
yond 180, or 190,000, of the ſame 
rubles, each being about equivalenc 


to 5 florins of Dutch money. There 
- uſually arrived thirty or thirty five 


of our ſhips in a year; but in this 
laſt there came fifty, beſides thirty 


three Engliſh; to which, if we add 


the ſhips from Hamburg, Denmark, 


and Bremen, the whole will amount 
to one hundred and three fail: the 
' reaſon of which was the war with 


Sweden, which put a ſtop to the 
trade the Myuſcoyztes carried on with 
Riga, Nerva, Revel, and even Kon- 
. | 


ed in Archangel. They compute al- 


fo that his Czarian Majeſty has, this 
year, received, upon the goods from 
the arrival of the firſt ſhip, in this 


port, to the laſt, the ſum of 130,000 
rubles, or 260,000 rixdollars. Ir is 
an agreement that half theſe duties 
be paid in rubles, and. the other 


half in golden ducats; if payment 


was offered to be made all in du- 
cats, they would not receiye it, tho' 
they never refuſe rix-dollars, This 


is to be underſtood of foreign goods, 


the chief of which are goldand ſilver 


ſtuffs, and ſilks, cloths, ſerges, gold 


and ſilver laces, Sc. gold wyre, in- 
digo, and other materials for dying. 


But to return to the cuſtoms, levied 
upon urig merchandiſe, it is to 


be obſerved, that from the year 
1667, to 1699, they paid the ſum 
of twenty rix- dollars on every caſk of 
wine, whereas for three yeats paſt they 
have paid but five. They nevertheleſs 
pay thirty fix rix-dollars oneyery bar- 
rel of brandy, and forty on a pipe of 
Spaniſh wine containing two barrels. 

From Moſcouy, into other parts, 


they export pot-aſhes, and weed- 


aſhes for ſoap, leather, hemp, tal- 
low, elks, other ſkins, and furs; all 


goods of the natural growth of the 


country. They ſay alſo, that the 
rivers of Kola, Warfigha, Wuſma, 
and Solia, produce muſcles that yield 
a very good ſort of pearl. They 
are ſometimes worth twenty five flo-

rins a- piece, and even twice that 
money in the neighbourhood of 


Ombacy. | 

This is all I was able to inform 
myſelf during the time I ſtaid here; 
what hours I had to ſpare, I dedi- 
cated to the converſation of the Sieurs

buſineſs to oblige me. They there

ing, drinking and eating, and even 
till it is pretty late in the night. Mr.

country. He gave us alſo ſome Egyp- 

tian dates, and ſeveral other refreſh- 

ments. He was a man of fifty years 

of age, and his name was Afona/}. 

He reſided in his own palace, which 

is 3 large, and joins to the mo- 
naſtery. Having paſſed two very 
agreeable hours with this prelate, a 


man of good ſenſe, and a lover of 


polite learning, he carried us to ſee 

an armory he had below; in which, 
among others, were two ſmall braſs 
guns of his own caſting, and two 
iron pieces taken out of the Swediſh 
veſſels we formerly ſpoke of. When 
we took leave of him, he ordered' 
five of his clergy to attend us to our 
inn; one of them carrying five loaves, 


and the others dried fiſh and other 


refreſhments. About ten at night 


we went away with freſh horſes,

This church has five domes, which

chief ornament is a church of tone, 
built in the midſt, and encompaſſed 


with wooden cells for the nuns, in a 
private place, which you go into by a 


{mall door. Having taken a ſufficient 
view of theſe buildings, I went to ſee 


the markets: they are full of ſhops, 1a-ters. 


and I took notice that each article has 


a ſeparate place for the ſale of it; as 


meat in one place, wood in another, 
and ſo on. From thence I went 
through the gate of a great building 


which has never been compleated, 


and was begun by the Czar Ivan 
Vaſſialiewitx, who deſigned it for a 
citadel ; but the fear they were then 
under of the Tartars, who had made 
this Prince retire from Moſcow, was 


the cauſe it was never finiſhed. 1 


then went to walk on the fide of 
the river Wolggda, which runs thro' 
this city. The other fide which is 
not ſo fine, is called Dofreſene, which, 
though it be part of one and the ſame 
city, has nevertheleſs another gover- 
nor. It is a good league in length, and 


a quarter of a league in breadth, more 


or leſs, in ſome places. It is the 
thoroughfare for / all the goods that 
come from Archangel; and there are, 
at this time, three or four warehouſes 


for the goods belonging to our nation. 


This city is in 59 degrees, 15 minutes, 
of northern latitude, on the eaſt of 
the.river, which is. pretty broad.

we ſet out from hence, and about Dec. 30.

There are four others conſiderable, 


and five ſmaller. From without, this 


monaſtery has the look of a fortreſs ; 
and the archimandrite or abbot, is 
the chief in authority. Here are 


commonly two or three hundred 


monks, and ſome of them attended 
us every 7 with a good deal of 
civility. This monaſtery is rich in 
endowments, 8 its revenues up- 
on 60,000 peaſants that depend there- 
on; not to ſpeak of the great perſona - 
ges here intombed, nor the maſſes 
that are here celebrated, and the like 
from whence much profit muſt ariſe. 
This village is pretty long, and 
on the right-hand ſide is full of far- 
riers ſhops, with poſts to ſnoe horſes 
at. Thirty werſts from hence, we

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1702. came to the village of Brato Fiena, 
ubere we were obliged ro ſtay till 
midnight, to have our baggage 
ſearched, which is here to be ſeal- 

ed, and not opened again till in the 

Arrival at cuſtom-houſe at Moſcow, where we 
Moscow. arrived upon the fourth, at eight in 
the morning; and alighted ar the 
ſlabode, or privileged quarter of the 
Germans, where moſt of the ſtran- 
gers take up their abode ; though 
there are thoſe of them that live in 
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the city. I went directly to Mr. 1702 
TFurtſen's, to whom I had been re-. 
commended by Mr. Brants, Who 
lived in the ſame place, and was but 

juſt arrived from Archangel. The 

Czar paid him a viſit the next day; 
attended by ſeveral Lords of his court 

in ſledges, of which his Majeſty's 
made the leaſt ſhow. This viſit laſted 

for two hours; and this was the firſt 

time I had the honour of ſeeing this

Jefty. Conſecratiom of the Water and Fire-work at Moſcow. 


1702. L VER ſince the year 1649, it 
at gs 1 _ Mu a — 8 ao 
7: 5-., Czars of Muſcovy to viſit the chief 
nk rs of their own fubjedts, or of the fo- 
reigners, whether in the city of NV. 
cow it ſelf, or in the flabode of the 
Germans, a little before Twelfth-day. 
On this occaſion the perſon honoured 
gives a treat, and this they call ſla- 
weien. They go attended with the 
Princes, Lords, and other great per- | 
ſonages of their court. This cere- 
mony began the year 1702, upon 
the third of Fanuary old ſtile. The 
firſt viſit was to Mr. Brandts, where 
about nine in the morning the Czar 
came, andabout three hundred per- 
ſons in ſledges and on horſe- back. 
The tables were covered in very 
good order, and ſerved immediately 
with ſeveral dainties of cold meats, 
and afterwards hot. They were 
very merry, and there was no want 
of liquor. His Majeſty withdrew 
about two in the afternoon, and 
went thence with his whole court 
to Mr. Lups, where he was treated 
in the ſame manner, and from thence 
to ſeveral other places. Then they 
went to reſt themſelves in houſes pre- 
pared for that purpoſe. The next 
day, among others, he paid a viſit to 
our Reſident Mr. Huli. This Mi- 
en = | 


niſter made mention of me to the 
Czar, upon the recommendation of 
Mr. Wien, Burgo- maſter, and 
Counſellor of the city of Amſterdam, 
and did me the honour to invite me; 
and ordered that I ſhould be placed 
in a room, through which the Czar 
was'to paſs. As luck would have 
it the Knez or Prince of Troeberstooy 
came into this place, and having no 
knowledge of me, and perceiving me 
to be a ſtranger, he aſked me, in 
Italian, if Tunderſtood that language; 
I told him 1 did, with which he 
ſeemed to be much pleaſed, and had 
a pretty long diſcourſe with me con- 
cerning Haly, and other countries 
where he had been as well as 
I, Hereupon he went to give his 


Majeſty an account of what had 


paſſed, and he had the curiofity to 

come with all his train, to the place 

where I was; but not expecting him | 

ſo ſoon, I was a little in confuſion,,, , 

though upon a recovery of myſelf, als 10 

I made my addreſs to him with a e Czer. 

moſt profound reſpect. He ſeemed 

ſurprized at it, and aſked me in 

Dutch, Hoe weet gy wie th ben? en 

boe Romt gy my te kennen?

I an- 

ſwered T had ſeen his picture at Sir 
‚5Ä Godfrey 
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1702, Godfrey Kneller's in London, and that

not ſeem quite to apptove of this 


anſwer, I added, that I had beſides, 


had the honour to ſee him come out 
of his court, when he went to Mr. 


Brandts, which ſeemed to pleaſe him 
better. He aſked me of what town 


I was; who were my parents; if 
they were ſtill alive; and if I had 
brothers and ſiſters. Having return- 


ed the proper anſwers, he aſked me 
ſome queſtions about my firſt travels, 
what year I ſet out, how long I was 


about them, in what manner I tra- 
velled, and how I returned again. 


He then talked to me about Egypt, 


the Nile, and Grand Cairo; of its 


extent and buildings, of the ſtate and 
condition of what belonged to the 


Old Cairo, of Alexandria, and ſeve- 
ral other places, adding he was ſen- 

ſible there was another place called 
Alexandretta. I told him, this laſt 
place was the ſea-port for Aleppo; 


and acquainted him with the diſtance 
between them. All this the Czar 
aſked me in Dutch, and would have 


me continue to ſpeak in that lan- 


guage, ſaying he underſtood me very 
well. And it appeared that he did 


ſo; for he explained all I had ſaid 


to the Ruſſian Lords that attended 


him, with a nicety which ſurprized 


the Reſident and the reſt of the 
Dutch. He then ordered me to 


ſpeak Italian, to the Knez or Prince 


Troebetolooy, who underſtood it pretty 
well, and then he left me. After 


he had been three good hours with 
Monſieur the Reſident, he went to 


make ſome other viſits in the ſlabode, 


becauſe it was the laſt day; the feſ⸗ | 


tival of the conſecration: of the wa- 
ter, being to be celebrated the next 


day, and the Monday being the th 
of Fanuary, old ſtile.

Painted in the form of arches, and 
at each corner a repreſentation of 
one of the evangeliſts, and above all 


two kind of half domes,” upon che 0 | 


middle of which was a large croſs. 
Theſe pannels, which were alſo pain- 

ted within, repreſented: apoſtles, and 
other holy perſonages.: The fineſt. 
piece of all this, to the eaſt of the 
river, was the baptiſm of our Lord, 
by St. Jaobn, in the river Jordan, 
with four angels on the right. Each 


of theſe: pannels had on the outſide. 


painted upon them five angels heads 
with wings. There were four ſteps. 
on the weſt ſide of this hole, to 
which they had fixed a conſiderable 
weight of lead to make them fink: 
in the water. The patriarch or the 
perſon that performs this ceremony, 
ſtood upon theſe ſteps quite to the 

water, which was in this place eighht 
foot deep. Upon the ground they 


had ſpread large red carpets, ſur- 


rounded with a ſquare incloſure, 45 
paces from corner to corner, or 180 
in circumference. This incloſure 
had two others in the nature of 


baluſtrades, at the diſtance of four 
paces from each other, four foot high, 


and, in like manner, covered with 
red cloths or carpets. They had 
erected three handſome wooden al- 
tars to the weſtward near the edge 


of the hole. Four doors gave ad-

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1702. miſſion thereto, the chief of which 
as to the ſouthward of the gate of 
the caſtle. They alſo were painted, 


but ſadly enough, and like the reſt, 
repreſented ſacred things. Having 
thoroughly ſurveyed all this, I went 
to a riſing ground near the caſtle, 
between the two gates on the ſide of 
that they call Taynaimstie, or the Se- 


cret Gate, to ſee the proceſſion paſs 


by. It began to move about eleven of 
the clock, from out of the church of 
Sabour, that is, the place of the aſſembly 


of tbe ſaints, which is in the: caſtle, 


and the chief of all the churches in 
Moſcow: This proceſſion conſiſted 


wholly of churchmen excepting ſome 


perſons in common dreſſes who led 


the way with ſtandards made faſt to 


large ſtaves. The churchmen were 
all in their prieſtly habits, and made 
a very fine how. The more infe- 


FTior prieſts and the monks, to the 


number of about 200 came on firſt, 
preceded by ſeveral. choriſters and 
ſinging boys in common habits, with 
each a book in his hand. On each 
hand they were guarded with armed 


ſoldiers, while others with ſtaves at- 
tended them to clear the way. After 


theſe appeared all ſuch as wore the 
epiſcopal habit, being about 300 in 
number. The 12 firſt were metro- 
politans or cardinals, in a habit com- 


monly called Sachaſſe. After theſe 
came four archbiſhops and three bi- 


ſhops and a great number of archi- 
mandrites, or ſuperiors of convents. 
When about 200 of theſe laſt had 
gone by, you ſaw every thing theſe 
prieſts carried in proceſſion, as a pole 
with a lanthern, repreſenting the 


light of the word of God, in ho- 


nour of the pictures of the ſaints, 
or to give them an air of grandeur. 


Two cherubims, they call Lepiedi, 


at the end of two poles like the for- 
mer; then two croſſes; a picture of 
500 Chriſt, half. length, almoſt as 
big as the life; a great book, and 
then 20 gold and ſilver caps, adorn- 
ed with jewels, and carried ſeparate- 


ly, each by a perſon appointed. The 


ceremony over, the chief of thoſe 
preſent appeared in thoſe caps, that 


of che metropolitan being of gold, 
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adorned with pearls and - precious 1702. 
ſtones. The grandeſt of the prelates V 


alſo wear theſe caps, which they call 
mietris Imitres]l. This metropoli- 


tan who repreſented the patriarch, 


came immediately after the great 
book and had in his hands a great 
gold croſs, inriched with jewels, 
which every now and then touched 


his forehead, and a prieſt had him 


under each arm to ſupport him. Be- 
ing in this order got to the ſide of 
the river, and their ceremonies, 


which took up a good halfohour, 


were all over, the metropolitan drew 


near to the water, and three times 


dipped the croſs into it ſaying, as 
the patriarch was wont to ſay,

preſerve : bis people, and bleſs his in- 


heritance. They then returned to- 
wards the caſtle, but the 200 prieſts 


that had preceded as the proceſſi- 
on went out, returned not back in 


the ſame order, but diſperſed. Thoſe 


who had the ſacerdotal or epiſcopal 


habit walked back in good order. 


Among others, I obſerved two men, 
very poorly dreſſed, with a tub or 
ſomething of the kind which covered 


up with a cloth, could not well be 
diſtinguiſned. This veſſel, was fol - 


lowed by another, and carried in 
the ſame manner, with a pewter 
t full of the water, which having 


been bleſſed was carried to the caſtle 


to ſprinkle the apartments, and the 


paintings. As ſoon as the proceſſion 


had got in again, they hurried back 


every thing that had been as a de- 
coration to the water; and I took 


notice that a Mzuſcouite ſouſed a great 


broom into the water, and waſhed 
the ſpectators with it; but they did 
not ſeem to be a bit the better for 
it; and in ſhort, I thought there was 
ſomething ridiculous in this part of 
the ſolemnity. This proceſſion, 
which laſted till two in the afternoon, 
had drawn together a prodigious 


throng of. people, a ſight well worth 
the ſeeing, if there had been no- 


thing elſe, and had a fine effect upon 
the river, the caſtle; being upon an

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eminence we could from thence fee 
all che multitude even to thoſe upon 
the walls. As we were going home 
again, and had got to the gate of 


the caſtle, there was ſuch a crowd 


that we had much ado to get out 
of it. And indeed our curioſity had 
like: to have coſt us dear, beſides

of this fire-work Was after a new 1702. 
manner and different from all of the V 


kind I had ever ſeen before. There 
was in the middle on the right hand, 
a figure of time, twice as big as 


the life, with an hour-glaſs in his 


right, and a palm- branch in his left, 


hand, which was likewiſe held by 


fortune on the other ſide with this 


This feſtival was formerly cele- 
brated with much more pomp and 
ſolemnity than at preſent, it having 


been cuſtomary for their Majeſties, 
and the Grandees of ſtate to be pre- 
ſent thereat. But the preſent Czar 
has made great alteration in this, 
as well as in every thing elſe. We 


hall talk more about this in the 
The n inth of this month it began 


to thaw, and even to rain, the wea-

Upon the eleventh, there were 
reat doings for the victory his Ma-

ty ſpacious; and it extended from 


one end of the place or ſquare to 
the other. They ran up a great 
boarded building, full of windows 
towards the caſtle, in which his 
Majeſty entertained the principal 
Lords of his court; the foreign Mini- 
ſters were there alſo, and particu- 
larly him of Denmark, and the Re- 
ſident of Holland, together with a 
great number of Officers, and many 


merchants from beyond. ſean. To 


ſhade as well as to adorn this build- 


ing, there were three rows of bran- 


ches like young trees, planted before 


it. The entertainment began at two 
in the afternoon, and at ſix in the 
evening they began to play the fire- 
work which turned till nine. It 


was raiſed upon three great tables or 


theatres of wodd, very lofty and ſpa- 
cious, on which they had ſeveral fi- 
gures, nailed to platiks and painted 
of a brown colour.

tween theſe ſtages there were little 
ſquare pieces of fire-works, which 
continued to burn and were not with- 
out their devices. The ſecond of 
theſe ſmall fires, near which I hap- 


ned to be, and which was lighted 


firſt by his Czarian Majeſty, repreſen- 


ted a croſs with four arms, the third 


a vine-branch, the fourth a bird- cage, 
with different devices. As theſe were 
all illuminated after the manner of 
our country, it was eaſy to ſee what 
they were meant for. There was 
moreover in the midſt of this place 
a great Neptune aſtride upon a dol- 


phin, and by him ſeveral ſorts of fire- 
works upon the ground, ſurrounded 


with piles to which caſes or fuſes 
were fixed, which had a very fine 
effect, ſome of them forming a gol- 
den ſhower, and others throwing out 
ſtars. When they were upon the 
point to ſet fire to theſe works, ſe- 


veral of the ecclefiaſtics' and other 


perſons of diſtinction in the boarded. 


building with his Majeſty, came out 


and went thence into a covered place, 


in the midſt of all this machinery 


to perform ſome ceremonies. There 

was a guard of ſoldiers over the gate 

of this lodge or building, adorned 

with a number of ſtandards.

PON. the 1 of this 
month there was a terrible ex- 


ecution at Moſcow. A woman who 
had killed her huſband, was con- 


demned to be buried alive, up to the 


ſhoulders; and having the curioſity 
to look at her in this condition, I 
thought ſhe looked very freſh and 
of a good countenance. About her 


head and neck they had tied a 


white linen cloth, which ſhe got to 
be undone becauſe it bound her too 


much. She was guarded by three 


or four ſoldiers, who had orders to 
ſuffer nothing to be given to her, 
either to eat or drink that might 
prolong her life. But the cople 
had leave to throw into the pit 
where ſhe was buried, certain little 
Kopykkes or pence, which ſhe gave

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The Author is admitted 


monly laid out in little tapers, 8 


are lighted up in honour of certain 


ſaints, they call upon, and partly in 


a coffin.

brated the marriage of a certain fa- 


vourite of the Czar's, called Fielaet

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170 . bleman, with the Knezna, or Prin- 
[ces Mary Swrjovena Schorkofskaja, 
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ſiſter of the Knez Eedder Swrewttz 
Schorkofskaja, a favourite alſo with 


his Majeſty. To this ſolemnity this 


Prince invited the principal Lords and 
Ladies of the court, and the foreign 


Miniſters, and ſome of the beyond-ſea- 


Merchants and their wives. All that 
were invited were ordered to dreſs af- 
ter the ancient manner of the country, 


more or leſs richly, according to the 


regulation in that caſe preſcribed. The 
wedding was in the ſlabode of the 


Germans, at the hotel of General 
le Force, who had ſome years been 


dead. It is a great building, after 
the Italian mode, and you go up 


to it by ſteps to the right and the 


left, becauſe of its extent; and in it 
are magnificent apartments, and a 
very fine ſalon, which was hung with 


rich tapeſtry, and the place of the 


ſolemnity. Here you ſaw two great 
leopards with a chain about their 
necks, and with their fore paws up- 
on an eſcutcheon all of maſly filver ; 
as alſo a-large globe of ſilver upon 
the ſhoulders of an Atlas of the ſame 
metal, beſides great vaſes, and other 
pieces of plate which had been 
partly brought from the Czar's trea- 
ſury. The place they were to meet 


at, for the cavalcade, was in the 
city, near the caftle, in two great 


buildings oppoſite the one to the 
other. The Great Duke, and all 
the gueſts repaired to theſe early in 


the morning, the men in the one, 


the Ladies in the other. They came 


out about ten of the clock to go to 


the caſtle, in the middle of which 
1 had got to have a fight of this 
cavalcade, which appeared the finer, 
as the weather was very fair. Firſt 
came the Czar himſelf upon a proud 


black courſer, he was habited in 


a moſt magnificent cloth of gold; 
his upper garment or robe was in- 
termixed with many figures of ſe- 
veral colours, and on his head he 


had a great red fur cap. His horſe 


was richly capariſoned with a fine 


gold houſing; having upon each 


fore- leg a ſilver _ of four inches 


broad. The majeſtic air of this 


Prince, who is a good figure on horſe- 1702. 
back, added not a little to the ſplen - 


dor of the ſight, which it muſt be 
owned, was quite royal. On his 
left hand he had the Prince Alex- 
ander Danielewitz de Menzikof, dreſ- 


ſed in the ſame gold tuff, and mount- 


ed upon a very fine ſteed, nobly adorn- 
ed, and with filver hoops about his 
legs like thoſe of his maſter's horſe. 
The: principal Knezes or Princes fol- 
lowed two and two according to their 
rank, all on horſeback, and dreſſed 


the ſame, to the number of 48. The 


Czar being in this manner come to 
the caſtle, he there ſtopped to wait 
for the reſt, in the mean time ma- 


king his horſe prance and curvette. 
He was near the gate of the Ewa- 


ritæ, or the court, where are his 


own apartments, and overhead was 
the jPrinceſs his ſiſter, the Empreſs 


widow of the late Czar, and her 
three daughters who all fat in an 
open place. When he went under 


this gate, the Princeſſes faluted him 


with a moſt profound reſpect, and 
he took care to return the compli- 


ment to the full. All theſe Nobles 


being thus paſſed on, by two and 
two, there advanced a number of 
lights, ſurrounded by a great body of 


footmen; and then 120 of the chiefs 
of the court, two and two, and clad 
like the former. Theſe were fol- 
lowed by gooſts or cuſtomers, our 


Refident, and the foreign Merchants, 
whoſe habit and caps were quite dif-

ferent from the reſt. They had in- 
deed yellow boots, but their caps 
were low and common, and nothing 


at all for magnificence, compared 
with the others. Theſe were to 
the number of 34; fo that in this 
cavalcade we may reckon there were 
204. perſons all for the moſt part 
richly equipt. Many of their horſes 
had filver bits, and ſome of them 


had chains of the ſame, two fingers 
broad, pretty thick, and hung from 


the 'top of the horſe's head to the 
bridle and faſtned to the pummel 


of the ſaddle, which made an a- 


greeable jingle. There were ſome 
who had them quite flat and only 
of plate · tin. After theſe there ap- 


peared

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1702. peared five ſledges, in the three firſt 
of which were the three German 


doctors, and in the two others, the 
two moſt ancient merchants of our 
country. Theſe were followed by 
a great chariot or waggon covered 
with red cloth, and deſigned for the 
two Empreſſes. Thus it is the 
Ruſſians call thoſe his Czarian Ma- 


jeſty is pleaſed to appoint to appear, 


as Ladies of the ſtate, in this cere- 
mony and ſuch like it. The firſt of 
the Ladies, the wife of the Knez 
Pudder Scuſerwitz Romodanoski, who 
commands in Moſcow in the abſence 
of the Czar, was indiſpoſed, and 
could not be there; ſo that the other, 


the wife of {vanawitz Boeterlien ap- 


peared alone. Upon her head ſhe 


had a ſmall white high-crowned 
felt with a narrow brim, with two 


maids of honour ſeated oppoſite to 
her in the chariot, waggon, or coach, 
which was drawn by twelve white 
| horſes, and ſurrounded with ſervants 
in red. This was followed by twen- 


ty five others ſmaller, but covered 


the ſame with two white horſes, in 


one of which was the bride, and 


 Ruſfan Ladies in the reſt. Among 


theſe there was an ugly little ſledge,

Authors Some authors will have it that 
de abe, Moſcow was formerly as big again as it 
ch. is now; but upon due enquiry I find 
it is now greater than ever it was, 
and that it never ſo abounded with 


ſtone buildings as it does at preſent, 


the number of which increaſes every 
day. This city is in 55 degrees 30 
minutes of northern latitude, and is 
indifferently called Moſcow, . Mosko, 
Must and Moſcua. It ſtands in the 
ſouthern parts, and nearly in the 
center of Ruſſi, or of Mujervy, up- 
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39 
on the little river of Moda, whoſe 1702. 
name it Hhorrows. It is three good 
leagues in circumference, without the 
earth-wall, and has twelve gates:

Having taken this round, I the 


next day went about the wall of the 


city itſelf, called Beloy Gorod, and 
found it was but an hour and half 
in circumference. Between each of 


The wall. the gates of the city, juſt now 


named, there are two towers upon 
the walls, and between ſome three. 
They are ſquare, but by no means fit 
for cannon, and 409 paces from one 
another. There are but two gates, 
berween which there are none, where 


his Majeſty has made a garden; fo 


that there is no going quite round 

by the ſide of the wall. Moſcow 

is divided into four parts, the firſt 

of which is the caſtle or palace 

The palace. ealled Viremſgorod, upon the river 
Moska, which flows to the weft- 

ward, and falls into the Ocean, near 


the city of Colomma, thirty fix leagues. 


from Moſcow, and the Oeca falls in- 
to the Holga, near Niſi. Novagorod, 
a hundred leagues from Moſcow. 
This caſtle is ſurrounded with a 
high ſtone wall, flanked . with ſe- 
veral towers, and the plate above 
is the fine view of it from the ſide 
of the river near the great bridge. 
It has four gates, the Spakae, where 
is the dyal, the N:i#olske, Demkamen- 
non-Morlu, the Trifwalske, and the 
Taynusti, and is ſurrounded by a dry 
ditch down to the river. As there 
is no- cannon in this caſtle, they 
fire in the arſenal upon the rejoic- 
ing days, and plant ſome in the ba- 
zat or great market-place before the 
1902, court. This caſtle, where the Czar 


never reſides, is built with blocks 
June 3. of ſtone, and for the moſt part 
pretty dark; but the Patriarch has 
bHeſides that they are fond of imita- 
tion, let it be good or evil; and 


his abode there, and the courts of 
juſtice, called her Prikaes, are held 
there. The chief Lords of the

From the top of this tower you fee 


the city with all poſſible advantage, 


and the great number of ſtone 
churches it is full of; the domes 
and ſteeples of ſome of which being 

gilt, have a fine effect when the 

ſun ſhines out; but there is nothing 

ſo magnificent as the church of Sa- , . 
boor. Beſides this, there are many Saboor. 
fine buildings of ſtone in this city ; © 
where they are now at work upon a 
new arſenal, a great wooden build- v 47, 
ing, before the gate of St. Nicolas, nal.

in ſtone, and are full of writers or 
clerks, in ſeveral apartments that

places, and even debtors, who walk 

about there with irons at their heels. 

The chief clerks have rooms or 

offices apart, and in ſome of theſe 
prikaes they fit at a long table co- 

vered with a red cloth like the hang- 

ings of rooms.

the admiralty office, about 400 paces 
from the other.

ſtill in his dominions. He then took 
me by the hand and told me, He would 


Shew me ſome ſhips colours, and that 


he gave me leave to draw whatever I 
would, While I was ſo doing, a 
certain Rufſian, Lord, attended by 
ſome ſervants, came and took the 
paper out of my hand, and called a 

German officer to know what I was 
about; but when he underſtood I 
was at work by the order of the 
Czar, he gave it me back again, 
and I made an end of my work, 
which it had been impoſſible for 
me to have done . without his Ma- 


jeſty's leave. | - 
This entry was made in the fol- Triunphant 
lowing order; firſt came the regi- 


ment of guards conſiſting of 800 
men, and commanded by Colonel 
de Ridder, a German by birth. One 
half of this body was cloathed. in 
ſcarlet, in the German manner, the 
other in the Ruſſian, becauſe there 
had not been time enough to finiſh 
their new cloaths. The Swed:ſÞ 
priſoners as well ſoldiers as peaſants 
walked between two, three abreaſt, 


and were divided into ſeven bands, 
each of about 80 or 84 perſons, 


making in all about 580 men, be- 
tween three companies of ſoldiers. 


After theſe came two fine led-horſes, 


and a company of granadiers in green 
lined with red, in the German fa- 
ſhion, except that they had bear-- 
{ſkin caps inſtead of hats; theſe were 
the firſt granadier-guards, and after 
theſe came fix halberdiers, five haut- 
boys and fix officers. Then came 
the royal regiment of Probroſenso, 
400 of them new cloathed after the 
German manner, in green lined wit 
red and white-laced hats; with 


the Czar and Prince Alexander at 
the head of them, preceded by nine 


German flutes, and ſome fine led- 
horſes. This regiment was follow- 
ed by a party of that of Semenostie, 
his Majeſty's guards alſo, in blue 


| lined with red, and after theſe came 


the colours taken from the Swedes. 
Firſt two ſtandards followed by a

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1702, great flag which had been diſplayed 
upon the caſtle of Notteburgh, car- 
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ried by four ſoldiers; and then fix 
ſhips colours, and 25 enfigns, blue, 
green, yellow and red, each carried 
by two ſoldiers. Moſt of theſe en- 
figns had two golden lyons, and a 


- crown at top. After theſe came 40 
pieces of cannon, ſome drawn by 


four, ſome by fix horſes of a colour, 
four great mortars, 15 great braſs 
field-pieces little and big; then an- 
other mortar, and then very long and 
heavy braſs cannon, ſome drawn by 
fix and ſome by eight horſes. After 


| theſe came a great cheſt of kitchen 
utenſils, ten ſledges with fire-arms, 


three drums, and another ſledge with 


| ſmiths-rools, and a great pair. of 


bellows. Then came the officers 


that were priſoners, about forty in 
number, walking each of them be- 


tween two ſoldiers, and then ſome 
fledges with the fick and wounded, 


N followed by ſome of the Ruſſian ſol- 


diers, cloſed up the march. It was 
one in the afternoon when they en- 
tred the city; and having paſſed the 
gate of Twerskie which is to the 
northward, they advanced up to the 


flirſt triumphal arch, and the regi- 


ment of guards went through, and 


here the Czar halted a good quarter 


of an hour, to refreſh himſelf and 
receive the congratulations of the 


clergy. As the ſtreet here was pret- 
ty broad the triumphal piece erected 


was compoſed of three arches, a 
large one in the middle, and a ſmall 
one on each fide, and was ſo covered 
with tapeſtry, pictures, figures and 


devices that there was no ſeeing 
the wooden work, with a balcony 


at the top where were eight young 


muſicians, two and two, moſt ſump- 1702. 
tuouſly dreſſed. The great arch was WWW. 


crowned with an eagle and trophies 
of colours and the like; and the 
houſes near it were alſo hung with 
carpets, tapeſtry, and pictures; the 
balconies were full of ſtreamers, mu- 
ficians and all forts of inſtruments ac- 
companied by an organ, which made 
moſt delightful harmony. The 
ſtreets were ſtrewed with green 
branches and other verdure in this 
place, where was a greatnumber of 
the Nobility. The Princeſs, his Ma- 
jeſty's ſiſter, the Czarina and the 
Princeſſes her daughters, attended by 
a great number of Ruſſian and fo- 
reign Ladies were a little beyond, at 
the houſe of the Sieur Jakof Waſfi- 
eliof” Feuderof, to ſee the ſhow. The 


Car having ſaluted the Princeſſes, 


advanced on to the ſecond arch, 
adorned like the firſt, and having 


in this order marched through the 


city, he went out at the gate of 
Meeſmetſe, and proceeded towards 
the ſlabode of the Germans, where 
being arrived, the Dutch Reſident 

made him an offer of wine, but he 

choſe beer, and I had the honour to 
preſent him a glaſs of ir. He drank 
but a little of it, and went on to 
ProbroſensRo; but night coming upon 
him, as he was going out of the 


ſlabode, he mounted his horſe and 


there was an end of the ſhow. Tho 
there flocked together an unſpeak- 
able number of the people upon this 


_ occaſion, there hapned no miſchief 


that I know of; every thing went on

try withdrew. immediately, but the 


reſt were detained to dinner, after 
which there was dancing and diver- 
ſion till midnight. 5 
That ſame night there happened 
an ugly accident at the wedding of 
Captain Staets, where two Surgeons 
dancing with their wives, two offi- 


cers who were juſt come in, would 


have taken them to dance with them. 
Words upon this aroſe, and one of 
the officers in the ſervice of the Czar, 


called Bodon, ran his ſword through 


the body of one of the Surgeons, cal- 


led Guree, a Frenchman, who had 


nothing to defend himſelf, and fell 
down dead on the ſpot.

whole name was Hovy, was at the 


ſame time wounded by another offi- 
cer, whoſe name was Captain Saks; 


| perceiving himſelf wounded, - he 


ſtopped his wound with. his Finger, 
and got away, but the Captain pur- 


ſuing him, he was obliged to come 


into the houſe, and in a fainting fit 


fell down by the fide of his dead com- 


panion, but one of his friends ſuck- 
ing the blood out of the wound, he 
came to himſelf again. Theſe offi- 
cers had attack d them once before, 
but one of the Surgeons getting hold 
of a ſword, and the other laying 
hands on a chair, drove them out of 


the room; enraged at which, they 


returned to the charge, and before 
the whole company committed the 
fact here related. It is not hard to

As there is ſomething remarkable Zxrrasr- 
in this wedding, and as it was cele- 4% 


brated between two of the moſt con- 
ſiderable perſonages of the ſtate, I 
will here give a particular account of 


it, which was upon the twenty eighth 
of this month in the palace of the 
Boyar'-.

which was fitted upon this occaſion. 
This is an handſome wooden edifice, 


well deſigned according to the rules

Germans, on the other fide of the 
UV V river Toa. In the great Salon were 
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ſeveral tables placed in good order, 
with muſic, and in another apart- 
ment was a table for the Czar's faſter, 


the Empreſs and the three young 


el Ladies of the 
Court, and for the Lords and Ladies 


of the country who were apart; nor 


was there wanting a great crowd of 
ſpectators. About eleven o'clock 
the bridegroom appeared alone in 
the chamber of audience, on the 


left hand, where he received the 


congratulations of theNobility, whom 


he treated with diſtilled liquors. 


About noon they came and acquaint- 
ed him it was time to repair to the 

lace where he was to be married, 
and he was conducted with trum- 
pets and kettle drums, that wait- 
ed for him at the door, to a ſmall 
chappel in the palace, but a few 
Keps off. It would be no eaſy mat- 


ter to diſplay all the pomp of this 


feſtival wherein the Czar condeſcend- 
ed to officiate as Marſhal, and was 


every where. As ſoon as the bride- 


groom had got into the chappel, the 


bride was ſent for; ſhe had paſſed 
che night before at the houſe of the 
late Mr. Houtman, in the ſlabode of 
the Germans, oppolite to the Dutch 
church, and had by. the Czar's or- 
der been ſome time delivered up to 


the Velt-marſhal, the bride's father. 


All the Ruffan and German Ladies 
invited to this wedding, repaired 


thither alſo to wait on this Lady, who 


was conducted to the place in the 


following order. The firſt chat ap- 


peared was a kettle drummer upon 
a white horſe, followed by five tram-

Count Koniſgegg, Envoy from Poland, 
who taking her by the hand, con- 
ducted her into the chappel, and 
placed her on one ſide of > bride- 
groom. . She was followed by the 
Czar's ſiſter, the Jour: Princeſles, 

the court, who 
ſtopped in the entrance of the chap- 
pel; and ſome Rigian and foreign 
Ladies ranged themſelves on the ſides 
without, the chappel being ſo ſmall 


it could not hold above ten or a dozen 


perſons ; ſo that thoſe who went in, 


were only the Czar, the Czarian 


Prince, the Bride and Bridegroom, 
the two Fathers, and two or three 
otherRy/izn Noblemen; but as I was 


very deſirous to behold this folem- 


nity, I got behind the bridegroom, 
who was richly cloathed, after the 


German faſhion, as well as his bride, 


who was in white ſattin wrought 
with gold, with her head-dreſs ſer 
off with diamonds; and behind her 


hung a great treſs of hair, under her 
fontange, a faſhion which has been 
long in uſe with the Germans, and 
upon her head ſhe had a ſmall crown 


with diamonds. When the ceremo- 


ny opened, the prieſt came and ſtood 


berween the couple, and began ta 


read in a book, he held in his hand, 


in conſequence of which, the bride- 
groom put a ring on a finger of the 
bride's. Then the prieſt took two 


crowns joined together, of filver gilt, 
which he made them kiſs, and — 
ö ee their heads. After this he 


n to read again, and the couple 
gave their right hands to each other. 
and in that manner went three times 
tound the chappel. The prieſt then 
took a glaſs of red wine, and made 
the new married pair drink of it, 


which when they had done, they re- 
turned it to him, who gave it to 


thoſe 
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thoſe who officiated near him. The 


UYV Czar who was walking about all the 


time, with a marſhal's ſtaff in his 
hand, perceiving the prieſt was go- 


ing to his book again, commanded 


him to cut his work ſhort, and a mi- 
nute afterwards he pronounced the 
nuptial benediction. His Majefty then 
ordered the bridegroom to kiſs his 
bride, which ſne refuſed to let him, 
till the Czar repeated his command, 
and then ſne obey d. The ceremon 


over, they went to the bridal hall. 


During the time of the ceremony the 
Czarina and the Ladies of the court 
were at the windows oppoſite to the 


chappel. In a little time they fat 


down to table, the bridegroom a- 
mong the men, and the bride among 
the women, at the common table in 
the great hall. The rejoicings con- 
tinued for three days together, which 


were ſpent in dancing, and all kinds 


of merriment. The third day they 
regaled the gentlemen who had ap: 
peared in the character of ſtewards. 


This wedding was very different from 


the old way of celebration, which 


it were needleſs for me to ſpeak of, 
fo many having done it already. 7

with us, excepting in the form of 
celebrating a wedding excluſive of 
the religious part, and this is carry d 
on with great ſolemnity. They fend 


two repreſenting ſtewards to invite 
thoſe 527 would have, 


and theſe 
ftewards do it in winter, in a fine 
ſledge, drawn by two horſes dreſſed 
up in ribbons, and attended by two 


ſervants behind the fledge. The 


number of gueſts is commonly 100 


or 150, and ſometimes more, ac- 
cording as it is thought proper, and 


according to the number of the 


Gentlemen and Ladies of the coun- 
try that are asked. The Marſhal is 
the chjef man at theſe feſtivals, and 


goes about with a truncheon and a 


ribbon at the end of it, and he, aſſiſt- 
ed by the ſtewards, begins all healths; 
and beſides theſe it is uſual to have 
four or fix, or eight under- ſtewards, 
who have the care of preparing 
all things in the houſe, as well wit 

regard to the furniture as other ne- 
ceſſat ies. Theſe help

known by a fine ſcarf on the right 
arm, which they have in common 
with the ſteward, except that his is 
richer ; theſe the bride-maids tye on

Their funerals are in this manner. 


They keep the body for ſome days, 


and invite the chiefs of the nation, 
andafterwards moſt of the merchants, 


and other friends, as well in the city 


as in the ſlabode; which is done by 
two perſons of their nation, appoint- 


ed for that purpoſe, or choſen by the 


friends and relations of the deceaſed ; 


and theſe wear long black cloaks, and 
2 crape hatband. Tho', upon theſe 


occaſions, the company commonly 
meet at two in the afternoon, it is 


night before the body is committed 
to the ground in winter, and pretty 
late in ſummer. They have 15 or 
16 mourners, and 12 bearers, all 
married and dreſſed in black, with 


great cloaks of the ſame, which th 
keep for that purpoſe in the churches. 


The mourners fit in the beſt room on 
the right hand, with the male rela- 


tions of the deceaſed, and every one 


that comes in ſalutes them. The 


bearers have a crape hat. band, and a 


ſcarf over the ſhoulder of the ſame, 
and ſometimes white gloves. They 


have all forts of refreſhments upon

two different tables, and they are 1703. 


continually ſerving you about with 


wine, flip, ſweatmeats, toaſted bread, 
and lemons, when they are to be 


had. Before the corpſe goes out of 


the houſe, it is uſual to preſent each 
of the bearers with a ſilver ſpoon, 


with the name of the deceaſed en- 


graved upon it; the ſame. is alſo 
ſometimes preſented to the miniſter, 


the ſchoolmaſter, and the mourners ; 


but when it is a maid they are car- 
rying to the grave, they give gold 
rings with the name alſo of the 


deceaſed inſtead of ſpoons. The 


bearers nail up the coffin before ir 
goes out, and as ſoon as they begin 
to move, the ſchoolmaſter and the 
ſcholars begin to ſing with each a 


book in his hand; but the Calvini/ts 


do ſo only at the church-yard. The 
young ſcholars go before, followed 
by their maſter, the miniſter, and 
the chiefs of the funeral ; then comes 


the body, and after it, the neareſt 


relations, the mourners, the mer- 


chants, and officers, who do not go re- 


gularly two and two as with us, but 
four or five at a time, juſt as it hap- 
ns, or as they pleaſe. When they 


ave reached the church-yard, and 


depoſited the corpſe in the grave, 
they begin again with ſome funeral 
pſalms and chaunts; then the mi- 
niſter makes a diſcourſe, and thanks 


thoſe who have attended the corpſe 


for the honour they have done him; 
and the bearers who have each a 


ſhovel in their hand, throw in the 


earth till the grave is nearly filled up; 
then all chat were invited are deſired 
to return to the houſe of the deceaſ- 
ed, but few go in beſides the bear. 
ers, who are entertained with drink 
and tobacco. Sometimes they have 
a funeral ſermon at church, and the 


women are invited to be there. The 
widow of the deceaſed comes with 


her neareſt female relations all co- 


vered over with crape, and theſe of- 


tentimes give evident tokens of their 
grief even in the ſtreets. | Sometimes 


alſo they give an entertainment after- 


wards. They go in coaches or on 


horſeback in ſummer, ic being im- 


poſſible to go on foot.

bode of the Germans about three in

There are poſts at the end of every 
werſt between this and Veronis, upon 
which in Raſian and German charac- 
ters you ſee the date of the year 1701, 
the time when they were ſet up.

You there go 
up by a fine ſavare of five ſteps with

vellers. Here we ſtay'd but two 
hours, and went our way in a very 


damp night. Horſes were every 


where ready for us, and there was 


fire in all the villages, where the 
peaſants ſtood at their doors with 
truſſes of ſtraw lighted to ſhew their 


joy for his Majeſty's arrival, which 


in the night time had a very pretty 


effect. We had 30 werſts to travel 


from hence to Nolomna, where we 


had got before day, and there wait-

ed for his Majeſty, who came about 
nine in the morning, while I was 
gone to take a view of the inſide and 


outſide of the town. I went out by

ing the company, and went to a

come on I went in there with two 
French officers, and there we ſtaid 


panions, but perceiving noboby 


came near us we continued our 
journey through a deſart, where we 


met with nothing but ſome coppice, 
here and there. Upon the fhird at 
nine in the morning we arrived at

Fort's. It is a great and a fine buil- 


ding like a houſe of pleaſure, with 


a turret or lanthorn upon it, covered 
with a detached roof, and neatly 
painted on the outſide with all ſorts 
of colours; this houſe contains ma- 
ny fine and good rooms and lofty 


enough; nor is there any way to 


it but by the gate of the fort, they 
being both within one common en- 
ceint of earth, of no very great ex- 
tent. Here are ſeveral fine works 
well mounted with cannon, and co- 
vered on the one fide with a hill, 


the Czar's preſence than he asked 
me where I had been? I anſwered 
where it had pleaſed Heaven and 
our guides, feeing I knew nothing 
either of the way or the language. 
This he laughed at and told the 
Raſjian Lords that were with him. 


He then gave me a bumper by way of 


puniſhment, regaled us to perfecti- 
on, and had the cannon fired at every 


health. When we had done he car- 


ried us upon the ramparts, and there 
treated us with different liquors up- 
on each work. Then he ordered 
fledges to be ready to carry us upon 
the lake, then frozen over, that we 
might thence take a view of the 
whole at leifure; and he took me 
into his own fledge, ftill mindful 


of the liquor which followed us eve- 


ry where at the heels in great plen- 
ty; and from thence we returned to 


the caſtle, where the glaſſes began 


to dance about again, and to warm 


us till at laſt the place having never 
as yet been named, his Majeſty cal- 


led it Oranjenburg. Prince Alexan- Oranjen 
der's village, which is on one ſide, burg. 


is called Slaboolke, From this agree- 
able place we went at nine in the 


night. Upon the fourth we went 
a great way, but afterwards we tra- 


velled at a much leſs rate, becauſe 


of the little ſnow upon the ground. 


The Czar, however, did not ſtop 
till we had reached Srepena, where 
they had built ten ſhips. We held 
on our way in the night, and upon 


the F/h, at one in the morning, we. 
arrived at Veronis, which is 190 


werfts from the new Oranjenburg. 
The company being divided in the 
night, we dropped in one after ano- 
ther, the firſt that appeared at the 
place being young Mr. le Fort and 
my ſelf, and as there had been no 
regulation made as to the article of 
lodging, we went directly to the 
houſe of Vice-Admiral Rees. We 
were told he had kept his bed for 
three weeks paſt, for a hurt he had 


received by a fall; and as ſoon as 


it was light we waited on him with 
aſſurances of the ſhare we had in

GY kindly, and deſired us to be quite 


free with his houſe and table. The 
Czar himſelf arrived at one in the

the Vice-Admiral. He thence went

CHAP. XIII. 


5 Deſcription of Veronis. The Don or the Tanais. Return 10 


Moſcow. His Majeſiy departs for Sleutelenburg. 


Situation HE City of Veronis is upon 
ef Veronis. L. a high hill in 52 degrees and 
| a half of northern latitude ; ſurround- 


ed with a wooden - wall, all rotten, 
and divided into three parts, in one 
of which called Jakatof, the chief 
of the Ruſſian merchants have their 
abode. There is a great rope-walk 
in this city, and the powder is kept 


in ſubterraneous e without 
the wall. Upon « 


e ſide of the 
hill, along the river, there are ſeve- 
ral houſes, in an extent of 400 paces; 
the chief of them belong to che Ad- 
miral Golowin, Mr. Apraxin of the 
admiralty, the Boyard Lof&rielow:ts, 


Prince Danielowitz, and other RA. 
fans of quality. Moſt of theſe 


houſes are over N the citadel, 

and thoſe of- the Vice-Admiral and 

other officers on the fide of them, 

and behind theſe are ſtreets for thoſe 
: | 


employed in ſhip-building and the 
like. This city ſtands on the weſt 


of the river of Yeronis, whoſe name 


it borrows, and the citadel is on the 24:C;:a:! 


other fide, to which there is a large 


bridge of communication. The 
ditches about it are full of water 
from the old river. This citadel-is 
a ſquare building with towers at the 
four corners, has very large apart= 
ments, and makes a great figure 
from without. The ſands of the 


downs ſo choak up the new river 


that it is not navigable, and the 


ſhips are obliged to go through the 


old one. The citadel is the chief 
magazine, and indeed they ſo term 
it, and have aboye 150 pieces of 
canon in it, though moſt of them 
without carriages for the more ready 


tranſporting them in caſe of need. 
Again, this citadel is defended with

pallifades in ſeveral places, and filled 
with a pretty good garriſon, as well as 
the country about, to withſtand the 
Tartars. The conveniences for ſhip- 
building are one ſide of the citadel, 


whereas before they built them all 


about. The ſtorehouſe is on the o- 


ther ſide, a great building, three ſto- 


ries high, the two firſt of which are 
of ſtone, and the third and upper- 


moſt of wood. Here are many pla- 


ces full of all ſorts of naval ſtores, 
each in a place apart, even to cloaths 


for the ſeamen, and every thing elſe

they can want. The ſail houſe or 


loft is on one ſide of this ſtorehouſe; 
and they compute that in the town 
and about it, there may be ten thou- 
ſand perſons. You ſee two or three 


villages in the plain. 


Upon the fenth, I went in queſt 
of a proper ſtand, from whence to 
take a ſketch of the city; and I pitch- 
ed upon the higheſt part of a hill, 
which is but two werſts to the ſouth- 


weſtward of it; there I began my 


work, but could not go on with it 
for the bitterneſs of the cold and 


longing to the Vice-admiral, to keep 


ſtrength of the wind. The next day 
I walked thither to get myſelf a lit- 
tle heat by the way, with nobody 
but. my ſervant, and three men be- 


off ſuch Ruſſians as might have the 


ſtand. 


curioſity to interrupt me. I ordered 
them to get a mat, ſome poles, an 
ax, and a ſpade, to dig a pit for me, 
where I might conveniently take my 
When this was done, I 
ſcreened myſelf from the. wind in 


my back with the mat; and in this 
plight it was eaſy to ſee me from the 


town and from the river ſide. And 


indeed I was not here long without 
a diſcovery; two Engliſb ſhipwrights 


taking notice of me from the river, 
ſent two or three of their people to 


know what I was about. Seeing them 


come towards me, I ordered my ſea- 
men, who were armed with half- 


pikes, to keep them off; to tell no 


ſoul what I was about, and if they 


were asked the queſtion, to ſay they 
knew nothing at all of the matter.

hill, drawn thither by the novelty 1703. 
of the ſight, unable to conceive what WV

When I returned to the town, the 
Vice-admiral told me the vogue had 
been, thar, upon the top of the hill; 
one of the Czar's domeſtics had been 
buried alive, nobody knowing where- 
fore, or who it was; and that the 
ſaid man buried up to the middle 
held a great book in his hand, which 
was the paper I was drawing upon; 
and that no one was allowed to ap- 


proach him, three centinels being ap- 


pointed to keep off all that attempt- 
ed it; nay even the officers them- 
ſelves enquired of each other, who 
it was that was under the circum- 
ſtances of execution. . But obſerving, 
upon the zwelfth, that the criminal 
had ſhifted his place, and conſe- 
quently that they were miſtaken, 
they took another whim into their 
heads. There was a little farther 
off an old burying ground, where 
they had ſeen me ſome days before, 


and where I went that day to take a 
draught of it. The Ryfjars at their 


wits end, now fancied I might be 


ſome prophet from beyond ſea to 
viſit the old burying grounds, ſay 


maſſes for the dead, and perform o-

Departure We departed in the evening, and 
b, that night we had ſnow, and after it 


ſome rain.

which we ſought to do for two hours, 
to no purpoſe. In ſhort we ſent two 
of our ſervants over on horſeback, 
and a third to a village to enquire if 
there was not ſome place where we 
might croſs; but he brought us word 
there was none, and did not dare to 
croſs the water a ſecond time, ſo that 
we ſent him back to the village 
whence he came, with orders there 


to wait for us till morning. Mean violin

ſervants who had got drunk the day 
before, and whom we had thrown 
into a countryman's ſledge; and as

This church is ſquare within, and 
96 foot in length, the vault is ſuſtain- 
ed by four great pillars, and the whole 


is full of pictures of Saints and the 


like. There are ſome of them in 


the Greek taſte, not to be called bad, 


even in the five little domes, in form 
of lanthorns, the largeſt of which is 
in the middle, and the other four at 
the four corners. The picture they 
will have to be by St. Luke, is on 


one fide of the high Altar, and is a. 


half length of the Virgin, repreſent- 


ed with Chriſt kiſſing her, their faces 


being cloſe together. It is very 
gloomy and almoſt black ; but whe- 
ther this proceeds from the effects of 
time, or the ſmoke of the tapers, or 
the fancy of the painter ; certain it 
is there is no great matter in it, be- 
ſides that it is all gilt but the faces 
and the hands. This Virgin has a 
fine crown of pearls and precious 
ſtones upon her head, and a collar 
of pearls which hangs down from 
about her neck. In ſhort this pi- 
cture is placed in a nich, under which 
there is a ſtall or ſeat. Between the 
two pillars of the high Altar, there 
is a great ſilver hanging ſconce with 


branches, made at Amſterdam, like 


thoſe in our churches; and beſides 
this, there are three of copper well 
diſpoſed of in the body of the church; 
tho' it muſt be obſerved there are 
few or no ornamentsin their churches, 
howeyer ic happens that there are 


ten ſilver lamps about the Altar of 1703, 
But in theſe lamps they burn vw

no oyl, which is not in uſe with the 
Rufhans, but tapers which are put 
into noſſels fixed upon the lamps. To

St. John Baptiſt on the left, and on 


each hand an Apoſtle kneeling, with 


a ſilver lamp. Between this piece 


and the door of the chappel there is 
a bench, raiſed upon ſome ſteps, and 
thereon the Patriarch ſeat covered 
with black velvet; and as you go in- 
to this little church, you ſee an Al- 
tar, behind which is a ſmall choir, 
full of pictures from top to bottom, 
each repreſenting ſtories of Saints, 
divided from each other by columns 
in the manner of windows, and here 
every thing is gilt: the other ſide of 
the walls is painted blue. Again in 
the crown of the dome there is a 
head of Chriſt, which nearly fills it, 
and about it ſeveral other repreſenta- 
tions. The Patriarch's hall of audi- 
ence which is tolerably large, is over- 
againſt this church; on the right as 
you go in you have the patriarchal 

chair all gilt, with a green velvet 

cuſhion and gold fringes about the 
arms, and upon an eſtrade of three 
ſteps high; it has at top a ſmall 
Chriſt in painting. As we went out 


of this hall they carried us up to a 


room where they keep the treaſures 


of moſt of the Patriarchs, and full of 


cheſts and trunks, which they open- 
ed for me. In the firſt were fix pa- 
triarchal caps, two of which were of 
great value, divided from the others, 
and enriched with great pearls, large 
diamonds and other precious ſtones 
the others were the ſame, but not ſo 
coſtly. There was a ſeventh adorn- 
ed with pearls only, and belonging 
to the metropolitan.; then they. 
ſhew'd a box full of jewels, and a-

1703. mong the reſt diamond croſſes hang- 
Wing by golden chains. All theſe 


things .had belonged to ſeveral 
Patriarchs who had appeared in 
them upon proceſſions, and up- 
on other ſuch public occaſions. 
There were alſo ſeveral pgjaſſes or 
girdles with precious ſtones; many of 
the combs that had been uſed by the 
former patriarchs, moſt of them large 
and made of tortoiſnell; their cro- 
ſiers with jewels at the end; ſeveral 
preſſes full of patriarchal robes and 
veſtments, 79 in all, and all of gold 
brocade, and adorned with pearls and 
precious ſtones. In the chief of them 
were nine veſtments, of extreme mag- 
nificence and beauty, and all ſer with 

precious ſtones: in others were fine 
ſtoles, a palm and a half broad, and 
among the reſt that worn by the Pa- 
triarch Conſtantine in the year 6176, 
as the Ruſſians compute: it is of a 
plain filk, and has ſuffered ſomewhat 


dy time; they have an extraordinary 


regard for it, and keep it among their 
moſt magnificent veſtments. In the 
fame place you ſee ſeveral diſhes of 
filver gilt, with great vaſes, and o- 
ther veſſels of the ſame. Having fa- 


tisfied my curioſity in this place, I 


deferred till the next day, being Sun- 
day, to ſee the reſt of the churches. 
Firſt T waited upon Mr. Moin Poe- 
Ne.n to know of him if I could not 


have a ſight of Chriſt's garment; but 


he cold me it was impoſſible, being 
in a place ſealed up with the Czar's 
own ſeal, and that without an ex- 
preſs order from him there was no 
ſetting eyes on it; and ſorry I was I 
had not had ſome intimation of this 
in time. In ſhorr, I went again to 
the church of Saboor to fee what 
there was ſtill curious to be ſeen; 
and they ſhewed me a great chalice 


or cup of gold, about two palms. 


high, which they uſe in the admini- 
ſtiration of the ſacrament, crowned 


with four fine jewels, and the foot 


enamelled with the ſufferings of the 
Saviour of the world: A great diſh 
_ of the ſame metal, enamelled like 
the chalice, and in like manner a- 
dorned with four jewels ; two plates, 
a ſpoon with an agate handle, a gol- 


den ſtirrer for the wine in the cup, 1703. 
and a crown all adorned with pearls bY 
and precious ſtones, together with 


wo dV ſmall chalices of agate, en- 
riched alſo with jewels. All theſe 
jewels, ſay they, were found at the 


bottom of the great cask which St. Miracks 
Anthony the Ruſſian got fiſhed up by 7: 


certain fiſhermen, when he was tran(- 
ported from Rome to Nieugart, ſit- 
ting on a mill-ſtone, having made it 
his bargain to have all that came up 
in the net. Then they ſhewed me a 
great book, which, upon certain ho- 


lidays, they carry in proceſſion; it 


is adorned with precious ſtones, full 
of ſcripture ſtories in paint, and all 
in characters of gold; all theſe things 
are kept ſeparate in caſes of red vel- 
vet. They ſhewed alſo the body of 


the archbiſhop Peter in filver, with 


a baſs relief of him above; a ſmall 


_ reddiſh ſlip of Chriſt's garment, al- 
ready mentioned in a Caſe covered 


with glaſs; the body of the archbi- 
ſhop Fohn, in a coffin like the for- 
mer, and that of Philip in another. 
Then they ſhewed me the reliques of 


the ſkull, and all the head of Gregory 


Bagaſlovo, and the like. From hence, 
having thanked the Prieſt for the KO of 
trouble he had been at, I went to chael.

pictures like the former. Here all

N my way to the ſhip I paſſed 


by the town of Kolommenske, on 


the right hand upon an eminence ; 
it makes a good figure, has a fine 
monaſtery, a church and two towers. 


| | You enter the two ſides of it by 


crofling a raft of timbers faſtened 
together, ſo that part of them may 
be removed when ſhips are to paſs, 


and be put together with the reſt 


again. I alſo went by ſeveral vil- 
lages, charmingly ſituated on an e- 


minence on the right hand of the 


river. Towards evening I got into 
a wood of low trees, and being ſome 
hours in going through it, it was 
late before I got to Matsto, where I 
heard the barks of the Armenians 
were not yet come. Here were two 


Houſes, and yet I lay that night in a 


barn half open, and upon the hard 
floor, Upon the #werty third in the 
morning, my fellow- traveller came 


down with four barks, and three o- 


ther Armenians, who were going al- 


ſio to Ippaban, and informed me the 


ſhip we were to go in, and on board 


of which he had a great quantity of 
cloths, was fallen down ſtill 60 werſts 
lower; ſo we followed her by water, 


and reached her at ten at night; but 
as it was late, and every thing topſy- 


turvy, we did not care to go on 
board, but went on ſhore, where we 
made a good fire, and fed upon good 
Pike and perch we had, as we came 
along, bought of ſome fiſhermen: for 

ree pence. From hence I wrote 
ſome letters to my friends in Moſcow 


and in Holland, and upon the twenty 


Fourth, about ten in the morning we 


imbarked. In theſe parts they have

ſmall flat-botromed veſſels, which 3 as 
led firoeks. 
carry about 300 bales of filk, or a- 2 


the Ryffans call ſtroeks, and which 


bout 15 laſts: They are capacious, 
and have but one maſt and one fail, 


a very large one, and of uſe chiefly 
when the wind is aft; but when the 


wind is not either right aſtern, or 
well upon the quarters, they row with 
ſixteen oars. They have no rudder, 
but a long kind of paddle, broad at 
the end in the water, the other end 
is ſupported by a kind of crutch a- 
dapted to the purpoſe, and this the 


patron or maſter manages by a tac- 
kle reeved on each fide, which keeps 
it ſteady, and which may be taken 


on or off at pleafure. We had on 
board 23 ſailors, and 52 paſſengers, 


as well Ruſſians as Armenians, rec- 


koning ſervants into the number. 


The river hitherto winds very much, 


and is every way about 4o fathom 
in breadth. In about two hours time 


we came to the monaſtery of Sm0- yonaftery 
lenski, which makes a figure at a/ Smolen-

diſtance, and has a fine ſteeple, and 25 


is on the ſide of a wood about 100 


werſts from Moſcow, nor did we loſe 


fight of it till about four of the clock; 
and after this we, on each hand, ſaw 
a country -more open and full of vil- 
lages, and afterwards a more lofty 
ſcene of land, and dropt anchor when 
it came on to be dark night. Up- 


on the uenty fifth, about nine of 
the clock, we arrived at Kolomna, Kolomna.

This city, which has 
already been mentioned in my jour- 
ney to Veronis, is 180 werſts from 


Moſcow by water, becauſe of the great 


ſweeps of the river, upon which it has 
a bridge, or a raft rather, fuch as 
we juit now deſcribed; and here 
we ſtaid ſeven hours to give our 
people time to get ready their can- 
vaſs and geer for failing. Towards 
the evening we came to the river of 


. Occa, which comes from the ſouth, 


where the Moska falls into it: It is 
very broad as well as the Moska, 
which till then had ſeemed bur ſmall 


to us, and its ſource is not far from 


the Crim Tartary. It croſſes the 


ſouthern parts of Moſcovy, and flows 


away to the eaſtward of the city of 


Moſcow, through the dutchy of that 
name, and falls into the Volga at 
N:/i-Novogorod. This part of the 
country is very pleaſant, and on the 
right hand is the town of Kzekiena 
Seropbof, where there are two great 
buildings, in one of which the Go- 


vernor reſides, and on the left a vil- 


lage, with another large edifice, 10 
werſts from Ko/omna. The courſe of 
the river being more direct than hi- 
therto, we advanced at a greater 
rate, and did not come to in the 


night. Upon the fwenty fixth in the: 


morning, we paſled by the village of 


Dedenawa on the left hand, and here 
there is a fine church upon the river, 


30 werſts from Kzekiena; and here 


to the right and the left you ſee a 
wood of ſmall trees, and the river is 
every where of the ſame breadth. 
Thar day alſo we paſſed by ſeveral 
villages, and then met with lands 
higher, yet very agreeable, but there 
the river begins to wind again. Steer- 
ing our way eaſt· north- eaſt, the land 
and the trees appeared to us of a 
charming verdure, and at the laſt 
turn of the mountain I took the view 


you have in No. 19. Being beyond 


theſe mountains which we had on- 
ly to the right of us, we found the 


river much ſtraitned, and about even 


we had, to the right and left of us, 
hills covered with ſmall trees. Upon 
the twenty ſeventh in the morning we 
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ſaw a lofty mountain to the right, 1703. 
and ſeveral villages to the left, with + WV 


cows and ſheep feeding about the 
country: In the mean time we had 
every day fiſhermen, who came to us 
in ſmall boats [canoes] hollowed out 
of the trunk of a tree, and fold us 
more pike and perch for three or 
four pence than ſeven or eight perſons 


could eat. Advancing ſtill eaſtward, 


we, on the left hand of us, met with 
an iſland of ſome length full of trees, 
and afterwards with ſeveral villages 
at the foot of mountains, and the fine 


monaſtery of Bogo/ſova, built of ſtone, Fine nus. 
and very agreeably ſituated among“ 


trees, upon a hill, and on one fide 
a great green plain full of cattle, 
quite down to the river. This mo- 
naſtery is north-weſt 20 werſts from 


Pereſlaw; a proſpe& of which you Pereſla, 


have in No 20. The ſoil here is 
very fine and full of villages. About 


three we had a low country, and an 


hour afterwards we came in with a 
gulf of the river Prorater, 15 werſts 
from Pereſlaw; and ſoon afterwards 
we came in with another, as big as a 


river, andran up a great way into the 


land; and an hour afterwards a third, 
on the right, which ſtretched up the 
land, towards the mountains, and 
ſpread out on both ſides; for my 
part I take it to have been a flood; 
and here the river again begins to 
take its ſweeps. About fix we had 
ſight of the village of Fabrenewa up- 
on an eminence, and the country o- 
verflowed all beneath, nay over the 
tops of the trees; it had the look 
of a ſea; the ſoil here appeared to 
be ſandy. There we often met with 
veſſels coming from Caſan and other 
places, towed along with a rope, by 
men with great labour and difficul- 


ty; tho they have the relief of fail- . 


ing when the wind can ſerve them. 
Here we ſaw ſtore of ducks, ſnipes, 
and other game, and at the evenin 
arrived before the monaſtery of Bo- 
rofike, built of ſtone, and upon a 
hill not far from the river, and near 
a village, three werſts from Pere- 
flaw, where we ſtaid all night. Up- 
on the twenty eighth, we paſſed by 
this town, in thick cloudy weather,

1703. which prevented us from ſeeing it as 
l could have wiſhed. Ir is upon a 


riſing ground not far from the ri- 
ver, in latitude of 45 degrees 42 
minutes, and is called Pere//aw Re- 
fanske, a name it derives from the 
province of Reſan, the capital of 
which it is. We afterwards went 
'by ſeveral villages upon hills, and 
ſaw overflowed land, which looked 
like our combuſtible ſoil of which 
we make turf, in the paſſage be- 
tween Leyden and the Hague. Eight 
werſts from Pereſlau we ſaw a great 
village belonging to Ti/maffe, Fua- 
mtz, Erfofskie, Governor of Aſtra- 
can, and ſome Rufhans under tents, 
diverting themſelves along the river 


fide; but farther on we ſaw many 


villages, and all a flac country to the 
right and left, covered with water 
above the tops of the trees. The 


river is very broad in this place, and 


in the evening we were ſurrounded 
with trees; but the water had ſo 


covered its banks, it was hard to 


know them to walk upon. The 
weather was very fine, tho very hot. 
I went on ſhore with the boat, which 
did ſo every day for wood, to ſee if 
I could meet with no game; and a- 
bout the evening a great bark rowed 
by us from Moſcow. Upon the twenty 
ninth in the morning, 10 werſts be- 
yond Rezan, upon the left, we met 


with an opening of many fathoms 


within the land, where the river 
having made its way, formed a great 
lake, navigable for ſmall craft; but 
the weather-being thick and hazy 
we could ſee no villages. A league 
from thence we had ſight of ano- 
ther gulf, where the lake, juſt men- 
_ tioned, terminated in a round form; 
the meadows hereabout were full of 
| horſes and cattle; and beyond them 
were high mountains. At nine we 
ſaw more lands under water, but 
coming to a point where the river 
formed a little gulf, we ſaw dry 
ground again, and a place called 


Kieſtrus, where were only ſome poor 


wretched houſes, and ſeveral veſlels. 
Here we hoiſed fail for the firſt time, 
with an eaſy gale, and to the right 
of us, ſaw the monaſtery of Terigbo 


wich a ſmall village, and ſoon after 1703. 
that of Soigſade, with a church in- 


differently large, and built of ſtone. 
Then we came again to great Inun- 
dations, and ſaw ſeveral great trees 


with water up to their branches, 


and this is every year the caſe till 
Pb when the waters begin to a- 
ate. Upon the fhirtieth, coming to 
a pretty place 100 werſts from the 
city of Kefiemof, 1 drew the proſpect 
of it as in No. 217. | 
Me got under fail a ſecond time, 
with the wind at north-eaſt, but we 


did not continue to be ſo long, and 


were obliged to handle our oars again; 
and having paſſed by ſome villages, 


we came up with a country ſo 


drowned, that we could ſee nothing 
bur sky, water, and the tops of trees; 
Towards evening we met with a veſ- 


ſel belonging to his Czarian Majeſty, 


and laden with anchors for A/oph, 
with another with her of ſmaller di- 


made uſe of but eight oars, that the 


crew might take turns to relieve one 


another, half and half. Upon the jr/# 
of May, at one in the afternoon, we 
appeared a long fide of Kaſiemof,, 
ſeared upon the left hand of the ris 
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menſions; and we ſaluted each other 
with firing of muskets. When we 
were within 30 werſts of Kafiemof, we Kaſemof. 


ver, and upon the top and declivity 


of an hill. Tho' it be conſiderable 
for extent, it has no walls, and all 
the houſes are of wood, as well as 
the four churches. Here is a tower 
to a moſch, belonging to the Turks 
and Tartars, that live here, where 


I landed with ſome Armenians, to 


buy proviſions and beer, but could 


get none. We rowed after the bark 


that kept on her way, and had much 
ado to overhaul her, in a full hour, 
paſſing by ſeveral villages in our way. 
But our people who went aſhore in 
our abſence found aſparagus, and got 
a good ſtore of it, They were long 
and ſlender, but well caſted, and good 
to ſtew; and taking the largeſt of 
them, I dreſſed them after our man- 
ner. Having gone by ſeveral villa- 
ges, there came up ſo ſtrong a gale 
againſt us, that it was as much as we 
could do to avoid ſtriking on the ſtar- 


board 
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board ſhore. The wind was at ſouth- 


ww caſt, and we did ſtrike and ſtick a lit-

tle once, but we ſoon got afloat again; 


and upon this occaſion I obſerved of 
theſe barks, that they are not ready at 


anſwering the helm. At night we 


came up with a village, ſpreading 


down the declivity of the hill to- 
wards the river, and there I took a 
proſpect which you have in No. 22. 


Upon the ſecond, in the morning, we 
arrived at Alaetma, 60 werſts be- 
vyvond Kafiemof: It is upon the top of 


a hill, and lies inwards the land, 


ſo that it is not quite to be view- 
ed from the river; is conſidera- 


bly large, has eight churches, and 


has ſome houſes on the ſides of the 


river; and is ſurrounded with ſeve- 
ral villages, and has pleaſant woods 
on each fide. We afterwards faw 


| ſeveral villages, and a great mead full 


Moruma. 


1 ly ſtone churches, and ſeveral others 


of cattle, and beyond that another 


gulf of the river, which ſeemed to 


wind among the meadows and their 
trees to a village at the foot of a 
mountain. The river is here very 
broad, and the banks on each hand 
are full of trees, and here we ſaw a 
prodigious flock of geeſe in the air. 
Upon the third we paſſed by Moru- 
ma, a town upon the declivity of a 
hill, colerably large, with ſeven ſtate- 


of wood; and here they ſay is the 
beſt bread in all Raſſa. It is inha- 


bited both by Ruffians and Tartars, 


and here begin the Tartars of Mor- 


dua. As we went on we ſaw again 


| ſeveral villages and lands under wa- 


Beggars. 


ter; the river is here very broad, and 
one of theſe villages was at the foot 
of a mountain, which runs away 
ſome leagues farther. The foil is 
ſandy and fo full of ſtones, that it 
is difficult to land: Here we ſaw a 
man continually making ſigns of the 
croſs, and every now and then bow- 
ing down to the ground; which our 
Rufjians obſerving, went in the boat 
to him, with what every one had 
been pleaſed to give him, and among 
other things ſome loaves ; for he was 
a poor beggar, and a little after we 
in the ſame manner ſaw three wo- 
men with their children, on whom 


alſo we beſtowed our alms. Theſe 1703. 


poor people live in the mountains, 
and no ſooner ſee a veſſel approach 
than they come down for charity. 
After this we came among ſome lofty 
hills, bare of trees, and yet very 
green. At length, reaching a kabak, 
we landed in hopes of getting ſome 
beer, but it was bad, and we had a 
good deal of trouble to fetch the 


bark; then a brisk gale ſprung up 
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againſt us, which forced us to lie ſtill 


for ſome hours. After this we croſ- 
ſed the mouths of two rivers, the 
Molſua Raka to ſtarboard, and eight 


werſts further on the larboard ſide 


the Cleſina, which comes from Vo- 


lodimer. Upon the fourth we came 


into the midſt of a lofty country, and 
got down to the village of Isbuletz, 


40 werſts from Niſen. Here we 
met a bark with ten oars, which 
made good way againſt the ſtream 


of the river, whoſe banks were ve- 


ry level on each fide, and covered 


with trees, with hills at a diſtance. 


About three we drew near to the 


monaſtery of Dudina, moſt pleaſantly 
ſituated amidſt trees, upon the de- 


clivity of a hill, on whoſe top is a 
village, of which you can only ſee 
the ſpires of the ſteeples. At night 
it came on to blow ſo ſtrong, and 
ſuch a ſea was raiſed, that we were 


glad to take ſhelter on the larboard 


ſhore of the river. Upon the #/th 
the wind fell, and we got under way 
again before it was day, and having 


gone by ſeveral villages, we came at 


length to the ſhipyards, which lie 
along the river, and reach to the 
ſuburbs of Niſen, where there is a fine 


a wall; a ſtone church in the bor- 
tom, beſet with wooden houſes down 
to the river; another ſtone church, 


gainſt the hill, on the top of which' 
is a village. The Ruſſians common- 
ly call this city Niſen or Niesna, o- 
thers Ni- Novqgorod, or the little 
Novogorod, and ſome Niſen Nieugar- 


ten. It is the capital of the ſmall 


Dutchy of the name, and has a ci- 
tadel upon a rock, or the conflux of 


and great monaſtery ſurrounded with 


indifferently large, and well built a- 


the Occa and the Volga.

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1703. is begirt with a fine ſtone wall, and 
&Y WV you go through a great bazar or. 


market before you get to the gate 
called Twanofskie, which is towards 
the river. This gate is built of huge 


blocks of ſtone, and is very deep; 


from hence you aſcend by a great 
ſtreet full of wooden bridges, till 
you come to the gate called Dia- 


wietrofkie; near which is the great 


church, built of ſtone, and with five 
domes varniſhed over with green, 
and adorned with fine croſſes. On 
one fide of this church is the archie- 
piſcopal palace well built of ſtone ; 
and within its incloſure a pretty lit- 
tle church with a ſteeple, and two 


other churches, the one of ſtone, the 


other of wood. The prikaes or 
chancery 1s alſo near this gate, and 
of wood, as is alſo the Governor's 
houſe. However, there is no great 


ſight to be ſeen in this city, whoſe 


circumference is not very great, and 


all its houſes of wood; nor has it 


more than two gates: The 235 
about it is pleaſant to the eye, full 


bf trees, and well ſtored with houſes. 


Its walls are flanked with towers 


both round and ſquare, and among 
them is one more conſiderable than 


the reſt, and to be ſeen at a great diſ- 
tance. In the gate on the land- ſide, 


in the paſſage to the guard room, 


were four pieces of cannon. But 


the ſuburbs of this city are very 
large, eſpecially next the river, where 


are ſeveral churches of ſtone, and 
where the hill, divided into ſeveral 
parts, on which there are churches 
and houſes, has a very fine effect; 


but there is no ſeeing of the circuit 


of it, becauſe of the heights and the 


depths which intercept the fight. 
The river here is always crowded 
with a great number of embarka- 
tions going and coming from all 
parts. Upon the fide of it is a great 
village belonging to Mr. Gregory De- 


mitri Strogenof, where there is a fine 


ſtone church, and a great houſe of 


the ſame where this merchant ſome- 


times reſides. About eight there went 
away 48 great barks with ten oars 


each, and 40 hands to load wood; 
and all theſe belonged to this Gen-

as much of 


tleman, who is reckoned to be the 1 
richeſt merchant in all Rizſia; and 
toi each of thoſe who went to fetch 
his wood he gave three rix-dollars. 
At night they began to ring the bells 
for the feaſt of the Aſcenſion which 
was to be kept the next day. Here 
we took in a ſtore of proviſions, and 
particularly brandy, which is at this 
place both good and cheap, for you 
have eight bottles of it for 40 pence; 
nor did the Armeniaus forget to take 
it as they thought 
they ſhould want. Nor are eatables 
leſs plentiful: You may here buy a 
lamb or an ordinary ſheep for thir- 


teen or fourteen pence; two ſmall 


ducks for a penny; a good puller for 
three-pence; twenty eggs for a pen- 
ny ; two white loaves, reaſonably big, 
for a penny; a brown loaf of ſeven 
or eight pound for the ſame price, 
and the beer is both good and Kis 


This city is computed to be 800 


werſts from Moſcow, which make 
abouti 160 German leagues, tho' the 
diſtance is not above 100 of the ſame 
leagues by land; and ſtands upon the 
Occa, which we entered at Kolom- 
nu, as we have faid; and here this 
river falls into the Wolga, formerly 
called the Rha; and theſe two rivers 

thus united, are about 4000 foot 
broad, if we may rely upon thoſe 
who have meaſured them in winter 
upon the ice. This place is at pre- 
ſent inhabited by none but Raſſians; 
here are no Tartars ; it is very-popu- 
lous, and in the latitude of 56 degrees 
28 minutes. I ſhould have been glad 
to have ſeen it in front, and have 
taken a view of it from the river, 
but they would not ſuffer me to do 
it, no not for money, becauſe of the 
holiday; for upon holidays, the R- 
fans do nothing in the world but 
get drunk ; and in this pickle did I 
ſee many of them wallowing in the 


ſtreets. It is odd enough to ſee how 


the poor keep all day long before 
the kabaks, or houſes where they ſell 
brandy ; I ſtaid ſome hours in that 
where we bought ours, to ſee the 
pranks and mummery of theſe drun- 
kards, when the liquor firſt begins 
to operate ; but they muſt ſtand in 
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the ſtreet, they muſt not preſume to

is a table where they depoſite their 
money, and then they give them the 
quantity of brandy they want, which 
is taken out of a great kettle, with 
a Wooden ladle, and poured into a 
w ot the ſame material, the ſmal- 
leſt meaſure of all coſting an half.

We alſo ſaw 
a ſmall church called Faſſogſui up- 
on a hill, and ſome hundreds of per- 


ſons going to it from all parts to ce- 


lebrate the feſtival, and ſpreading 
their tents to divert checkſeſves un- 
der. We continued at three werſts 
from the city till the ſeventh at ſe- 
ven in the morning, and about noon 
we came up with an iſland, a- 
bout two werſts in length, and co- 
vered with trees. We then went 
by ſeveral hills, and another iſland 
without trees; and left the river of 
Nerſimia, and the monaſtery of Ma- 


curia to the larboard of us. This 


monaſtery is a great building of 
ſtone, and looks like a caftle or fort, 
being ſurrounded with a fine ſquare 
ſtone wall, with a tower at each 
corner of it: I ſhould have been

glad to have taken a view of it, but 


or caravanſerai built of wood, where 1703. 
the merchants keep their goods; and WWV 


is a place where there is a great fair 
every year, in the month of July, 
whither moſt of the traders in Ruſſia 
reſort, tho“ it lafts but a fortnight. 
Our Rufians going thither ro buy 
fiſh, were told, that not above a 
fortnight before a certain Governor 
coming from Moſcow, had been there 


attacked by three barks, manned 


with each 18 Ryffian pirates; that 
the Governor's was fo well provided 
with arms, and defended itſelf ſo well 
as to kill three of the pirates, and ob- 
lige the reſt to betake themſelves to 
flight; that this accident had driven 


the Governor back again to Moſcow, 


but that he had left one of his peo- 


ple in the village to be dreſſed of his 


wounds he hadreceiv'din theſkirmiſh. 


This made us reſolve to keep upon 
our guard, and we prepared our arms

to defend us incaſe of need, being provi- 


ded with about 40 muſkets and piſtols, 
and all the night we had a Rſſian and 
Armenian paſſenger upon the watch. 


Upon the eighth, at break of day

and here we had the ſhore on each 


| fide full of trees, and the river of 


ſmall iſlands, and about eight we 


got to the town of Goekina, which 


belongs to Count Golow:n. This 


place ſtretches a good way along 


the river, and is ſaid to contain 7000 
houſes ;z and here the country peo- 


ple brought us bread to ſell. As

About noon we paſſed be- 
fore Blowolska, but 80 werfts from 
Caſan, on the ſtarboard fide, and 
thence to Bellawalska, where our 


people went for ſome refreſhments. 


At three we ſteered by the town of 
Swyatski, with a fair wind. This 
place is upon an eminence, is pro- 
vided with a citadel, and has feve- 
ral churches and monaſteries of ſtone, 


but the houſes and walls are of 


wood ; and the whole is formed in- 
to an iſland by the Swyage, which 
comes from the ſouth-eaſt, and here 
falls into the Volga. Over againſt 
the town, on the ſide of the Wolga, 


at the point of a hill, you ſee the 
village of So/daetshe flabode, between 


which and this town this river falls 


into the Wolga, as has been faid, and

hill or mountain, and fteered away 
ſouth half eaſt, and at fix had fight 
of the city of Caſan, on larboard 
of us, diſtant four werfts. It makes 
a great figure becauſe of the churches 
and monaſteries it is full of, and its 


citadel furrounded with an enceint 


of ſtone. We had a little before 
failed by the yards where they build 


the ſhips, ſix or ſeven werſts from 
the town, in a reach where the ri- 


ver is very broad, and here we ſaw 


40 veſſels of all forts upon the 


ſtocks, and many others more near- 
ly compleated, on the fide of the 
town.

I took a view of Ca- 
fan as we went by, in the beſt man- 


ner I could, and as you may ſee in 
No. 26. It is in Ain, and in the 
ſouthern parts of the Maſcovite Tar- 


tary, upon a river of the ſame name, 
which the inhabitants call Caſansle, 
and falls into the Waga, and is the 
capital of the kingdom ſo called, be- 
tween that of Bulgar and the Cze- 
remiſſians. This city has a wall of 
wood. Beyond this we met with 
ſeveral iſlands, which ſeemed like 
foreſts in the river, and upon the hills 
took notice of a kiln, where they 
were at work, and on the left of

river of Kama, which falls on the ges 


larboard fide into the Wolga, at the 
diſtance of 60 werſts from Cafan ; 


it is very broad and comes from the 


north-eaſt, and falls with ſuch a tor- 
rent into the Wolga, as alone to hur- 
ry on veſſels for ſome leagues. The 

fay the water of it is brown, whic 

1 did not perceive, tho it is certain 
ſo tweet, that it mends the Wolga ve- 
ry much for drinking. About noon 


we came to the ſmall town of Te- Tetoetſi - 


zoet fie or Tetus, upon a lofty hill, go 
werſts from Caſan ; it is ſurrounded 
with a wooden wall, and confiſts 
of poor wooden houſes, and ſmall 
churches : You can only fee a part 
of the walls as you go by. There is 


alſo, upon the river fide, a ſmall 


village, where our people went for 
proviſion and ice to cool our drink. 
We then went by a great iſland cal- 
led Stariſo, 40 werſts from Tetus, 
and at night by ſeveral others full of 
trees; and here the river is a good 
league in breadth, and has moun- 
tains on the ſtarboard fide of it: As 
the wind was both ſtrong and againſt 
us, we rode at anchor a part of the 
night. Upon the eleventh I went a- 


ſhore with my Armenians and ſome 


Ruſſians, to buy proviſions near the

town of Simbierska, which is on the Simbier- 


right upon a hill, three werſts from** 


the river. They ſay it was former- 
ly a large city, and deſtroyed by the 


great 
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1703. great Tamerlane; tho', as I under- 
GY WV ſand, there are no remains of it at 


this day, nor had I time to ſearch 
for any. Some will have it there 
were other cities and iſlands higher 
up, of which there are ruins ſtill to be 
. ſeen, but it is a matter to be doubt- 
ed: Tho' they aſſured me, that near 
Zariets there were ſtill ſome foot- 
ſteps of an old caſtle and its walls. 
Upon the whole they affirm, there 
are very conſiderable and very an- 
cient cities between Caſan and Aſtra- 
can, and among the reſt Acktoeba, 
upon the river of Oeffa, tho con- 
cerning this I have been able to ga- 
ther nothing certain. True it is the 
Oeffa is known between Serazof and 
Zaritha, on the other fide of the 
Wolga, and that it falls into this river 
and waſhes even a part of Siberia. 
It is known alſo that the city of 
Acktoeba was upon this river, but 
there are not the leaſt traces of it 
left now, all the ſtones. having been 
removed to build Aftracan, and ſome 
other places. Being on ſhore I found 
the purlieus of the village of Sim- 
bierska of great extent, partly upon 
the river, and partly upon the hill 
which we were to go up, before we 
got to the Bazar. When we came 
a fire had juſt broke out among ſome 


houſes upon the hill, and had al- 


ready deſtroyed five or ſix of them, 


and in leſs than half an hour there 
were above 20 burnt down; for the 
wind was ſo high that they were in 
flames before they could pull them 
down to ſtop it: We here found e- 


very thing as cheap as at Nzeſna; I 


ſhould have been glad to have gone 
quite up to the place itſelf, which 


is 180 werſts from Caſan, but our 


veſſel being under way there was no 


doing it. I was however informed 


it was large, ſurrounded with a 

wooden wall; that in it were eight 
ſtone churches, three or four mo- 
naſteries, and above 10000 houſes 
all inhabited by Ruſſians, the Tar- 
tars keeping in the villages. We 
were almoſt two hours before we 
could overtake our bark, nor was it 
without danger we rowed after her, 
the river whirling about violently in 


ſome places, and being very deep, 1702, 
has ſuch a troubleſome ſwell that vw 


a ſmall boat can hardly live in it. 
We again met with ſeveral places 
covered with trees, and very pleaſant 
to look at, and hills alſo that ſhew 
themſelves through theſe ſame trees, 
Thirty werſts from this town we 
came to the village of Siengiela, and 
ſeveral others inhabited by Riſſians, 
and ſoon after to the town of Nove 


' Devitzhe Salo, of great extent, very 


cloſe, with many churches and a 
great ſteeple. In the night we met 
with a bark rowing and full of Ru, 
fans, who aſked us whence we came, 
whither we were bound, and what 
we were? We anſwered, we belong- 
ed to his Czarian Majeſty, and ad- 
viſed them to come no nearer for 
fear they repented it; we appre- 
hended them to be rogues. Upon 
the Zwelfth in the morning we ſaw 
hills on each hand of us, ſome of 
them covered with fir, a fight we 
had not ſeen till now. The river 
was not a werſt broad in this place, 


tho' to make amends it was very 


deep. It had been ſo high this year, 
that it had drowned all the land we 


have ſpoken of, ſo that there were even 


rivers that could not be diſtinguiſh- 
ed. The Ruffans are very ignorant 
in thoſe things, and could tell me no- 
thing of the cauſe of it, neither could 


I get any information on ſhore, be- 
cauſe our veſſel made no ſtay here. 


At nine we got to the village of Siera 


Barak, 40 werſts on this fide Sa- 


mara; here qr people went aſhore 
for proviſion, and the river widened, 
and we ſaw an iſland under water, 


and on the left of us a high round 


hill with hardly any trees, called 


Sariol Kiergen. The Ruſſians told 

us it was the tomb of a King, or 
Emperor of Tartary, called Mam- Siny f. 
mon, who came up the Wolga with Tartar 
70 other Tartar Kings to ſeize upon 


Ruſſia: That dying in this place, 
his ſoldiers whom he had brought 


in great numbers on this expedition, 


filled each his helmet and buckler 
with earth, to raiſe him a moun- 
tain, which is this hill. A ſmall

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1703. another called Kabia Gora, covered 
Vith trees, and extending to Sa- 

mara, thoſe on the left are fo thick 
that there is no ſeeing thro' them, 
the growth being chiefly alders and 
willows. Here they find the beſt 


Fue ful. ſulphur in the world, a diſcovery 
piur- which has not been made above two 


years; and here were then at work 
upon it 4000 perſons, as well Rr 
frans as C⁊eremiſſians and Mordwa- 
lians; over whom the Czar has ſur- 
veyors and ſoldiers. Theſe hills are 
on the weſt of the river, and at 
two in the afternoon we came to 

. Samara, on the eaſt of the ſame, 
and upon the acclivity and top of 
a hill, not very high, and bare of 
trees, and ending with the town it- 
ſelf upon the river fide, as you ſee 
in No. 27. and not as others have 
written two werſts from the river. 
At the end of this town you have 
the river Samar, whoſe name it bears, 
and they ſay it falls into the Volga 
five or ſix werſts from thence. This 
town is indifferently large, all of 
wood, with poor wretched houſes. 
In frua- Its walls are of wood alſo, and flan- 
tim. ked with towers, of which there is 
a very great one on the land fide. 
The city covers almoſt the whole 
hill, and the ſuburbs ſtretch along 

the fide of the river. They com- 
pute it to be 350 werſts from Ca- 

ſen, and as you go by it, you ſee 

a gate, and ſeveral ſmall churches 

with ſome monaſteries. Twenty five 
werſts from hence, we, on the ſtar- 
board ſide, ſaw a river called Aula 

fall into the Wolga, and into this does 

the Samar diſcharge itſelf. Here 
we loſt ſight of the hills and moun- 
tains, the river was very broad, and 
ſhortly after we had ſight of them 


again very near us upon the right 


hand. We met with ſeveral veſſels 
that day, and faw ducks of an ex- 


traordinary ſize, brown and white, 


Waſtele. and thwarted the river Waſſiue on 
the larboard of us; it is but ſmall, 
and near it, in the Wolga, a narrow 
lip of an iſland covered with trees, 
and under water, which we thought 
very ſtrange. Then we met with

upon our right, but parched up with 
the great drought and heat of che 
ſun, whereas at other times they are 
covered with verdure; and indeed 
the country people earneſtly longed 
for rain, being at a loſs for where- 
withal to keep their cattle. We 
then went on to Sela at the foot of 
the mountains, 60 werſts from Kaſ- 


 kur; and there we met with three 


great Stroeks, one of which belong- 
ed to his Czarian Majeſty ; they were 
full of Caſſac women, whom they 
were tranſporting to Caſan, and whoſe 
huſbands had been hung up the 


year before for their robberies, con- 


cerning which we ſhall have occa- 
ſion to ſpeak hereafter. From hence 
we croſſed the entrance of the river 
Waſfele, oppoſite to which you have 
the Nove Derevene, or the New Vil- 
lage belonging to Count Golow:n. 
We rode part of the night at an- 
chor, to eaſe our people, who had 
been fatigued with a ſpell of 60 
werſts. Upon the fourteenth we had 
the wind aft, and went down the

with crockery, and bound for 4/ira- 
can, paſſed by us; and about ele- 
TE ven 
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1703. ven We got to Woſkreſinsha, 65 miles 
from Saratof, where the hills were 


very ſteep, covered with a grey ſand, 


and full of ſtones. Here we met 


with fiſhermen, who gave our peo- 
= a great deal of fiſh for a little 
brandy, which they are not allowed 
to ſell: This part abounds with oaks. 
Soon after this we were taken with 
a violent ſtorm of wind, thunder, 


and rain, which made the river as 


rough and boiſterous as a ſea, and 


_ obliged us to come to anchor under 


the larboard ſhore, where our veſ- 
ſel ſtruck ſo hard againſt ſome 
trunks of trees, that we were in im- 
minent danger, and had like to have 
Joſt our boats ; for theſe barks have 
but a ſmall anchor, which they dare 
not let go in the open channel, 
when the wind is high, becauſe it 


would not be ſufficient to keep them 


from driving; but the ſtorm did not 


laſt long. At night we went on 


ſhore, 20 werſts from Saratof, where 


we lighted up a good fire, and met 


with oaks, wild roſes, and other 
flowers; and having recovered our- 
ſelves, we returned to our veflel : 
But we had no ſooner got on board, 


A judden than one of our Armenian merchants 


illneſs.

then put plaiſters or linens upon his 
eyes, mouth and ears, and croſſed 
his arms; and this done, they wrap- 
ped him up in a ſheet, and put him 
upon a bier covered with a carpet. 


Thus they carried him in proceſ- 
ſion to the top of the hill, where 
they had dug a grave for him, and 
then began again to ſing and to read; 
and the Armenians kiſſing his fore- 


head one after another, they com- 
mitted him to the earth, and threw 
each a handful of ſand upon him, 
with ſigns of the croſs and other 
ceremonies. At laſt they filled up 


the grave with earth and ſtones, and 


placed a great wooden croſs at his 
head, and three ſmall ones acroſs 
one upon another, and threw great 
ſtones upon the grave, and ſtrewed 
gunpowder about it; not forgetting a 
taper at the head. Theſe ceremonies 
over, they each of them in order kiſſed 
the higheſt ſtone, and burned the in- 
cenſe upon it, and ſetting fire to the 
gunpowder, they preſented every one 


preſent with a ſmall glaſs of bran- 


dy. Every one belonging to our 
veſſel attended this funeral, nor could 
ſeveral forbear to mix their tears 
with thoſe of the Armenians, fo 
mournful was the office, and eſpe- 
cially for a man we had fo very late- 
ly ſeen in perfect health. His name 
was Peter Archangel, and he lived 
at T/þahan, where his wife and chil- 
dren longed to fee him with the ut- 


moſt imparience; 


This hill, which is divided from 


the reſt, was ſurrounded with oaks, 


willows, alders, and here and there 
had roſe trees in the bud; and if the 
ground had been a little moiſter, we 
ſhould certainly have met with flow- 
ers and herbs; tho we could not go 
down to the village for the waters that 
were out: This mountain is called 


Goryſopongfibie, and is 26 werfts from 
"Saratof. After this we had ſeveral 


of the moſt pleaſant proſpects in the 
world. Upon the /ixteenth we had 
ſight again of ſteep mountains crum- 


bled away in ſeveral places, very fan- 1903: 
dy, and full of ſwallows neſts, and ſaw WV 


there birds continually flying in and 
out. The river is here alſo full of 
iſlands, and at a diſtance we de- 
ſcried the Golden mountain, which 
they call Solyftogori, and ſome others 


more covered with verdure and 


trees; and between two the ſmall 


river of Doezinke, which runs to- Rr + 
wards the north-weſt, 25 werſts from Doczinke:

building for four years, and was now: 
prony far advanced, indifferently 

a 


rge, and ſurrounded with a mud 
wall, which they were hard at work 


upon; and near 400 families were 


already come to ſettle here from 
Moſcow. The hill it is built upon 
is lofty towards the river, ſteep, and 
very rocky. On the left hand, be- 
neath the town, you have the river 
of Kamuſchinka, which goes away 
weſterly, and they fay it ſprings 
from the canal of Loba, which falls 


into the Don, which diſembogues 
itſelf into the lake Mæotis, and di- 


vides Europe from Afia. They ſay 


the Cofſacs upon the banks of the 


Don were uſed to come upon the 
Wolga in boats, and commit great 
depredations in thoſe parts, though 
men of warlike profeſſion were fre- 
quently ſent to repreſs their inſo- 
lence; but as all was in vain, this 


town was built as a bridle upon 


them. They were alſo at work up- 
on a fort, with a mud wall on the 
other ſhore of the Kamuſchinka ; but 
this building went on heavily, the 
workmen not being able to ſtand 
the 'badnels of the air: And had it 
not been for this, the Czar would 
have dug a canal from hence into the 
Black Sea. I went to ſee this work, 
and they told me the firft defign 
was to have built this town, where 
the firſt was begun; but that it 
had been given over, on account Gs

We had got ſo far, very little by 


the help of our ſails, but by the ra-

Upon 
the ſeventeenth in che morning we 
thwarted che river , of Boblaclea, 
go werſts from the laſt town we 
went by, and there met with a ſtout. 
bark belonging to the Czar, and 
coming from Aftracan. In this place

About eleven we had a violent 


ſquall from the hills, and were for- 
ced to double man our oars, and 
with all their pulling, it was as 
much as they could do to keep clear

of the mountains, but fair weather 


coming on again, we went our way, 


and came to an iſland on the left 
of us, called Alinda-Locka. The

A flurry blew us aſhore ſoon af- 
terwards, but we were not long 
before we were on float again; but

The weather continued as it was, 
and with a nipping cold till eight at 
night, when the wind began to grow 
duller and ſhifted in our favour. 
Whereupon we immediately got up 


our canvaſs, and at two in the morn- 
ing we arrived at Zaritſa, where we The h 
ſtaid till the day broke, being the Z 
_ eighteenth, and at ſun- riſe we depar- 
ted. This town is upon a low kind 
of a hill; is ſmall in compaſs, and 


ſeemed to be ſquare, with a wall 
flanked with towers. Its ſuburbs 
ſtretches along the ſhore, and goes 


partly about the town, and its chief 
church is of ſtone; but not then fi- 
niſhed, the reſt are of wood only, 
and ſcarce at all to be ſeen; I took 
a view of it however as we paſſed 
by as you may ſee in No. 31. It is 


in the latitude of 48 degrees 23 mi- 
nutes. From hence to Aſtracan the 
woods abound with liquorice, with 
a ſtalk three or four foot high, and 


the iſle of Serpinste, which is twelve 11; of Ser: 
werſts in length is not far from hence. pindske. 


Behind this ifland there is a canal 
of communication between the Don 


and the Volga, which it ſeems is 


not navigable, and which, as well 
as the iſland, the Ry 
pinste. We then began to loſe ſight 


of the mountains, and by ten we 
were 60 werſts from Zaritſa, having

a minute, on account of a hound 
J had in her, which I removed in- 
to the other boat upon obſerving 


her to make water; nay even ſome 


of our paſſengers lay in her in the 
night, there not being ſufficient room 
for them in the veſſel herſelf. At 
ſun- ſet we arrived at 
werſts from Zaritſa, the wind having 
ſtood fair for us all the day. This 
town is 300 werſts from Aftracan, 
and upon a hill on the ſtarboard 
ſhore. The firſt thing you ſee here 
is a corps de garde, of which you 


only ſee the top or roof, and on the 
other ſide you have another of wood, 


and in form of a Lanthorn. The 
town itſelf is ſmall, ſurrounded with 
a wooden wall, and defended with 


towers; but it has nothing remark- 


able within, and no more than ſe- 
ven or eight wretched houſes with- 


out. The Ruffians wanted to land 


here, as I believe, to diſtribute ſome 


money they had raiſed among them, 


in the bad weather, to the poor; but 


the wind was ſo high, and the cur- 


rent ſo rapid, that we ſhot a good 


way beyond the town, and were 
forced to come to anchor, but the 


cable, too weak to bear the effort 


both of the gale and ſtream, parted, 
and we were adrift, This I had 
foreſeen, and adviſed our people to 
hand their fail, before they had quite 
reached the town, and come to with 


their oars ; but as it was, and the. 


ſhore being very ſteep, they were 
obliged to get into the water to hale 


our veſſel on ſhore with hawſers; 


. and then they took the boat and 
went to the town, while we ſtaid 


under the lee of the hills. I went 

alſo to the town, but being ſome- 

what belated they would not let us 
YoL.

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in, the ſoldiers and the country peo- 1 


ple ſhutting the gates upon us; tho? 
indeed they were ſo good as to bring 
us beer, bread, milk and eggs to ſel]. 
Every body returning to the veſſel, 
ſearch was in vain all night made for 
the anchor; but the next morning 
they found it. This town is inhabited 
by none but ſoldiers, who are kept 
here to withſtand the ravages of 
the Calmuc Tartars, who ſometimes 
come and carry off cattle, and ſcour 
the country quite to Samara. Upon 
the nineteenth the wind was againſt 


us, and we got out our oars, and, 


as we rowed along, we faw ſeveral 
ſteep hills, green at top, and all a- 
bout the ſides ſandy; and here the 


river was a werſt broad. We then 


rowed away to a great wear or fiſh= 
ery, 80 werſts from Tzenggar, cal- 
led Kaſlarstie, and which produces 


moſt admirable fiſh; and here alſo 


we ſaw a gulf the Wolga has form- 
ed by incroachment on the lands. 


Having gone 125 werſts we came 


to an anchor in the night; at break 
of day, upon the twentieth, we weigh- 
ed and departed; and the wind be- 
ing fair for us, we were by noon 
within 100 werſts of Affracen. There 
we doubled a point where the riyer 
ſweeps round with ſuch a torrent, 
that veſſels are frequently loſt ; and 
here you have 40 fathom of water. 


A little farther we met with a num- 


ber of ducks, and an iſland ten werſts 
long, in a reach where the river 1s 


very wide. At the point of this iſland 


there was a guard of 3o ſoldiers, in 
three or four cabbins, where all veſ- 
ſels muſt ſtop, While we were here, 


we ſaw two barks from Afiracan 


on the oppoſite fide, but the ſoldiers 
having fight of them, they got into 
a bodr and failed after them. We 
had at anchor with us two large 
veſſels bound for Caſan, but we ſtaid 
here no longer than an hour, and 
at a diſtance ſaw hills which ſtretch 
away to Aſtracan. About ſeven we 
were within 22 werſts of this city, 
and an hour afterwards we ſaw a 
ſtout bark on ſhore, and partly to 
pieces, tho there were people ſtill 
on board of her.

Aftracan. HEN we landed they ſearch- 


ed every thing we had on 
board, except my baggage. I went 
directly to wait on the Governor 
Timaſe ITuanoꝛitæ Urſofskie, and pre- 
ſented him my two paſſports and a 
letter from the Knez Boris Alexe- 
witz. He received me very kindly, 
e, and having peruſed my letter, made 
ceived by me an offer of his houſe, and every 
the Gover- thing I might want during my ſtay 
*in this city; but I returned him 
thanks, and told him, I was under 

a neceflity to be with my Armeni- 

ans, whoſe language I underſtood, 

and with whom I was to go on to 

Perfia. He was ſatisfied at this, and 

ſent for my things, which, unſearch- 

ed, he ordered to be carried to the 
Caravanſeral of the Armenians, where 

I lodged with Mr. Jacob Daviedof, 

of whom I have made mention be- 

fore. We had ſcarce dined when 

eight or ten perſons came to us from 

the Governor with a preſent of re- 
freſhments, conſiſting of a ſmall caſk 

of brandy, a large veſſel of copper 


tinned, full of red wine, and two 


others like it, full of mead and beer; 


four large loaves, two geeſe, and ſe- 
veral pullets. Theſe, to whom, as 


my way was, I made a ſmall pre- 


ſent in return, were no ſooner gone, 

than two ſoldiers came to do duty 

at my door, and were to be relieved 
every eight days. They alſo ſent 
me a Ruſſian Enſign who under- 

ſtood Dutch, to carry me about, and 

be my interpreter. At that time the

I went to walk about the town,

Nojaia, and the country in general 


the kingdom of Afracan, from 
the city of Aftracan, the capi- 


tal of that name, which is in the 
Aſiatick Tartary, upon the frontiers 
of Ruſſia, and upon the principal 
branch of the Volga, which a few 
leagues from thence empties it- 
ſelf into the Caſpian; concerning 
which we. ſhall be more ample in 
what is to follow. This city is in 
46 degrees 22 minutes of northern 
latitude, in a little iſland called Dol- 
goi, formed by a ſmall river which 
may be ſeen from one of the tow- 
ers. The beſt ground about it is 
eaſtward towards and quite to the 
river Faika, To the weſtward of 
it, there is a great heath, which is

From thence ſtriking into the coun- 
try, I came to the gate of the Gra- 
nary or the Gietnie Warate, which 
is ſhut up, but there is another 


which goes into the citadel, where 


they go in and out. This Grana- 


ty which is without the enceint of 


the town, is ſurrounded alſo with a 


ſtone wall. From hence you go to 
the Moſſagotstie Warate, near which 


at ſome diſtance from the city, is 


another gate of wood, which is not 
reckoned into thoſe of the town; 


it is the gate of the Tartars, who 


live on that ſide, and where there is 
always a guard of Ruſſians, After- 
wards you come to the gate of Re- 


ſoltiſnie and that of Wiſneſenshe, be- 


tween which there are two towers 


in the walls, 300 paces from each 
other. From hence you turn down 


towards the river to go to that of 
Spaskie, and from thence to that of 
Jſadnie, without which is the fiſh- 
market, the bread- market, the herb- 


marker and the like. At ſome di- 


ſtance from hence you ſee another 


tower, and then the gate of Garen- 


Skie, and near that without, the 
wood - market, and the place aſſigned 
for bakers, who are not allowed to 
be within the town. From this gate 
you go to that of Kabatskie, paſſing 
by a tower between that and the 
former. Six of theſe ten gates are 
upon the river, and two belong to 
the citadel, which makes a part of 
the city wall; and it has a third 


called Prieftmiskinske, or the clean 


gate, which goes into the city op- 
poſite to the Bazar, or great ſtreet

the greateſt ſhops both of the R/ 
ſians and Armenians.

This church is ſquare, and about 200 
paces in circumference, the front is 
67 broad, and the ſides 47 long; 
and the back part of it is partly up- 
on the wall of the metropolitan pa- 
lace, the chief edifice of the town, 
of great extent, and all of ſtone. 
Nqtofar from thence, and in the fine 


part of the ſpace within the cita- 


del is the Governor's palace, a large ; 


wooden building, ſurrounded with a 
wall of its own, which is of wood 
alſo, with two gates, the one be- 
fore, the other behind, and the chap- 
pel of the court is without the in- 


cloſure of this palace. Between the 
front gate, where there is always a 


guard, and the Governor's palace, 
there is a fine yard, and the enceinc

ry lofty ſalon with charming proſ- 
pects on every ſide.

and in the Governor's chamber there

but here you may have one for 
two · pence or three-pence. They 
clean it and boil it, much as we do 
ſalmon, and it is certainly the moſt 
delicious fiſh one can eat. They 
are of two ſorts, the one with a 
longer beak than the other, but in 


general ic is not very unlike a ſtur- 


geon, as you may ſee in No. 33. 
I got two of them dried to keep. 

The Severoetes differ in nothing 
from a ſturgeon, which they call 
etrine ; and cavear is made from 
the Beloeges, the Aſſetrines, and the 

Sevroeſmes, and from hence exported 
to all parts. They have alſo a ve- 


ry good fiſh which they call Soedak, Scedak. 


which they dreſs like the Melwel, 
or the ſtock-fiſh ; quantities of pike 


and perch, a fiſh like a herring, and 


many other ſorts. The largeſt of 
thoſe that are worth the leaſt are 
the Modienes, with great heads. The 
fiſh-marker is twice a day full, 
morning and night, and the Wolga 
affords ſuch a glut, that what they 
cannot ſell is every day given to the 
hogs. They will give to the com- 
mon people three or four fiſh, a 


foot in length, for a bit of bread, 


and bread is far from being dear. 
As for bream and carp they abound 
no leſs. In ſhort you may buy 
of the fiſhermen without the 
town, Severockes as big as cod, 
for the value of five-pence or ſix- 
pence, and fo I leave you to judge 
what muſt be the price of fiſh in 
eneral. Beſides theſe they have a 
fall round fiſh, three or four inches 


broad, and long in proportion, which 
they call a Vioenie, and which are 


found as it were in pits near the 
mouth of a ſmall river, where I 


have taken numbers of them in a 
ſieve, and of ſeveral forts, ſome of

There are about forty Armenian 
families about this city, who keep 


ſhops, as I have already obſerved. 
The Indians live in their caravanſe- 


rai, where they carry on their bufi- 
neſs ; and are not inferior in number 


to the Armenians, but they have no

This caravanſerai is indifferently 
large, and ſurrounded by a ſquare 


ſtone wall, with ſeveral gates, at the

they are ſhut up. The Armenian 
merchants who only go and come, 
take up their lodging here alſo, and 
here it was that I ſtaid with them; 
and there are, indeed, ſome who 
even live and keep ſhop there, where 
they have chans or ſeparate places 
for themſelves. That for paſſengers 


or travellers is'two ſtories high with 


galleries, and that of the Indians is 


on the other fide, and all of wood; 


but they have lately built them a 


ftone ware-houſe for fear of fire; a 


building tolerably fpacious, being 40

Theſe wines are red and 
pleaſant enough, the ſoil is very 
ſandy, and as they have ftore of 
ſprings, they fink pits in their gar- 
dens, and ſupply them with water 
by ſubterraneous canals; and out of 
theſe pits they draw it with a great 
wheel to which they faſten buckets, 
which deliver it into wooden gutters 
or ſpouts which diſtribute it as they 
pleaſe in the garden; and one camel 
is enough to turn all theſe wheels. 
Theſe gardens or vineyards are two 
or three werſts from the city, and 
their number increaſes every day, 
and being open they have guerites 
or watch- houſes at certain diſtances, 


no body makes free with the grapes 
in the ſeaſon. They told me it wass 
above 100 years ſince they began to 
plant theſe vineyards, and that it was 
thought to have been firſt done by 
Perfian merchants, who had brought 
ſome plants or ſlips from their coun-

He 
had about60 perſons in his train, and 


did. He was ſitting upon a ſofa, af- 

ter the eaſtern manner, received me 
very obligingly, and gave me coffee 

and kullabnabat, a very pleaſant white 
liquor made of ſugar and roſe water. 
ice. He was a man of a comely preſence 
and great affabilicy; his muſtaches 
reached to his- very ears, and his 
beard hung a quarter of an ell be- 
low his chin, which was ſhaved. 


His 


tan or veſt was tied about him with 
a ſaſh of gold cloth; he had a 
fine ganjar at his ſide, and ſmoked 
with a &ahan, after the Per ian man- 
ner. He had two ſervants at his 
fades, and he on the right hand was 
armed with a great ſabre, whoſe hilt 
appeared out of a red bag. Among 
other diſcourſe, he asked me, if I 
would not go with him to 1/paban? 
but I excuſed myſelf. 
I then went to viſit Mr. Wigne, a 
man of worth and honour, and 
Captain Wagenaer, who came to ſee 
me upon my arrival. Mr. Vigne 
carried me upon the river in a veſſel 
of 24 oars, manned with 44 ſoldiers, 
and had with him ten or a dozen 


who beat the march as the Germans 
do. We went ſeven werſts from A. 
ſtracan, to the place where the old 
City had ſtood, about 120 years be- 
fore, tho' no traces of it be now to 

be ſeen, except the bones depoſited 
balhele, there, ſome of which I faw.

All-the time I was in this city the 
governor never once failed me in his 
kindneſſes, ſending me frequent pre- 
ſents, and entertaining me at his 
houſe with all ſorts of Perſan re- 
freſhments, and continually urged 
me to tell him in what he could be 
of uſe to me; but of all his offers I 
accepted of nothing but his beer, 
for ſuch was not to be had for mo- 
ney, hor did he forget to let me 
As he knewT 
was to be ſome time in this city, he 
deſired me to draw him the picture 
of himſelf and his ſon, which I could 
not refuſe him; and he on his part 
did every thing he could to oblige 
me. Among other things he made 4 rns: 
me a preſent of a bird which had;;.;” 
been ſhot in the plain, but was ſtill | 
alive. In the body and feet he did 
not ill reſemble a heron, but not at 
all in the head, which was quite 
beautiful, as well as his bill. He 
had a white cop on the head, and 
his bill was black, ten inches long, 
and an inch and half broad, and the 
end of it was like two ſpoons, with 


a ſmall yellow ſpot. It is called a

„ language. They ſay they have « 
them alſo in Perſia, where they are. 
called Goſs, I kept the head of one 
of them, which you may ſee in No. 

34. They have herons alſo in this 
country, which they call 7 Sepoere. * 
They are of different colours, as 


white, and purple like peacocks, 


grey and black. I have drawn one 
of them with his' neck ſhortned, as 
you may ſee in No. 35. | | 
I often went with Captain Wage-7z Tar- 
naer to the place where the Tartars* 5 
are, which is but three or four werſts . | 
from the cicy. They camp in troops, 
each family apart, and at ſome di- 
ſtance from the reſt. Their tents 
are made like parrot cages, except 
| at 
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that they are not ſo lofty in' propor- 


tion, and are built with laths of 


three or four inches broad, covered 


over with a felt, or a hair cloth. 


There are ſome which do not fall but 


within a foot or two of the ground, 


and are done round with thatch or 


ſtubble. The chief of them have 


a covering of cloth, with an opening 


at top to let out the ſmoke, with a 
pole in the middle, which ſicks out 
four or five foot to the end of which 
they faſten a kind of ſail. of various 
colours, which falls down to the 
ground, where it is faſtned by a large 
{trap without one of the ſides of 
the tent, and by the means of which, 


they turn this fail - as they pleaſe, to 
keep out either the wind or the ſun. 


When all the ſmoke is gone out of 


the tent, and they have a mind to 
be warm, they cover it up, and it 
is as hot as a ſtove. The bottom of 
them is covered with pretty ſtuffs or 


fine carpets, and eſpecially among 
the better ſort they have a ſofa rai- 
- ſeda little, after the Turkiſb man- 
ner, which takes up a third part of 
the tent: and in ſome of them you 


ſee fine cheſts and trunks, in which 


they lock up their valuable things, 


and in general every thing about them 
is extremely neat and in good order. 
When they change their place, they 


put their tents upon waggons, and 


take off the covering, and the wo- 


men and children fit in them, while 


the men attend them on horſeback. 
When they perceived it was curiofity 
only that drew me among them, they 


ſhewed me whatever I wanted to ſee, 
but they were ſhy of me at firſt, ne- 
ver ſuffering any body to come near 
the tents where their women are. 


In one of them I ſaw a very charm- 


ing and well dreſſed brunette, whoſe 
bead attire was very remarkable, be- 


ing of gilt ſilver or copper, and all 


covered with gold ducats, pearls 


and precious ſtones; I was delighted 


with her, and reſolved to paint her, 


as I afterwards did. In the mean 
time I drew ſome of their rents, as 
they were pitched one by another, 


as you may ſee in No. 36. and one 
in particular in No. 37. at the letter 


A. In the ſame you have the form 1740. 
and manner of their waggons in WV 


letter B. upon two great wheels: Ic 
is of painted wood covered with ſtuff, 


ſupported by two croſs ſticks before, 


and reſted upon two beams. When 
they mount their tents upon them 
the wheels of them are covered. 
Their chappel is on one fide diſtin- 


guiſhed by the letter C. Their com- 


mon tents are covered only with felt, 


and of the ſame is the fail above, 


and very ordinary within. As theſe 


people ſubſiſt but by their cattle, 
they look out for the beſt paſtures. 


Their women are imploy d in mak- 


ing of cloaths, and the ſike, which 
they go to town to ſell, They ſew. 


as the Rufjians do, and ſpin as we do 
with a turning ſpindle, and card 


- wool for the felts of their tents, and 


much as we do our turf, and have 
it in heaps. on the fide of their rents. 
While I was buſy in drawing them, 


they crouded about me, and ſeeme 


to be much pleaſed, and to wonder 


at my dreſs as much as I did ac theirs, 


which procured me ſome liberty a- 
mong them. Their manner of liv- 
ing is not very unlike the Arabian, 
and they appear to be as ſatisfied 


with their wandring abode as thoſe 


with us who are ſettled in palaces 
and the fineſt houſes; and this calls 


to my mind the ancient manner of 


the orientals; and I ſuppoſe it was 
thus that Abraham ſojourned and the 
reſt of the patriarchs, and that if we 
were uſed to the ſame, we ſhould 
not diſlike it. M 


As for the dreſs of the women, I D-, f 
drew the picture of a young Lady of Tarur 
this nation at the Governor's. palace 8 
where I had a more commodious 


opportunity to do it than in their 


tents. She had a fine upper gar- 
ment, covered with a white veil 
which hid her face; but ſhe took it 

off at my requeſt, and appeared with 


her head covered with another very 

fine white linen, ty d about her neck 

in a very genteel manner, and through 

which I could ſee her head attire.

a language different from that of all 


Rigſia, whither they may have been 
in times paſt driven by the calamities 
of war, or by ſome other accident 
which they now have no remem- 
brance of. They ſubſiſt by agricul- 
ture, all but a part of them, who are 
upon the banks of the river Ziſol, 
where they have grey furs. This 
country is about 70 long German 
leagues in length, and extends quite 
to Kaigorod. Theſe people hardly 
live at all in towns, but for che moſt 
part in ſmall villages and hamlets, 
ſcattered up and down in the woods. 

This country butts upon a great 
foreſt, where this miniſter was a ſe- 
cond time taken with a violent thaw, 
and a heavy rain,which in one night's

derable fortreſs upon the Kama. 

He would willingly have held on 
his way quite to Solikamstoi, the ca- 
pital of the great Permia, to go by 
land to Syberia, over the mountains 


of Wergotur; but the thaw continu- 


ing, he was put beſide his purpoſe ; 
and being juſt at the tail of the win- 
ter ſeaſon, he ſtay'd ſome weeks in 


this city, expecting when the Kama 


ſhould be navigable. Here in the 
mean time he provided himſelf with 
every thing neceſſary for the conti- 
nuation of his journey, as alſo for 
defence againſt the free-booters in 
theſe parts, and who not long before 
had pillaged even the city of Kaigo- 
rod itſelt. 


The governor of this place in- Sig 
formed our author, that upon a cer- H pjrare-. 


tain day, about noon, they ſaw a 
number of barks full of men falling 
down the river, with colours flying, 
and drums beating, and making di- 
realy for the town, which they had 
no ſooner reached, than the people 
of them jumped on ſhore ; that the 
inhabitants not in the leaſt dreaming 
of a ſurpriſe in the face of the ſun, 
and at atime of peace, ſuffered them 
unmoleſted to draw near, not doubt- 
ing but they were neighbours and 
friends who were come from the vil- 
lages round about to divert them- 
ſelves: that theſe pirates ſet fire to 
the ſouth end of the town, and put 
all they met with, at the other, to 
the ſword: that they then went to 


the Maiwodes, where they commit- 


ted all ſorts of hoſtility, and uſed 
their ſervants in the very worſt man- 
ner they could, and upon the whole 
went their way laden with booty, and 
none to oppoſe them: that it was 
afterwards underſtood they were vaſ- 
fals of certain lords, from whoſe o- 
bedience they had withdrawn them-

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1692. ſelves, to commit all ſorts of violen- 
Mees, and that ſome of them had been 
taken and executed as an example to 
the reſt. This made ic prudent for 
him to provide himſelf with arms, 

and to ſtand upon his guard. 

He departed hence, upon the 
twenty third of April, when the Ka- 
ma was become navigable, and hap- 
pily upon the 7wenty ſeventh got to

koi. have taken the way of the mountains 
of Wergotur; but as that is imprac- 
ticable in ſummer, becauſe the coun- 
try is full of fens and marſhes, tra- 
vellers and merchants muſt ſtay the 
ſummer in this city, till winter comes 
on and it freezes again, that they 
may croſs theſe mountains.

This fox, two days afterwards, re- 
turned to the ſame place, when the 
country-man ſeeing him again, went 


after him a ſecond time with the ſame 


dogs, and a white one that he had 
obſerved to exceed all the reſt in 
cunning: the black dogs having al- 
lured him once more among them, 
the white one who knew him ber- 


ter than the reſt, made lily towards 


him; and would then have jum 


upon him, but the fox gave a ſpring 


on one ſide, and made his eſcape a 
ſecond time into the woods. | 

After this the country-man black- 
ned his white dog that the fox might 
not know him again, and going back 


to the woods, this dog ſoon found 


him out; at length the fox taking 


him for one of his black compani- 
ons, came to him to play with him, 
and thereby fell into the ſnare prepar- 
ed to deceive him; for the dog ſeized 
on him to the great joy of his maſter, 


who ſold his ſkin for 160 rubles. 
They have here alſo foxes that are 


but half black, and mixed with grey, 


but it is ſeldom they take any that 
are all black; as for the red ſort, 
they are here in abundance. This

place it in ſo exact an equilibrium. 
that neither the ſtrength of the winds c 


nor the force of the waters may di- 
ſturb it. Tho this may appear ſu- 

pernatural, this miniſter aſſures us 
the thing was confirmed to him by 


all Siberia, and many others, con- 
cerning theſe creatures, which he 
has ſtudiouſly ſuppreſſed, becauſe to 


him they ſeemed incredible, and 
more bordering upon human reaſon, 
than the nature of brutes. * 
Indeed he adds, there are many 
people in the country who attribute 
the erection of this tree to the magie 
of the Oftzacs, and other Heathens in 
thoſe parts; but that it is certain the 
country people know how to diſtin- 
guiſh between theſe creatures, as 
whether they be maſters or ſlaves, 
theſe being thinner, and their coats 
worn to the ſtumps with working. 
The Ruffans and Oſtiacs who hunt 
them, never deſtroy a whole ſer, and 
are always mindful to leave a male

climate more temperate, and the graſs 
growing. Here he ſtaid two days to 


reſt his horſes and camels which 


were almoſt quite off their legs.

Roi fell in with him, and joined him 
with a train of one hundred perſons, 
and thereby put him into a condition 


of withſtanding the attacks he was 


threatned with from the Mongales, 
having then with him a body of ſix 


hundred men. 


Upon the ffteenth of March he 
came to the fe of Kailan, which 


he forded in a place where the water 


was very low,and wentand encamped 
in a valley a league farther, where, 
however, there was ſcarce any fo- 
rage. Here he ſtaid that night, and 


at break of day perceived a great 
| ſmoke which came from the north- 


weſt, and which gave him ſome 


pain, miſtruſting, and with reaſon 
good, that the Tartars had ſet fire 
to the withered graſs, to attack him 
by the favour of the wind and this 


ſmoke. And as, after God, his 


welfare depended upon the ſafety of 


his camels and horſes, he ſent them 


behind a hill to a place where there 


was graſs, and where they might be 
out of danger of the flames; and at 
the ſame time ordered an hundred 
men to adyance towards the ſmoke 
with felts, where with they were uſ-

ed to cover the camels, to endea- 169g. 
vour to ſtifle the fire, and ſtop it be. 


fore it reached the place where the

Caravan was. But notwithſtanding 4 dreadful 


all theſe precautions, the fire burr-/* 


ed along by the fury of the wind, in 


an inſtant burnt up all the withered 


graſs, which was half a foot high, 
and did not give him time enough 
to ſtrike and remove off his tents, a 


dozen. of which it reduced to aſhes, 


and flew like a flaſh of lightning o- 
ver the Caravan. The flames alfo 
deſtroy'd ſome goods, and caughr 


be a Perfian. The Envoy in the 


mean time had retired to the top of 


a hill, where there was no graſs, and 


only attended by two ſervants, who 


covered him over with a felt. 
From hence, the flames in an in- 
ſtant flew away to the place where 


the Chineſe Envoy was retired,at ſome ' 


diſtance on the hills; but as they 


were ſpent. before they quite reach- 


ed him, he was in no great fear 
about the matter. LY 

To conclude, this fire ſpreading 
along in a moment to the river of 
Kailan, about a league from the 
Caravan, it there went out. This 
fire having thus deſtroy d all the 


graſs that was near the Envoy, he 
ſent his guide in queſt of ſome place 
where the Caravan might paſs the 


night, but he returned not till the 
next day, and informed him, there 
was no forage to be had in two 


days journey from thence, the flames 


having deſtroy'd it all, and that even 
in the places where there was any 
left, there was not half enough to 
feed ſo large a number of camels and 
horſes; a ſad hearing for the whole 
Caravan.

following the Caravan being too 
much for them to undergo; and 
what was ftill a heart breaking cir- 
cumſtance, their ſtore of proviſions 
viſibly dwindled away, and conſiſt- 
ed of nothing now but a certain 
number of rawbon'd cattle,which had 
much ado to keep pace with them, 
and were by no means a ſtore for 
ſuch a number of people; and the 
rather as it is not he cuſtom, upon 
theſe occaſions, to make any great 


proviſion of bread and the like; be- 


cauſe the merchants want their cat- 
tle to carry their goods, and becauſe 
it would be too great an expence to

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All this being maturely. weighed, 1694. 
and conſidering they had ſtill a ten wy 


or twelve days journey to Argum, 
upon the frontiers, they began to 
think of ſhortning their allowance, 


and to ſurvey their whole ſtore in ge- 


neral, that they might be able to 
make an eſtimate of what each man 
might be allowed. e 

Upon the erghteenth of this month, 


after many dangers and almoſt inſur- 
mountable difficulties, they reached 
the river of Gan which they croſſed, 
the waters being at that time very 


low, and on the other ſide they lucki- 
ly met with good graſs. The Envoy 
reſolved to ſtop here for three days 
to recover himſelf a little, after what 
he had gone through; and here he 
had ſtaid even much longer, if the 
merchants, the Caſſacs, and the guides 


of the Caravan, who began to be in 


want of every thing, had not repre- 
ſented to him, the deplorable ſtate 
they were miſerably fallen into; that 
they were obliged to eat the blood 
of the cattle they killed, which they 


ſaved to make a kind of liver of it 


to ſerve them inſtead of bread, that 
ſome even fed upon the ſkins of the 


ſame, which they freed from the hair, 


and cutting them into pieces broiled 


them for their ſubſiſtence: In ſhore 
that ſome there were that fed upon 


the entrails of the ſame, . and that 
they muſt in the end be reduced to 
the frightful neceflity of imitating the 
Cafres and the - Hottentofs, and eat 
raw fleſh, excrements and all.

ſes, aſſes, dogs and cats; whales and 


ſeals that are driven on ſhore by the 


ice, and that, frequently without gĩiv- 
ing themſelves the trouble of dreſſing 
their carrion, ſo idle they are and 
lazy, tho” the country they inhabit 
abounds with game, fiſh and cattle. 
They have, nevertheleſs, certain 
chiefs among them, to whom they 
pay certain dues, which theſe after - 
wards ſend to the governors of places 
under the dominion of his Czarian 
Majeſty. A perſon who had been 
ſome time at Poſfoi: cer, informed 
this Miniſter of the manner how they

Their ſtature is ſhort 


and lumpiſh; their ſhoulders and 


face are broad, their noſe is flat, they 
have blubber lips hanging down, and 


a wide mouth, and ugly eyes. They 
are much weather-beaten, and have 
a great deal of hair, which hangs 


down upon their ſhoulders, ſome red, 
ſome fair, and moſtly black; but 


they have little or no beard, and a 


very thick ſkin: they are however 
very nimble and dextrous in running 


or driving. Therein-deer they har-

ed with coral and glaſs beads, which 
hang about their eyes. Some of 
them wear them higher upon the 
forehead. When they go abroad 


they cover, his dreſs of their, head 
with a ſquare handkerchief, wrought 
with ſilk, and done round with fringe.

are brave and good horſemen, and 
have no other arms than bows and 


dexterity. They are: robuſt ; they 
are tall of ſtature, with broad 
ſhoulders and great beards, which

eyes, and almoſt all the forehead. 
They have a particular language 


of their own, and underſtand that 
of the Tartars of Aſtracan. As for 
their religion, they are almoſt all 


Heathens, but ſome of them are 
Mabometans, which is what they 
have had from the Crim Tartars, 


with whom they have a very good 
underſtanding. The Calmucs are be- 


tween the ſprings of the Tobol and 


the Oby, quite to the lake of Ja- Lale fill 
muſowa, which is all full of a fockꝰ Al. 
ſalt. Hither from the town of To- 

bol come yearly twenty or twenty- 


five Docheniques, or Ruſſian barks, 
up the Irtis, with a guard of 2500 
men; and as this lake is at ſome 
diſtance from this river, they travel 
the reſt of the way by land; they 
cut, this falt as, it were ice upon. 
the borders of the Jake, and then 


carry it off to their veſſels, not- 
withſtanding all the oppoſition of 


the Calmucs, with whom they, up- 


on theſe occaſions, have frequently 


very ſmart ſkirmiſhes.

In the ſuburbs alſo, 
beyond the river, there are a great 
number of Buchar Tartars who pay 
homage and tribute to this Prince. 

This city ſtands upon the river of

of Buſuchtu, and by the Buchars, 


among which we may reckon ſome 


Ruſſian merchants. 'They perform 
the journey to China in three months,

And accordingly in the great 
market-place, before the Governor's 
palace, there are always twenty troo- 

pers well armed, and whoſe horſes are 
ſaddled day and night. For tho the 


Kirgiſes be at peace with the Siheri- 


ans, there is no great ſtreſs gr depen- 
dance upon this pacificatian, becauſe 
they frequently carry off by ſurpriſe, 
boch the inhabitants and horſes, in 
the neighbourhood of this town, 
and in the villages round about, But 
the Coſſacks. often make them pay 
with exorbitant intereſt for the da- 
mages they are guilty of in this frau- 
dulent manner. |

Tartars who are dependant thereon. 
In the neighbourhood of this cown, 
there grows a kind of ſandal- wood. 
which is of an extraordinary degree 
of hardneſs. The Burates who are 
under the protection of his Czarian 
Majeſty, lived formerly in the coun- 
try about Selinginstoi, but ever lince 
they have been guilty of joining with 


the Mongales, at the inſtigation of \ 


the Chineſe, they have been tranſ- 
planted into the country about the 
lake of Baikal, in the mountains, 
and there they pay their tribute to 
this Prince, which conſiſts of furs.

Chineſe, Their caps have a broad 
rim or border of fur, which they 
lift up and down according to the 
weather; they have a girdle armed 
with iron, four fingers in breadth; 
with' an arrow that ſerves them for 
a flute. They go with the head bare 
and ſhaved in the ſummer, with on- 
ly one lock behind as the cuſtom is 
with the Chineſe, and wear a dreſs 
of blue Ch:neſe- cloth, quilted with 
cotton, but no ſhirt; To conclude, 


they have naturally little or no beard, 


faces rather broad than not, and are 
not very unlike the Calmucs.

When their ſtore of proviſions e- 


gins to grow ſhort, they go in hoards 


to hunt the ſtag and the rein- deer, 


Which they drive together and ſur- 


round, and ſhoot a great number, 


which they divide among them, for 


it very ſeldom happens that they 


miſs their aim.

much as the men do, and the only 
difference to be perceived is, that 


they have two treſſes of hair which 
fall upon their breaſt on each ſide.

a good ſpirit, with which both men 
and women fuddle till they have loſt

of them when reduced to a meal or 
flour; but they profeſs nothing of 


tillage or culture. There, as well 
as elſewhere, they value thoſe who 
are wealthy, who carry on a con- 


ſiderable trade with the Targaſ and 
the Aixi, who are under the domi- 
nion of China. This trade conſiſts 


chiefly in an exchange of furs for 


blue cotton cloth, other ſorts of 
cloths and tobacco. They pretend 
to be deſcended of theſe Targa or 
the Aorf,, with whom they contract 
alliances, and live with as friends.

ter, which comes out of a hill, and 
forms a ſmall canal. This is a branch 
of the river we croſſed twice the day 
before, which we croſſed again a 
third time by fording it, there hav- 
ing been a great drought for two 


years before. About eight of the 


clock, we had on the left of us a 
great ſtone caravanſera in ruins, and 
a place of burial near ir, with many 
tombs of Arabians and Turks, We 
halted'a little beyond this, by the 
fide of a brook, in a plain, four 
leagues from a ſmall place called Ra- 
ſarat, where certain Arabians' had 
beer ſome tents. We were o- 
liged to ſend for refreſhments a 
league from t hene. 
At two in the morning, we mov- 
ed on again, continually mounting 
of hills and going down the ſame, 


and we croſſed a river, which the 
Turks call Orotſa, or the dry River; pr rr 
and indeed it was dry then and full 


of pebbles, and ſo it is in winter as

well as in ſummer. Towards the 


morning we heard pheaſants upon 


the hills, where are alſo hares and 


many ſprings of water. Upon the 
laſt day of the month, we halted in a 
great ſtony plain ſurrounded with

O- 
ther proviſions were dear in propor- 
tion, and they now fold a fowl for

In ſhort, deſirous to ſatisfy my cu- 
riofity with regard to the antiquities 
of the ancient and famous Media, I. 
upon the thirteenth of Auguſt, repair- 
ed to the mountain of Kala-kuluſta-

of this city. I ſtopped at the foot of 
this mountain to take a view of the 
remains of the wall and towers of an 
ancient fortreſs. There are ſome 


round ones ſtill entire enough, and 


ſome foundations at a diſtance from 


the ruins of the wall, on the ſlope of 


the hill to the right hand between 


great ſtones, which appear above 


the ground as you go down, The

place which is to the eaſt is at the 
extremity of the mountain. You goto 
the left hand, to the other fide, which 
is on the weſt, under an arcade, in 
the manner of a gate way, but fo 
low you muſt bend your ſelf to go

into a ſmall apartment, from which 


you go on to another like it, by a 
ſmall alley, and from that to a third, 
all the three well vaulted. The wall 
from whence theſe vaults ſprang, is 
five foot thick at the entrance, and 


eight farther on, and theſe apart- _ 


ments of theſe vaults ate divided. 
from each other by ſmall paſſages. 
It was there ſo dark I dared not ven- 

ture any farther, having but one 
perſon only with me, beſides that 
the way to the laſt vault was full of 
ſtones and rubbiſh. I concluded, 
however, that moſt of theſe vaults 
muſt run through the mountain to 
the weſt and north-weſt, where it is 
of greateſt extent. I obſerved alſo 


that the walls of the vaults of the 


paſſages, which are flat, were of the 
breadth of theſe paſſages, reſted by 
the two ends upon the walls, and 
that all the ſtones there were well 
joined together and cemented, tho' 


not ſo neatly as thoſe of the ancient Neatneſi 

buildings, and eſpecially of the Ro- be Ro: 
mans, who excelled in that particular; 3 n : 
and this is to be obſerved” even in . 


and danger, ſcrambled up this ſteep 
hill, and was obliged to forbear ſe- 
veral times in ſo doing. Being ar- 
rived at the top of it, I found a ſub- 


terraneous vault, where "oO deſcend 


ſeven or eight paces to the ſouth, by 


a large arcade of great ſmooth and 
well jointed ſtones, but it is ſunk and 


full of rubbiſh. Oppoſite to this, 


towards the north-eaſt, there is ano- 


rock of the mountain. Oppoſite to 


ther arcade; this is entire, and the 
opening of it injects a horror when 
you look down it, becauſe of irs vaſt 
depth between the hills that ſurround 
it; nor is there any wall on that fide, 
which 1s inacceſſible. Theſe two ar- 
cades by which you go into this 
vault are forty four paces diſtant 
from each other. When you are 
got down into this vault, you, on 
the right hand meet with a paſſage 
pretty ſhort and narrow, with a kind 
of window, which looks upon the 


cheir publick ways, and remarkably 
ſo in what remains of that of Naples, 
called the Via Appia. Egypt alſo 
furniſhes. us with another example 
of the delicacy of the ancients. if 
this reſpect, in the only one of the 
ſeven Wonders of the world that ſub- 
ſiſts at this day, mearling the inner 
paſſage by which you go up to the 
famous pyramids of that country, of 


which I was the firſt that gave a de- 


ſctiption in the account of my firſt 
travels. Theſe ſtones, which ate of 
prog 8 ſize, are ſo nicely joined 
together, that the joints are hardly 
difcernible; beſides they are. poliſh- 
ed like tooking-glaſs, whereas thoſe 
of the work I am ſpeaking of, are

When I came from out of theſe 


ſubterraneous vaults, I meaſured the

| breadth of the hill at top, and found 


it was fifty paces in the place where 
it was narroweſt, and eighty to the 
north-weſt.

veral ruins of great apartments be- 


tween the wall below and the de- 
moliſhed fortreſs upon the top of the 
hill, the ſtones of which did but juſt 


appear above the ſurface of the

| When in our re- 
turn we had reached the firſt wall, I 


drew the proſpect you ſee in numb. 
40, near a tower, which is ſtill pret- 
ty entire, near ſome other ruins. 
Some writers have obſerved that 


theſe ruins are a mixture of ſtone and 
wood, but I there met with no ſuch 
thing, and I am perſuaded the ſtones 
are joined together with nothing bur 
cement. The tradition is that this 
fortreſs was demoliſhed by Tamer- 


lan, tho? by the beſt information I 


could get, I would not vouch for the 
truth of the ſtory. N 
In my return to the town, I ſaw 
Turk dancing upon the rope, in the 
open fields. He was ſurrounded by 
a great number of ſpectators, the 
neareſt of which gave what they 
thought fit to one of his companions 
who made the gathering, while he 


was doing his beſt to divert the com- 


pany: but he was none of the moſt 


dextrous of his profeſſion.

'TPON the ourteenth, I went a- 
_4. way on horſeback, from Sa- 

- i 4} - 
machi, attended by two perſons, and 
ſome runners, in order to go to Je- 


Feen: diekumbet, that is, the ſeven Towers, 


where there are ſeveral ancient 


tombs. We went through ſeveral 


villages, moſtly inhabited by Arme- 
nians, as we advanced weſtward to- 


wards the mountains, and at nine ar- 


rived at Krkins, a village upon a fer- 


tile eminence, and covered with 


vine yards, which are for the ſupport

of the inhabitants. They have there 
a chappel built of ſtone, with the 
tomb of a ſaint, called Sabaeh War. 


2 They ſay he was born a 
Turk. and Mohammedan; and that 
having afterwards embraced their 
faith, he apply'd himſelf fo cloſe to 
ſtudy that he became one of their 
prieſts; that after this, he had the 
misfortune to fall into the hands of 
the Mohammedan Turks, who burnt 
him at Samachi, and that riſing a- 
gain he came and rejoined them. 
There is another tomb upon the 
high road, half a league from this 
mountain, or hill, with ſome cha- 
racters, which I deſired they would 
interpret to me; but they told me 
they were nothing but ornaments.

ſmall altar in the middle of the chap- 
pel, where this tomb is, and it 1s 


ſurrounded by a ſmall wall, on one 


fide of which there is a walnut-tree, 
under whoſe ſhade they fit. In the 
ſame place there was formerly a 
ſmall moſch, which about thirty 
five years ago, was thrown down by 
an earthquake, and inſtead of that 
they erected this chappel. | 

We left this village at half an hour 
after nine, and went over ſome fine

man hour afterwards, 


and neareſt to the mountain. 


I there found 
the ancient tombs I have mentioned, 


which are ſubſtantially built of hard 


ſtone, and neatly enough joined to- 


gether; they were ſtill moſt of them 
entire; and terminated in pyramids. 


The firſt I examined was the loftieſt, 
The 
wall of the tower 1s five palms in 
thickneſs; the entrance fix high and 
three broad; it is round within, and 
This 
tower is ſurrounded with a fine 
wall, whoſe front gate is fourteen 
foot and an half broad, and ten deep 
to the wicket through which you go 
in, five palms thick, and ſixteen paces 


from corner to corner, or ſixty four 


paces in circumference. The wall 


is three palms thick, and the coping 


at top is in imitation of a camel's 
back, or an half oval. In this tower 
are five fine tombs, three on one 
fide, and two on the other, which 
are adorned with foliages and other 
different things. Theſe tombs are 
three palms high, two broad, and 
ſeven long, ſome more, others leſs. 
I left this, and went to the ſecond 
tower. At the front gate in the en- 


ceint of the wall, I found an eleva- 
tion of three palms, an arcade of

tower. 


ſeven foot high. Here you have 
three fine tombs. 
tower is forty four foot long, and 
thirty three broad, and is not higher 
than the former which it nearly re- 
ſembles. The laſt of theſe buildings 
which is the loweſt, and goes down- 
ward, is ſurrounded with a wall 
which is ſeventy one foot broad; 


ſixty ſix foot long, and nine foot 


high. The front gate which is four- 
teen foot and an half without, is 
twenty two broad, the arcade is e- 
leven foot high, and fourteen deep: 
there is a wicket in the middle, which 
is two foot and an half broad, and 
five foot and an half high. You 


there go down by three ſteps, and 


having meaſured twelve paces, you 
come to a building which is thirty

eight foot broad, and eighteen foot 


long, at the end of whieh there is 
another on the left hand, which is 
ſix foot as well in length as in 
breadth, upon which there is a 
You go into this building 
by a ſmall door, which is four foot, 
and four inches high, and two foot 
and an half broad, and correſponds 
with that in the front, The thick- 
neſs of the wall of it is three foor, 
and going down two ſteps, you come 
into a ſquare apartment ſurrounded 


with ſtone benches one foot and an 


half high, and as much in breadth. 
This apartment or room is ten foot 
long and eleven foot broad, and the 
vault of it is twelve foot high. On 
the right hand you have a door made 
through the wall above the bench, 
through which, by going up a ſingle 


ſtep, you enter into a dark place, 
whoſe vault is lower than the for- 


mer, tho” its other dimenſions be 
larger, being thirteen foot long and 
ten broad. From hence through a- 
nother door, oppoſite to the firſt, 
but ſmaller, you go up two ſteps, 
and come into a N ten foot long 
and ten foot broad. Upon this it is,

ſpire; and here you 
right of you four ſmall windows, 
R r 6 two 
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two and two, one above the other, 
I there found tapers ſticking a- 
gainſt the wall, and ſtones tumbled 
down, but perceived nothing like a 
tomb. We dined in that place, and 
there refreſhed our wine with water 
from a fine ſpring over againſt and 


at a ſmall diſtance from this build- 


ing: It is very ancient, the water of 
it is admitable, and its ſoutce is from 
the mountains. Without the en- 
ceint of theſe monuments, concern- 
ing which the ancients have ſaid ſo 
much, there are a great number of 
other tombs round about, ſome like 
theſe, and others of great common 
ſtones, and all without any characters 
and inſcriptions, and only with ſome 
ſmall ornaments to which I can give 


no name, except that ſome of them 


might be thought to be like baſes. 
And indeed I am quite of /opinion, 


they are no other than ornaments, 


which is what I have obſerved in 
many othet places, and even in the 
royal ſepulchres which are to be 
ſeen without the walls of Feraſalem. 


To give a more diſtinct and per- 
fect idea of theſe tombs, I have drawn 


one of them in partieular on one ſide 
of the building, I have juſt now men- 


tioned, near which there is a great 


tree, and others ſmaller, which come 
out of the tower, notwithſtanding 


chat the ſtones are ſtill firm and in- 


tire, and tho' there is no opening or 


fliſſure to be ſeen. I have traced out 


the front gate, ſome tombs, and the 
melon garden, in numb. 41 ; and you 
will find the whole with the moun- 
tain in perſpective in numbi 42; 
where nine towers are to be ſeen, 


notwichſtanding the word Jediebom- 


bet ſigniſies but ſeven, as has already 
been obſerved. There is a great 
number of young fig- trees againft 


the walls within, which cover the 


rombs ſo thick, it is no eafy matter 


to get fight of them. They hold 
them here to be very ancient, and 
have a report that Alexander ſpared 
them, becauſe of their great anti- 


About four in the afternoon, hav- 


ing ſatisfied my curioſity, I returned 


from thence, and, to the northward 


of theſe tombs, was ſurpriſed to fee 1703. 
great heaps of ftones, upon a fertile 


hill, where the foi} was not at all 
given to be ſtony x from whence 1 
concluded there muſt have formerly 
been a town or ſome fortreſs in this 
place, tho' no other veſtiges ſeemed 
to be left of it: And I was after- 
wards informed by ſome people, of 
whom I made the inquiry, and they 
told me there had been a fmall one in 


times paſt, near the tombs; a thing 


very likely, for otherwiſe it would 
be difficult enough to comprehend 
for what reaſon they were erected 
in theſe mountains. Not far from 


thence we found a fine ſpring, and 


a little farther, ſeveral other tombs ; 
among which there was one of ex- 


traor dinary dimenſions, but very 
much disfigured by the injuries it 


had received from time. Half a 


league from thence, we went back 
again through the village of K:rkns, 


inhabited by Armenians and Turks, 


and wie got to the cown about an hour 


before ſunſet, in the midſt of a high 
wind, and ſo great a duſt, that we 
chad much ado to fee before us: But 


there fell an heavy ſoaking rain the 


next day, attended with thunder, 


Which intirely diſſipated it. 
Upon the eigbteenth, I went up to 237 ma. 
the mountain of Pjedrakoes, nearer tin Pjc- 
the town than that of Kale-kuluſta- ws. 
han, and higher. Upon the top of g,,. 


this mountain, there is an open tomb, 
ſurrounded with great ſtones, which 
is full eighteen foot and an half long, 
and ſixteen foot broad; together with 
ſeveral other ordinary tombs, a wal- 
nut- tree, and another great tree 
wich ſmall leaves: At the diſtance of 
twenty ſeven paces from hence, there 


is another tomb, which conſiſts of a 
ſmall round chappel. It is thirty. . 


three foot in circumference without, 


and ten foot diameter within; the 


wall of it is two foot ten inches thick, 
and there are ſtones here of four foot 
four inches long, and two foot and 


two inches broad. The entrance in- 
to it is five foot four inches high, 


with a ſtep. This ſmall chappel is 
ten foot and an half high, excluſive 
of the needle or ſpire, and is ſur- 
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1703. rounded with ſeveral ether tombs. 
GY V The wall of it is thick ſer with nails, 
to which they have faſtned ſlips of 
various colours, and the like are to

An 
Armenian ſervant I had with me, aſ- 

ſured me he had experienced the effi- 

cacy of this means, but I gave as 
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two ſubterraneans. The entrance 
into the firſt is vaulted, and conſiſts 
of great ſtones which want nothing 
within. This place is fix foot and 
an half long, and four foot and two 
inches broad: It is paved, and is five 
foot five inches high. The ſecond,

In numb. 43, you ſee a repreſen- Deſeription 
tation of this ſmall chappel, which 2. 
is very much damaged and decay d 
on the eaſt-ſide, together with the 
hill of Ka/a-kuluſtaban; and in numb. 

44, the other fide decay d, with the 
open tomb I juſt now mentioned, 
and the town and mountain at. a di- 
ſtance, In this ſmall chappel, there 
is a great tomb adorned with folia- 
ges, ſuch as it appears in the plate 
beneath, and Ks paces farther, 
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which is but ſeventeen paces from it, 
is like a grot hewn out of the ſolid 
rock of the mountain, and the en- 
trance into it is ſo ſmall, you muſt 
creep upon your belly to get in. Be- 
fore this grotto there 1s a tree, upon 
the bark of which are the names of

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2703. ſeveral perſons cut out; and tombs 
round about, between which and the 


ſepulchre upon the mountain there 
is the wall of a demoliſh'd building. 
This hill or mountain is alſo ſur- 
rounded with tombs, except to the 
ſouth-weſt where it is very ſteep. 
There are authors who affirm there 
is here a great ſubterraneous vault, 


into which you go down by ſeveral 


ſteps, and that therein are depoſited

In my 
way thither, I paſſed by a very fine

The town of Samachi makes a 
conſiderable figure, when beheld 
from the hills, upon which there 
are ſeveral burying-grounds, and 
ſome pretty large rombs. About 
noon I got to Pyrmaraes, which is a 


large village built of ſtone and earth : 


it is about four leagues to the eaſt- 
ward of the town, in a great plain, 
as you go towards the mountains on 


the left hand. Vou there ſee the

came a ſervant to invite me to his 


maſter's apartment, who had the 
care and charge of this place. He 
received me very obligingly, and aſk- 
ed me from whence I came, and 
what had brought me thither ? Hav- 
ing anſwered him that I was moved 
thereto by curioſity, he very polite- 
ly offered to wait on me himſelf, and 


ſhew me all the places that were 


worth the ſeeing. ' . 


There is a pretty large ſquare be- 


fore this building, to the right hand 
of which, as you go in, this officer 


has a ſpacious apartment, the floor 
of which was covered with carpets: 


from thence you go, on the left 


hand, into the court of this build- 
ing, which is ſpacious and well ex- 
ecuted, and afterwards into a ſecond 
where are ſeveral tombs, upon whick 


are Turkiſh characters and ornaments, 
You then come to the ſepulchre of 
the ſaint himſelf, which is ſhut up 


with a wooden door, thro' which 


you go into a ſmall vault, where 


there is a coffin, and from thence in- 


co a pretty apartment which receives 


light from three ſides above, and is

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1703. covered with carpets, ſtriped ſtuffs 
and mats; here you muſt pull off

conſiſts of one ſtone, three foot and 1703. 
half long, and two and an halt 
broad. You have here alſo ſeveral 


your ſhoes, that you may not ſpoil 
this furniture. You then go thro' 
a ſmall door, on the right hand of 
the firſt vault, into three apartments, 
in the firſt of which there are three 
coffins, five in the ſecond, which is 
on the right, and in the middle of 
the third, which is on the left, that 
of the ſaint himſelf, covered with a 
great or cloth or pall. The por- 
_ tals of this building are about thirty 
ſix foot high, and ſome fathoms in 
depth; and you go up by twelve 
| ſteps, each of one ſtone. The top 
1s not vaulted,and the wall, in its up- 
per part, looks like a fortreſs, hav- 
ing at each angle a kind of guerite. 
This building is forty paces long to 
the right, and thirty one in breadth. 
Over the tomb there is a ſmall o- 
pening covered with a ſtone, and o- 
ver the gate there are many Arabian 
characters, hewn out in the ſtone, 
and others traced out in black upon 
the walls which are white. At the 
diſtance of twenty paces from this 
building, you go down fifteen vault- 
ed ſteps, and afterwards, down ten 
others contiguous thereto, and the 
Laſt of which are not vaulted, from 
whence you go into a ſubterranean, 
which is thirty three paces in length, 


open wells, as well as in the village. 
and the country round about, many 
of which are ſtopped up at the 
mouth. It is likely enough that 
they formerly ſerved for aqueducts, 
and this ſeems to have been 
more probably the caſe, ſeve- 
ral of them conveying water under 
ground into theſe ſubterraneous 
vaults, there to be kept. This is 
what was common enough among 
the ancients, and I have ſeen the 
ſame myſelf at Alexandria, and in the 
neighbourhood of Naples. It was 
after this manner the ancient Medes 
preſerved their water. The Per- 
fians were mightily pleaſed to ſee 
how exactly I ſurvey'd every thing; 
I then thanked the Gentleman who 
had charge of this monument, and 


deſired him to give me ſomebody to 


carry me to the other, which he ac- 
cordingly did in the moſt obliging 
manner in the world. In our way 
thither, we rode over a mountain 
but we were obliged to alight from 
our horſes to the eaſtward, where it 
was ſo very ſteep we were often un- 
der a neceſſity of laying hold on the 
rock to prevent our falling.

The ſtones of this vault are fine, 
large, and well compacted or joined, 
but the plaſter they were formerly 
covered with is almoſt all fallen down 
by the length of time. I fancy this 
ſubterranean was formerly deſigned 
to keep water in; and water comes 
in ſtill, whenever it rains hard, by a 
ſubterraneous canal which comes 
from the mountains in the neighbour- 
hood, and runs through an hole 
made in the ſecond ſtep. This ſub- 
terranean has two vents at top thro' 
which it receives light. At the en- 
trance into this building there is a 
ſtone wall, and ten paces from thence 
there are twenty ſtone troughs which 
ſerve for watering of cattle. They 
are put together, and each of them 
Vol. I.

{mall cottage I alſo obſerved a large 
wheel of eight or nine palms in dia- 
meter, and which was fixed between 
two poſts, which he turned with 


his foot as he ſat upon the ſtove, juſt _ 


as we turn a ſpinning wheel; and be- 
fore the ſtove there were two ſticks, 
upon which there was a reed, round 
which turned two ſmall pullies 
which guide the filk from the cods 
to this wheel, They aſſured me that 
this manner and method of winding 
off filk is the common one all over 
Pera; and confeſſed it muſt be 
that they this way do it with ſur- 
ee eee diſpatch. The cods, 
owever, were not very large. 

Moſt of the trees I obſerved here- 
abouts were young, and were very 
ſhort ſtemmed, that they may al- 
ways have leaves upon young 
branches, the worms not caring for 
the leaves of old wood. Theſe gar- 
dens are furrounded with willows 


and alders, and are divided from 


each other by partitions of reed, as

ſo that I was obliged to ſend back a 
ſecond time after him when it was 


day; and theſe had the good luck 


to find him, and brought him on

down, he had the good luck, into 
the bargain, to loſe nothing ; bur his 
fall had ſo weakned him, that it 
was as much as ever he could do to 
keep pace with the Caravan. 


This part of the country, which 


1s low, is full of a paſture, which is 
a foot or two high, and which the 
Armenians call Poes, and the Turks 
Ooffiaen, which is moſt admirable 
for camels, who want nothing elſe 
when they can have that: Cows 


feed on it alſo, but horſes will not 


touch it. Upon the hird, the reſt 
of our goods croſſed the river, toge- 


ther with the beaſts of burden, and 


we loſt two camels upon this occa- 
ſion. The horſes ſwam over, thoſe 
in the boats holding them faſt by 
ropes. We ourſelves croſſed it in 
the afternoon, and being now in the 


country of Mogan, I there a ſecond

time drew the courſe of the river, 
and the country of Shirwan, as you 


two other guides of the Caravan 
joined us the next day. In the mean 
time, I went to take a view of the 
two rivers on this fide, and was a- 
bove an hour before I could get to 
the Aras, the banks were ſo thick 
of brambles, reeds, and other lofty 
vegetables; beſides that being at- 
tended by no body but my ſervant, 
I had not the good luck to find a 
beaten path, nor to meet with any 
body that could put us into one: 
At laſt, however, we got to a ſight 
of the river, and to ſome old 


empty houſes, where we met witng 


no ſoul. On the contrary, we were 
obſtructed by a deep ditcbh, which 
obliged us to look out for another 
way to bring us nearer to the river, 
which after all we could not com- 
paſs becauſe of the height and ſteep- 
neſs of the banks. From where 
we were, however, we had a di- 
ſtinct view of the two rivers, and 
I took notice that the Aras came 


and that it was much narrower in 
that place than the Kur, not being, 
at the utmoſt, as well as I could 


a little higher from the South-weſt, 


judge, above forty or forty-five pa- 


ces broad, whereas when joined to- 
gether, they are above one hundred, 
and particularly near the village of 
Sgawad, which is in thirty nine de- 
grees, fifty four minutes of northern 
latitude, I thought I ſhould have 
met with a good deal of game 
here, but I ſaw none at all; there 


grows a good deal of liquorice here. 
TI came in again with the caravan 


at ſun-ſer, and at break of day we 


began to move after the camels, 


which were gone before. We tra- 
velled to the ſouth weſtward, and 
left the Aras on our right hand, 
and we halted in a plain three 
leagues from thence, where we ſaw 
a ſmall lake, which, in part, goes 
round a little hill, and ſtretches far- 
ther up into the country.

they take prodigious quantities of 
fiſh and tortoiſes, ſome of which 
we took were. a foot in diameter, 
and ſome upon the ſhore. After 
the ſun was ſet we held on our 
way, and had fix hundred camels in 
our caravan, and three hundred 
horſes. In the night we croſſed a 
very level country, full of a bitter 
and very lofty herb or plant, called 
Faffian, of fo venomous a quality, 
that if cattle but lay their mouth 
to it they die immediately, but 
great care is taken to prevent them 
from touching it: But the very 
worſt of all is, that there is no 
water to be met with here for a 
ſtretch of twelve hours. We were 
all night in croſſing this place, and 
at break of day we ſtopped by the 


of the Aras to the weſt, and loſes 
itſelf in the country a little farther. 
It was but three years that the han 
or governor of that country, who 
takes up his abode in theſe plains 


ſome months in ſummer, and in the 


winter reſides at Ardevil, had cauſed 
it to be dug. The Aras is but two 
Jeagues diſtant from it, and this 
brook is but five or fix foot broad; 
the water of it is pretty. good to 
drink, though ſomewhat foul by 


Treaſon of the ſand, but it fines 


when left to ſettle, and taſtes well 


enough. On one fide of this brook 
there are ſome houſes, and ſome 


cabbins made of ruſh, which have 
been here about three years.

only village in all theſe parts. I 
here met with a longiſh kind of 
water-melon, white and very ſweet 


within, and different from all I had

colour. I here took notice alſo of a 


fruit they call Chamama, or Breaſt of 
aWoman, becauſe it is in that ſhape ; 


it is very wholeſome, and of a very 
_ pleaſant ſcent. It is not very un- 


like the white melons, but it is firmer, 


and nearly of the colour of the 
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China orange; | ſome of them are

alſo of the ſame ſize, and the Ar- y 


menians told me, they grow alſo ar 


Tſpahan, where they are in great 


requeſt, and where they carry them 
in the hand by way of noſegay. 
Some of them are of the ſize of 


a ſmall melon, and ſpotted with 


red, yellow and green; the ſeed of 
theſe is ſmall and white; there are 
others which are all red. It is a 


grateful refreſhment which abounds 


in this country, and which comes 


ſo cheap, that it does not coſt you 


above an halfpenny or a penny. 
Other melons are there alſo very 


cheap, but they are not exquiſite in 


their taſte. 

An hour before the ſetting of 
the ſun, we proceeded upon our 
Journey, travelling to the ſouth eaſt- 
ward, and half a league from thence 
croſſed a ſmall river, five foot broad 


and eighteen inches deep. A horſe 


laden with ſilk fell down here, the 


reſt got ſafe over without any acci- 


dent. In the night alſo we went 
over the plain or heath of Molar, 
and upon the /eventh, at two in the 
morning, we entered into moun- 


tains whoſe ſands are as hard as 


gravel. An hour after ſun riſe we 


halted in a plain ſurrounded with 


hills and mountains, upon the banks 
of a river of clear water, called 
Baſcharu'tſhei, or Balaru, whoſe 
ſpring is in the country of Jalis, 
and whence it runs till it empties 


itſelf into the Caſpian ſea; but it 


does not abound much with wa- 
ter at preſent, being ſupplied but 
by two ſprings which come from 
the mountains: The country round 
about bears the name of this river. 
For a conſiderable time before there 
had been no cara vans this way, be- 
cauſe of the numbers of robbers, 


which infeſted theſe parts; but about 
three years ago the Khan's ſon offer- 


ed the King to clear this country of Noble 


robbers, upon pain of death, pro- 
vided he would confer on him his 
father's government; the Prince 


hearkned to this, the new Khan. re- 
paired to his government, and ac- 
quitted himſelf perfectly well, of

neither ſparing women or children, 


ſo that you now travel there with- 
out any danger. | 

Upon the eighth, an hour before 
break of day, we proceeded on 


our journey, and at three were got 


into a plain, beyond the mountains, 
and near a village called Sigomoerat, 
confiſting of ten or twelve ruſh 
cabbins, where- we halted to wait 
for two camels which had ſtrayed. 
In the morning we met with ſeve- 
ral Perſian peaſants, together with 
their wives, their children, and their 
cattle: Theſe people are in the 
mountains during the winter, and 
during ſummer in the plains ; they 
had the evening before brought us 
down forage from the mountains, 
which ſeem to be green ; they are 
rather ſandy than rocky. In the 
night there fell a deal of wet, and 
the rain was attended with violent 
claps of thunder. Three hours be- 
fore day, two Armenians and myſelf 
went on, but the night was ſo dark, 
we could hardly ſee before us, and 
upon obſerving, that the caravan did 
not follow us, we went back again 
to it, therewith to wait the ap- 
pearance of day. As ſoon as ever 
it appeared, we moved on to the 
village of Bar/an, on one fide of 
which we halted in a plain incom- 
paſſed round with high lands, and 
watered by the river we juſt now 
mentioned. As we were very wet, 
we would have dried ourſelves in 
the village, but the cabbins were ſo 
thoroughly poor and wretched, that 


we were glad to go back again to 


our tents; though the village is to- 
lerably large, and under the ſhelter 
of many trees. It rained ſo much 
all night, chat our bales, which 
| Rood upon the ground, floated up- 
1 The weather pre- 
venting us from moving forward, 
we returned a ſecond time to the 


village, where we were obliged to 


change our quarters twice, not find- 
ing ſhelter from the rain, becauſe of 
the opening theſe cabbins have at 
top, to let in the light. In ſhort, 
we were obliged to dry our things 
e EL -- 
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by a fire made of cows and camels 1703; 
dung. Upon the eleventh of the www 


month the weather changed for fair, 


and we ſent our camels before us in 
the evening, and followed them three 


hours before day, with the weather 
tolerably clear and light, though we 
ſaw neither moon nor ſtar. Half an 
hour afterwards we crofled the ſmall 
river of Barſand, and the ſame we 


were forced to do fourteen or fifteen 


times together in the ſpace of an 
hour, After this we went over ſome 
very high mountains, covered with 
ſnow, where we found it extremely 
cold, tho' at the ſame time there 
fell a ſort of a drizzling rain. The 


next day we got into the plains, near 


the village of Noeraloe, conſiſting of 
ſome cabbins and rents of Tartars. 
We there bought good fowls' for 
three-pence a piece, and eggs for a 
penny a dozen; beſides that, we had 
there good milk and good butter. 
When we had travelled half a-league 
farther, we halted between the 


mountains, in a fine level, upon the 
banks of the little river of Sloof, 


' whoſe waters are both clear and 


good. The hills and mountains there 
alſo are very pleaſant, and full of 
villages. The weather grew better 
abour noon; the ſun diſperſed the 
clouds, and we moved on again at 
midnight, by a fine moon- light, over 
hill and dale. The next day we 
halted upon a ſort of an eminence, 
five leagues from the place where 
we had paſſed the night, and two 
leagues from Ardevil, where we 
had fight of lofty mountains cover- 
ed with ſnow. About nine at night 
we puſhed on by a fine moon- light, 
which laſted not long, but was ſuc- 
ceeded by a thick fog, which con- 
tinued till morning, and made us 
ſtraggle out of our way. Early in the 


morning however we got to the vil- 


lage of 4dſgarneloe ; we went over 
a bridge of ſix arches, under one of 
which runs the river of Goeroerſjou, 
or the Dry River. About ten in the 
morning, the caravan halted 1n the 
village, and we went on to the city, 
where we diſmounted at the' Arme- 


nian Caravanſera, The fog con-

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tinued till the fifteenth in the morn- 
ing, and then it diſperſed, and be- 
cauſe we were to make ſome ſtay

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Sumptuous Mezar, or Mauſoleum, of Sefi, King of Perſia. 
Deſcription of Ardevil. Fine tomb near Kelgeran. Depar- 
ture from Ardevil. Arrival at Samgal. 


I was extremely impatient to

A have a ſight of the magnifi- 
cent Mauſoleum of Se and ſome 


other Kings of Per/ia, who are bu- 
ried here, I ſhall ſpeak of that be- 
fore I begin to ſay any thing of the 


Sumptuous City itſelf. Theſe tombs then are 


near the Meydoen, a ſquare of pretty 
large extent ; the entrance into them 
is ſpacious, and of a fine ſort of 
architecture, vaulted over head, and 


the ſtones painted of various co- 


lours. You go in by a wooden gate, 
and enter into a fine long gallery, 
upon the top of the walls of which 
are ſeveral niches curiouſly painted 
with blue, green, yellow, and white, 
and at che end of this gallery you 


come to a door plated over with 


filver, which admits you into a mag- 
nificent apartment, on the right hand 


of which there is a great hall crown- 


ed with a _ without any pillars 
to ſupport it, like that of the Rotun- 
da at Rome, but not fo large. This 
hall, which is oppoſite to the library 
and a chappel, is covered with car- 
pets; and on the left hand, oppoſite to 
the entrance of the dome, there is 
another lofty apartment, with great 
glaſs windows, 
go through another door plated over 


with ſilver, into a court which is 


nearly a ſquare, and whoſe wall is 
about eighteen foot high, with three 
niches on each ſide, painted with 
blue and various other colours, and 
adorned with flowers and foliages 
in carved work. On the right hand 
of you, you have ſeveral tombs, 
with raiſed coffins, ſome of which

From thence you 


are greatly ornamented, and others, 
on the left hand, divided by a ſmall 
wall, where they fay are the aſhes 
of many Princes defcended from the 
royal families of the country, againſt 
the wall of that of S. To the 
right and left of this court there 
is an apartment raiſed three foot 
from the ground, and vaulted over 
head in the manner of domes. 
They are partitioned in the front 
by a wooden baluſtrade towards the 
court, and in one of the corners 
of this court, on the left hand, is 
a great folding door, with a balu- 
trade covered over with filver, and 
with a chain of maſſy ſilver. Here 
you mult pull off your ſhoes to go 
in, nor preſume to touch che fill, 
which is of white marble : The 
like there are to all the other 
apartments whoſe entrance is cover- 
ed with mats. Here we found ſe- 
veral Perfians ſitting to the right 
and left upon ſtone benches, and 
to theſe is committed the care of 
this ſepulchre, and to theſe muſt 
you give a preſent of money before 
you go any farther. When it hap- 
pens that the preſent you offer to 
them is not thought enough, they 
fail not to be ſo free as to tell you 
fo, and ſometimes demand five or 
ſix times as much; but when they 
find that the curious viſitant is not 
in the humour to give them what 
they would have, and is about to 
put on his ſhoes to go back again, 
they begin to grow civil, and ra- 
ther than take nothing, they ac- 
cept of what you think fit ro give 
| mem. 
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1703. them. When you are got through 
this door, you come into a ſmall 


"vaulted place in the manner of an 


half dome; from thence you, on 
the right hand, go through a door 
adorned with a baluſtrade of gold, 
or elſe of filver richly gilt, and 


come into a magnificent room full 


of candles or of lamps of gold and 
filver, ſome of which are an ell in 
circumference, and ſo many in num 
ber, that there is no counting them. 


The floor here was covered with 


carpets, and on each hand full of 
ſmall reading deſks, with large books 
upon them. This room is fifty two 


foot long, but thirty four broad: 


The Mauſoleum of Sęſi is at the 
end of this place, raiſed upon three 
ſteps, and the lamp which hangs 


over it is of fine maſſy gold, and 
of the largeſt fize. Beyond this you 
ſee a baluſtrade which is alſo of 


maſſy gold, raiſed upon a ſtep, 


round, and of the thickneſs of an 


inch, which is fix foot and nine

inches long, excluſive of the fron- 
ton of the door, and nine foot ten 
inches high. This door has two 
folds, through which you go into a 
ſmall round Chappel, in the middle 
of which you ſee the tomb of Sefs, 
made of marble and covered with 
a magnificent pall of gold brocade, 
and crowned at each corner with a 
great golden vaſe; and this chappel 
is full of ſilver lamps, intermixed 
with others of gold. This tomb is 
nine foot long, four foot broad, and 
three foot high. There were two 


before it, one of which was that of 


a child, and two behind, five in all, 
which are thoſe of Sefi himſelf, of 


King Fedredin, a ſon of Sefi's;: of 


King Tzenid, and of a ſon of Fedre- 


din s, called Soltan Aider, who was 


flead by the Turks, another of a 


fon of 'Tzenid's,* and that of King 


Aider. Every night they light up 
the lamps about theſe tombs, and 
two great tapers, which they put 
into candlefticks of maſſy gold. 
Over this tomb there is a ſmall 


dome covered over with gold, and 
another on one ſide of it, incruſted 
with blue and green glazed ſtones. 
Some authors affirm, it is unlawful

for any layman, not excepting even 1703. 


the King himſelf, to go in at the Y 


golden door to get at the tomb of 
Sefi, but I experienced the contrary; 
indeed I did but juſt ſtep in, with- 
out preſuming to go any farther, 
well aware of the veneration they 
have for this place. For the reſt 
you muſt have money ready at every 
ſtep, though you have ſufficiently 
paid upon your firſt admiſſion, you 
muſt have your hand in your purſe 
at the door of every room. But to 
do them juſtice, they anſwer very 
civilly to the queſtions you aſk 
them, and never hurry you; on the 
contrary, I thought it did not pleaſe 
them a little, to obſerve with what 
accuracy I ſurveyed what they ſnow- 
ed me. | =—_— 
At the entrance into this ſumptu- 
ous apartment, you have, on the 


left of you, ſeveral ſmall chambers 


which are ſhut up, in which they 
aſſured me there were other tombs 
of Kings and Queens, among others, Tomb: of 
thoſe of King [>mat}, the ſon ot. f 
Aider; of King Tamar, the ſon of 
Iſhmael; of King Iſbmael II. the ſon 
of Tamar; of King Mohammed Khoda- 
bend, the ſon of Iſhmael; of Iſhmatl 
Mirſa; of Hemſa Miſſa, and of the 
brothers of King Abbas, the ſon of 
Khodabend. Theſe tombs are defti- 
tute of ornaments. | 

As you go out of the fine hall 


of this building, you turn on the 


right hand into a place which leads 
to the kitchen, the door of which 
alſo is plated over with filver; yet 
this ſame kitchen, which 1s ſpacious 
enough, does by no means corre- 
ſpond with the magnificence of the 
door. In the midft of it there are 


two great wells, and in the wall, 


which is of a good height, there 
are ſeveral holes filled with pots and 
kettles, and beneath ſome large 
ſtoves. Here they dreſs victuals for Charity t 
thoſe who have the care and guard“ Pen- 
of the ſepulchre, beſides that they 
every night diſtribute Pelbe to ſome 
hundreds of poor people. 

Having thus ſatisfied my curioſi- 
ty, I returned to the Meydoen, to ſee 
the King's gardens, which are di- 

| vided 
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vided from each other by a wall 
on one fide of the tombs. King 
Se there formerly took up his 
abode, in a ſtone. building which 


is now falling into ruins. There 


are here ſtill ro be ſeen two apart- 
ments provided with chimnies, in 
which, they will have it, this Prince 
formerly reſided; there are ſeveral 
others beſides, and a ſmall bath, 
but without any ornaments. The 
firſt garden, which is tolerably large, 
is ill kept and irregular, tho well 


ſtored with fruits; but there are 


here neither flowers nor plants worth 
the notice; it is, in ſeveral places, wa- 
tered by ſprings which croſs it up 
and down. The ſecond garden has 
no building in it, nor is it ſo large 
as the firſt, though the trees there 
are higher than in the former. Upon 


the whole, no body would ever have 


taken it for a royal garden. 
Leaving this garden, I went to 


divert my ſelf with fiſhing, in a 


ſmall river which comes down from 
the mountains. I there met with 
a conduit or aqueduct for the con- 


veyance of water; it was made of 
earth, and raiſed ſome feet above the 


ground, and on the top of it there 


was a gutter for the water to run in, 
and beneath, thro' a houſe, built on 


. purpoſe to convey it to the town, 


Where it ſerves to water the gardens. 


It falls like a torrent, beyond this 


houſe, into this ſmall river which 


runs through the, country, We 
caught only three or four ſmall fiſh, 


which I preſerved in ſpirits. The 


next day I rode out on horſeback 


half a league to the ſouthward of 


the town, to draw a proſpect of it 
on that fide; it was upon a hill I 


took my ſtand, the only place from 


_ whence I could have a view of it, 


becauſe of the trees which every 
where elſe ſhade it; and indeed it 
is ſeen imperfectly enough even from 
thence. Mean time a ſhower of 
rain falling down upon me, I was 
obliged to return before I had been 
able to do any thing towards the 
completion of my deſign: Upon the 
way 1 ſaw an houſe where there is 
a water-mill for grinding of corn; 


the water that drives it falls from 1703. 
the top of the higheſt hills to the 


weſtward of the town: theſe hills 
are always covered with ſnow, and 
the water runs through a canal 
raiſed of earth for that purpoſe; 
this water falls with great violence 
beneath the houſe, and ſpreads itſelf 
over the flat country to the ſouth- 


eaſt, where the other conduit is, 


which I mentioned juſt now. Theſe 
houſes have a mill beneath, and 
two great milſtones which continu- 


ally turn upon a piece of hollow 


wood, where the corn goes through 
a wooden pipe under the milſtone, 
and the flower comes out at the 
ſides. The river runs near this 
houſe under a great and lofty bridge, 
of five arches, the lower part of 
which is paved with large ſtones. 


Let us now proceed to ſpeak of Sinai 
the ſituation of the city, which they 2 Arde ri. 


indifferently call Ardevil or Ardebil; 
and is in the north of Pera, and 


eaſt of the province of Sherwan in 


the ancient Media; to the ſouth of 


the Caſpian ſea, and to the eaſt of 
the tow of Tauris The build- 
ings here are finer than thoſe at Sa- 


machi, though of the very ſame 
fort of materials. The Bazars 
here are alſo finer, .and better co- 


vered; but they deal here very lit- 


tle in gold ſtuffs, or jewels, as they 


are pretended to have done former- 


ly, and as they do in other places. 
They have here a great number of 
Moſchs adorned with domes, the 
moſt confiderable of which is that 
of Mu-zyd, Mu. abit, or Mazjit 


Adine, or that of Sunday; it is on Chi 
the eaſt fide of the town, and with. Moſch. 
in the wall of it, and being on a 


ſinall eminence, is conſpicuous at 
a diſtance off. Ir is divided into 


ſeveral parts where they perform 


their ſervice ; the chief of them is 
tolerably large and round, under a 
dome, which is raiſed upon a round 
wall ſomewhat low, which riſes 
from the body of the building in 
the nature of a ſteeple. Before this 


Meſch there is a reſervoir or baſon, 


ſupplied with water from the hills, 
whence it comes in pipes laid under 


8 ground;

ſo conſiderable as this. There are 
alſo many hamans, or bagnio's in 
this town. For the reſt, there are 
here but three or four large ſtreets, 
where the chief ſhops are, the reſt 


are not worth ſpeaking of; the 


houſes are flat at top, and naſty to 


look at. There are not here fo 


many caravanſeras as at Samach: : 
The Indians have three, tho they 
are in no great numbers here; as 
for the Chineſe, they have none at 
all, and indeed trade flags here very 
much. This town in many paris 


of it abounds with lofty alders and 


lindens, and the river runs on one 
fide of it. The high- ways are there 
alſo planted with rows of young 
trees, which in time cannot fail to 
have a very pleaſant effect. The 
fineſt place in and about this town 
is the Meydoen, or ſquare, where 
ſtands the Mauſoleum of Sei; to 


the right and left you have little 


houſes inhabited by poor artificers. 
Moſt of the houſes in this city, 
which are not in the Bazars, have 
the pleaſure and convenience of gar- 
dens full of fruit trees; and there 
are ſome large ſpots in the out parts 
of the town, where the houſes are 
at a diſtance from each other, which 
are full of trees. And hence it is 
that it is of a large extent, with a 
number of ſaliant angles; ſo that 
it is much larger than Samachi, 
though it does not contain ſuch a 
number of houſes. It ſtands in the 
midſt of a great plain, which is 
three good leagues in extent from 
one end to the other, and ſurround- 
ed by lofty mountains, the higheſt 
of which, and upon which the ſnow 
continually lies, 1s called Sevalan, or 
Sebelabu, it is to the weſt, north- 
weſt of the town. That of Chilan 
is to the caſt, or ſouth-eaſt. There 
is one the. ſame at Dervies, called 
Saband, and a fourth not far from 
Hamadan, which they call Avand, 
and which is the loftieſt of them 
all: They are called the Brothers, 
Vor. I. | | 


much eſteemed among them; one Hot baths. 


of them is but two leagues from 


thence, a ſecond three, and others 


farther off, When I firſt came to 
this place, I had much ado to go 
along the ſtreets for the crowds. of 
thoſe who, tempted by the novelty 
of my Dutch habit, ran about to 
ſee me; and this is what happened 
to me when I went to viſit the ſe- 
pulchre of Sei, where they thought 
the cudgel was abſolutely neceſſary 
to keep the curious multitude from 
about me; for they wanted to go in 
with me. And this was an incon- 
venience I could not be free from 
when I was in the caravanſera 
where I lodged, and where a Per- 
ian offered money to have a fight of 
me, 


In the midſt of all this, I drew 


a .proſpe& of the town, from a 
ſmall eminence, near the bridge I 
have before mentioned, which is on 
one fide, to the ſouth-weſt ; you have 
it repreſented, in number 48, ſuch 
as it is to be ſeen from without. 
The domes of the ſepulchre of Sz 
are diſtinguiſhed by the letter A: 
There are but three of them to be 
ſeen ; for the fourth, which is co- 
vered with gold, is not to be beheld 


from that place, becauſe it is ſmaller 


and lower than the reſt. The letter 
B diſtinguiſhes the great moſch of 
Adine, and C, a bridge of eight 
arches, upon the river which croſſes 
the plain. No more is to be ſeen, 


becauſe of the height of the trees 
the town is ſurrounded with. You 


have a repreſentation of the bridge 
of five arches in number 49. 
Upon the /xth of October, I went 


to the village of Kelgeran, which is 
a good half league to the north- 


ward of the town : You pals by the 
ſepulchre of Se to go thither, from 
whence the way is full of alders and 
lindens on each fide of a ſmall ri- 


ver. This is the habitation of moſt 
of the Armenians, who have here 


ewo ſmall and very dark churches.

1703. As you go out of the town you have 
Aa great road planted with trees on 


each fide, which leads to a garden 
of the King's, incloſed with a mud 
wall, tolerably large, tho' as ill kept 


as thoſe we have mentioned already. 
There are here, however, pretty 
good fruits, and eſpecially apples, 


pears, and fmall plumbs; but the 
flowers are quite of the ordinary 
ſorts. There is another over-againſt 
this with a ruined building, full of 
various apartments. As you gointo 
the village you ſee the tomb of Seid 
Tzeibrail, the father of Sei, where 


are alſo depoſited the aſhes of Seid 


Sala, the father of Tzeibrail, and 


thoſe of Seid Kudbeddin, his grand- 
father. This tomb is in a garden 
furrounded with a mud wall with 


two great gates: That behind comes 


out to the road, and that in the front 


is in the village. Again, this tomb 


is ſquare, indifferently lofty, and 


caſed with ſmall ſtones. At top 


ſhere is a round tower, ſomewhat 


low, which ſupports a green dome, 
inlaid with gold and blue ornaments, 


ſurmounted with gold balls. There 


are fix windows on each fide of the 
walls, che higheſt of which are of 
exquiſite workmanſhip, and painted 
and ornamented like the dome, and 
thoſe beneath have an iron grate and 


ſhutters within. Beneath the cor- 


niſh there are three ſmall cavities 
adorned with variety of colours, 


and in the middle of the building 
behind, a wooden gate, with a ſtep 
to aſcend by, There is alfo above 
this door an ornament in form of 


an half vault, with three ſmall win- 


dos. I found this door ſhut, and 


a fine portal to that in the front. 


As I could fee no body about this 
ſepulchre, I drew a repreſentation 


thro' the crevices of the gate, ſuch 


as you ſee it in number 50. Near 


the front of this building, in the 


village, you fee a baſon on the level 
of the ground, which is fixteen feet 


broad, and fourteen feet long. You 
g0 up to the door of this building, 
by fix ſteps, and you muſt pull off 
your ſhoes to go over the fill of it, 
as the ceremony is at the ſepulchre 


of Sefs, and moſt of thoſe who pay 1703. 


aà a viſit to this tomb kiſs it. When 


you are come into the firſt apart- 
ment, which has a fine glaſs win- 
dow aloft, and whoſe floor is cover- 


ed with carpets, you ſee thro' a ſe- 


cond door, oppoſite to the firſt, this 
tomb raiſed fix foot high, and in 
the midſt of a fine apartment ; it 
is made of wood, and the inchaſings 


are of gold, as they tell the ſtory; 


the pall over it is of brocade, and 
above and before the door there are 
ſome lamps of gold and filver. They 
would not ſuffer me to ſtir beyond 
the door of the place where the 
tomb ſtands, though I took care to 
make particular obſervations upon - 
— AA or 
While I was buſy in taking this 4 24 
view, my Armenian guide fell into a *:, 
quarrel with the people of the place, 
who from words came to blows 
with him. I was fadly troubled at 
this, and did all I could to reconcile 
them, and prevent the ill conſe- 
quences of ſuch a diforder, well 
knowing the inhabitants of this place 
were —— and vindictive, and that 
the Governor of the province had 
been forty years in reducing them 
to a due ſenſe of themſelves, which 
he had not been able to effect, but 
by ſending a part of them to 1/þa- 
han. They had formerly carried 
their brutality to that pitch, as even 
to force women from their huſbands, 
whenever they pleaſed, not in the 
leaſt caring who they murdered, 
if they offered to make head againſt 
their fury. At that time, not even 
the merchants were ſafe in their 


caravanſeras from the inſults of this 


rude untractable mob: but the 
Khan who governs them at preſent, 
has found out a way to repreſs their 


inſolence, tho he has but a guard 


of three hundred horſe, without any 
Upon the fecond they carried the 
merchants goods to the village of 
Auſgaernelbe, where the guide of the 
caravan lived, who contrived mat- 
ters fo well, that he made us lofe 
the very fineſt part of the ſeaſon. 
Upon the xin7h, he reſolved to de- 
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1703. part, but there fell ſuch a quantity We there halted in the plain, by 1703. 
ot rain, that they were obliged to the ſide of a ſmall river which runs "VV 


put off the journey till the rb. 


Some Armenian prieſts came to me 
here, and bio of me to contri- 
bute ſomething towards the build- 
ing of a church, dedicated to Saint 
FJobn, which they were at work up- 
on in a village nor far from the 
town. I made them a ſmall pre- 
ſent, and wiſhed them all manner 
of ſucceſs in their undertaking. 
Upon the eleventh, I prepared for 
my departure, after we had been a 
month at Ardevil, and ſent my bag- 
gage to the caravan. Riſing early 
in the morning of the next day, I 
met with a great number of Per ans, 
who were going through the town, 
ſinging and rejoicing for their happy 
return from Mecca, where they bad 


been on pilgrimage to the tomb of 


their prophet Mohammed. | 
It was three in the afternoon when 
the caravan began to move, facing to 


the ſourhward, and having croſſed 
the plain, we came into mountains, 
from whence you have an advan- - 


tageous proſpect of the town and 
the villages about, which have a 
very pleaſing effect; but we were 


there a little too far off to ſee objects 
diſtinctly. The caravan halted at 


the village of Sardale, three leagues 
from the town; but we were taken 
with ſo thick a fog, upon entering 
the mountains, that it was as much 
as we could do to ſee them: The 
ſoil about this village, which is of 
tolerable extent, is very fertile, and 
abounds in corn, which was heap- 
ed up on all ſides. We departed 
from hence at three in the morning, 

and compleated our journey over 
the mountains; and when you are 
beyond them, the higheſt ſeem to 
have their cops hid in the clouds. 


The foil there alſo is pretty fertile, 


and full of peaſants who were tilling 
the ground with oxen and buffaloes. 
Having paſſed through ſeveral vil- 
lages, we, at nine, came to that of 
oraming, which is tolerably large, 
and ſurrounded about wich heaps of 
corn. n 
"4 4 ö 


through it, and ſaw a number o 
ſnipes and thruſhes, of which I killed 
a good number, together with two 
young wild ducks. The grounds a- 
bout theſe villages are full of wil- 
lows, alders, and fruit-trees. We 
here waited for the reſt of our com- 
panions that were left behind, and in 
the mean time I drew the proſpect 
you have in number 51. | 
Towards evening, the fog came 
upon us again, and continued till 
midnight, when we came atnong 
the higheſt mountains, with a fine 
moonlight. and upon the fifteenth in 
the morning, came to the village of 
Fattaba. Ar break of day the next 
morn we moved on again among the 
mountains. The two Armenians, my 
friends, who ſtaid behind us, came 
and joined us this night; and upon 


the ſeventeenth, having travelled over 


many rocks, we halted among the 
mountains.

At three in the morning we began 


to aſcend it, found it very ſteep and 


full of rocks, with vaſt fiſſures, and 


frightful precipices, and as the roads Frighrfu 
and paths of it are very narrow, and!“ Tce. 


very dangerous withal, we were 
obliged to alight from our. horſes 
and go on foot. It moſt common- 


ly requires But an hour to go over 
it; but we took up two, becauſe our 


caravan was more than uſually nu- 


merous. As you go down, you ſee 


precipices which ſtrike the traveller 
with horror in the night. When 


you are clear of this mountain, you 
come into a plain of pretty large ex- 


tent, which you croſs to the left, and

ourſelves. Upon the zwentieth, at 


three in the morning we proceeded 
on our journey, amid very fine 
weather, and by ſeven, we reached 
the neighbourhood of a brook not 
far from Jamkcela. Here they have

whereby to gueſs at its antiquity, 


tho' very ancient it is, and tho' it 


was a very flouriſhing place in the 


days of Tamerlane; but it was after- 


wards deſtroyed by the Turks. There 


is but one caravanſera here; it is 


indifferently large, built of earth 
and clay, and the ſmall river of Sa- 
ganſbaey runs to the eaſt of it, and 


thence goes and throws itſelf among 


the mountains, where I drew the 


proſpect you have in number 55. 


This town is governed by a Darocga 


or Bailif, and there for every horſe- 


load of ſilk and cloth you pay the 


ſium of thirty pence, and but fifteen 


for commodities of leſs value. In 


dhe evening it began to rain, which 


it continued to do till about two 


hours before ſun-riſe. Upon the 


twenty 25 we purſued our journey, 


with a 


cuſtoms having agreed to meet us 
at the place where we were to bait 


that day, there to receive their dues. 


We paſſed in fight of ſeveral vil- 
lages, and ſtopped at K#rkjandy, three 
leagues to the ſouth-eaſt of the town. 


In this place there is a branch of the 


Taurus, which ſtretches away from 


north to ſouth, towards Curdeſian, 


inhabited by the Curds, who live in 


villages: they ſay they have never- 


tteleſs a ſmall fortreſs in the moun- 


tains, called Keyder Peyamber.

on the twenty fixth, we had much 1703. 
rain, and croſſed the plain in the 


midſt of it, travelling on towards 
the mountains, and at break of day 
we ſaw Sultania on our right, two 
leagues from the place, where we 
had paſſed a part of the night. This

town ſtands in a plain, near moun- 


tains which almoſt incompaſs it 
round, with that of Keyder on the 
right hand; but as the guides of our 
caravan had no manner of buſineſs 
there, and as there is no going into 
it without paying certain duties, we, 
to my very great regret, paſſed by it. 
They had, however, flattered me 
they ſhould ſtop at a place not far 
off, but they not doing as they had 
ſaid, I rode back towards the town, 
and ſtopped upon an eminence near 
the eaſt fide of it, where I drew 
the proſpect you have in number 
56. Ir has four great moſchs, the 


three chief of which. have large 
- domes, and in one of them is the 


tomb of Solfan Mohammed Khoda- 
bend, who, as they ſay, laid the 
foundations of it about four hun- 
dred years ago: they aſſured me 
this tomb is magnificent and well 
built, and that the chapel of it is 
adorned with gold and filver. It 
looks moſt charmingly from with- 
out. 


This town has neither gates nor D-/eription 


walls, and all the houſes of it are * 


built of earth, lime and clay. It 
has eight or ten caravanſeras, and 
ſome bazars, but not conſiderable, 
nor, indeed, can it be reckoned a 
trading place; tho' formerly, before 
it was deſtroyed by Tamerlane, it was 
one of the firſt towns in Per ia. The 
royal palace, once its moſt ſump- 
tuous building, is now no more. 
Half a league from the town, there 
are the ruins of an old ſtone tower 
and gate, which it is likely belong - 
ed to the old city, which is in 36 
degrees, 30 minutes of northern la- 
titude. | | 


I was two hours before I could 
overtake the caravan, which had 


held on its way, and about noon we 
halted at the village of Tha/is, the 
neighbourhood of which abounds

it was very heavy, well fed, and of 


a delicious taſte. _ = 
Two hours before day, we pur- 


ſued our journey, and after a ſtretch 


of five hours, we arrived at Grom- 
dora,, a town of large extent, full 
of trees and gardens, and by the fide 
of a fine ſtream. Its hte are in- 
differently good, and ſome of them 
are even pretty lofty. We departed 
hence at the fame hour as the day 
before, and travelled over the ſame 


plain, the mountains that incompaſs 


it being at the diſtance of about a 
league from each orher. The grounds 


were ſown, and the country thick 


_ fer with villages. The country people 


there make little mounds of earth to 
keep in the water, and by the road fide 
there are conduits of water to water 
the land. We then went through two 
villages, whoſe moſchs had a kind 
of ſteeples, a fight rare to be ſeen 


in this country: they are very broad 


at bortom, and terminate in -a 
point or ſpire : they told me they 
were the tombs of ſaints to which 


they had added moſchs. About 
noon we went down a hollow way 


almoſt quite ſurrounded by a con- 


duit or canal of water, . was 


five or ſix foot broad, whoſe water 
ran over violently in two places, and 
ſpread over the lands from north- 


weſt to ſouth-eaſt. In this place we 
found two villages called Parſabeim 


and Taube, the laſt of which, 


which 1s the ſmalleſt of the two, 
is incloſed with a mud wall like a 
garden, which you go into by a 
large gate. The firſt is very large, full 


of trees and gardens, and the coun- 


try about is very pleaſant. The two 


_ villages with ſteeples, which we juſt 


now mentioned, are of the fame 
name and in the fame diſtrict, tho 


at a good diſtance from each other. 


In this place the mountains ſeem to 
terminate. That day we travelled 


a journey of five leagues, and at

whence at the break of day we 


deſcried ſome mountains covered 


with ſnow. We afterwards croſſed 
a ſmall river three or four times; 
we had very fine and mild weather 


2 to Gihara, where every one 


eltered himſelf under the ruins of 
a low wall, a thing common enough 
in theſe parts. This town contains 
above five hundred houſes, moiſt of 
them low and upon an eminence; ſo 
that from a diſtance a man might 
miſtake it for a fortreſs. It is full 


of trees and gardens, and about it 


are a great number of uninhabited 


houſes. Vou have a repreſentation 


of it in number 7. 


Proviſions abound in this place, Angoert a 


where we had excellent mutton, %% c. 
good fowls and melons, the ſeed of 


which I preſerved. I there ſhot an 

t, a bird fo called, which is 
ſomewhar like a duck, but ir flies 
higher, and ftruts with the head up 
like a cock, and delights in water 


The body of it is red and the neck 


of a yellow ruſſet quite to the eyes, 
about which ir is white to the bill, 
which is black: its wings are white, 


red, and black; my dog brought it 


to me alive. You have the repre- 
ſentation of a ſmall village in num- 


ber 58; and of the bird in num- 
59. | | 
This part of the country alſo a- Cann. 


bounds in cotton- trees, a branch of 
which I drew as as you ſee it in 


number 60. It has three or four 


pods, in the condition they are in 


when the fruit is not perfectly ripe ; 
as you may obſerve by one of the 
four which is burſt open and full of 


cotton. They either gather them, 
or they fall of themſelves, when 


the pod is open, and begins to wi- 
agg outward colour of it is 
purple, and has a delightful effect

Upon the fhirtietbh, we continued 

in this fame place, to give our 


' horſes ſome reſt. About noon there 
paſſed by a Page Ambaſſador from 


. Tſpahan, 
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Iſpaban, on his way to his own 
country. I was alone at my ſport 
when I met him, and ſome of his 


train obſerving me to. be dreſſed in 


the faſhion of Holland, called out 


to me, but I not minding them, as 
thinking they were Per/ians, two or 
three of them rode up to me, and 


told me, in Italian, that they were 


Europeans. While I was talking 


with them, the Ambaſſador himſelf 
went by: They aſked me what 
news from Europe, but I told them 


it was ſix months fince I came from 


Moſcow, and that, conſequently, I 
could give them no manner of in- 
formation about the matter. They 
had paſſed the night in the village 


next to where we were, and deſired 


me to recommend them to their 


friends at 1/þahan, and promiſed to 


do the ſame for me at Moſcow, and 
thereupon they purſued their jour- 
ney. They were about thirty per- 
ſons on horſeback, and had three or 
four banneroles or ſmall ſtandards 


with them, and were followed by 


twenty three camels, laden with 


their baggage. 


At three in the morning we re- 


ſumed our road, and having travel- 
led four leagues, we came to Sak- 
ſawa, a great village, like the for- 


mer, full of trees. On the right hand 
there are ruins of a large build- 


ing, and on the left thoſe of a large 


cCaravanſera, repreſented in number 


the mean time diverted myſelf with 


61. 
to pay the ordinary duties, and I in 


ſhooting ar pigeons. 

As we travelled on, we paſſed by 
a place full of ſena; this tree is a 
very pleaſant one to look at, and, as 


| I had never ſeen of them before, I 
was charmed with it, and ſhall give 


a deſcription of it in the ſequel. In 


the village of Araſangh, we found 


Leaving this we went over a hill, 


ſtore of pomgranates, a very refreſh- 
ing ſort of fruit, and very cheap. 


leaving the plain on the lefr hand, to 
get into the road that goes to Com. 
There is another on the right hand 


of this village that goes to Sawa, 


whither we ſhould have gone to 


We were here obliged to ſtay,” 
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pay certain duties; but as it is going 1704, 


a day's journey out of the way to 
Com, and as they are thereby liable 
to the payment of three different im- 
polls, whereas they are liable to but 


one by going diectly to Com, the ca- 


ravan commonly chooſes this laſt. 
After a journey of five hours we 
reſted ourſelves in a plain, between 
ſome hills, near the village of Han- 
geran, where there is very good 
bread, and from thence we went on 
to Saranda. There we, for the 


firſt time, drank wine of Ardevil, 


which is white and pleaſant enough 
to the palace, but it is not allowed 
to be ſold. This village is ſurround- 
ed with wells, ſupplied with water 
by a ſubterraneous canal in the vil- 
lage. 
ber we departed, and after a ſtage 
of ſeven leagues, we, at one in the 
afternoon, reached Angelawa, two 
hours before the reſt of the cara- 


van: this village is but ſeven leagues 


from Com. This part is alſo full of 
wells, or ſprings, four or five paces 
from each other, and the water of 
them is alſo conveyed under ground 
to the village. Perſia is all over 
full of ſuch ſprings and ſubterrane- 
ous conveyances. Here there are 
ravens of extraordinary ſize: but 
the land here being ſtrongly impreg- 
nated with ſalt- peter the water is 
brackiſh. Our camels went on be- 


fore us in the night, but the cuſ- 


tom -· houſe officers of Sawa having 
ſeized upon one of them, laden 
with two bales of cloth, becauſe we 
had not paſſed by that place, and 


Upon the fourth of Novem- 


becauſe this is under one and the 
ſame territory or juriſdiction, we 


were obliged to turn back again, 
and ſtay in this place till the 


ſixth of November, whence we de- 


parted before day. Coming upon 
a ſmall ditch or trench which we 


did not perceive, ſeveral of our 


horſes fell in, and amongſt the reſt 
mine, but by good chance they were 
got out again. At nine in the morn- 
ing we came upon the banks of the 
river Sawafiaey, which comes from 
Sawa: it is very broad in ſome 
places, and runs away to the ſouth- 

| „ ward, 
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1703. ward, in a plain between high 
grounds. It happened that we had 

unwarily got into a ſandy plain, be- 

ft ween ſome downs of moving ſand, 
where it is impoſſible to travel with- 

out danger. Behind theſe downs 

there are lofty mountains, between 

which is the road to Saua and to 
Com. As we had been informed 

that thoſe who had ſeized on our 
camels, intended us a ſecond viſit, 

we put ourſelves ſo vigorouſly upon 

our guard that they did not dare re- 

| peat the attempt. About eleven we 
| 2 _ reached a ſtony mountain, whoſe 
= | . * rocks repreſent all forts of objects, 
| a ſurprizing thing to behold : I

went through a town full of houſes; 1703. 
but they were all empty; it is likely www 
the inhabitants were all in tents a- 
broad, tending their cattle, There 
is a great ſtone bridge at the entrance 


into the town, by the fide of which 


we ſaw a great number of tents pitch- 
ed, and in them people of all forts 
of condition, with horſes by them, 
tyed to each other. They told us 
theſe people, among whom there 
were more women than men, were 


upon a pilgrimage, to viſit the tombs 


of ſeveral Saints. We were half an 
hour in going through the town, to 


the end of the old walls, where we 


got up our tents in a place where 
there are many ancient ruins, The 
reſt of the caravan did not arrive 
till two hours after us, having been 
under a neceſſity to croſs ſeveral 


narrow bridges, which had delayed 


them. We ſtaid here the next day, 


and had very charming weather.

and belonged to ſome public edifice 


or ſome moſch. They ſtand upon 
a ſquare wall raiſed above the 


ground, nearly of the height of 


theſe ſame columns, and the por- 
tal of this wall is a preat vaulted 
arcade: the two others are at a 
diſtance from each other and more 
damaged. Upon the top of the 
ewo firſt there is a kind of capital 
of no order, and three different faſ- 


cia's about them. They ſeem to 


be pretty equal to the ſight, and yet

bk of The bridge, we juſt now men- 


tioned, is one hundred paces in 
length and eight in breadth, with a 
ſmall brick parapet two foot high. 
This bridge, which is built of ſmall 
ſtones, has ten arches, under ſome 


of which runs the river of Comſbay, 
giver 7 when it is low, but eſpecially when 


it is high. They relate chat there 
Vas a great inundation in this town 
in the year 1591, and that it ſwept 
away about twelve hundred houſes; 
which being reported to King Abbas, 
he ordered a dyke of two leagues in 
length to prevent the like diſaſter for 
the time to come. | | 
This town is divided into twenty 
four quarters or diſtricts, and con- 
tains two thouſand one hundred 
Houſes, in each of which there is 
a well, not to ſpeak of three hun- 
dred abenbaars or ciſterns.

on the other, where the caravan

ramid, which is ſeventy eight paces

walls without ſteps ; its entrance is 1763; 
ſtopped up with rubbiſh. The www 


walls are a fathom thick, and the 
deſcent, taken obliquely, a fathom 
and an half; then they fetch a great 


ſlope and go as deep into the ground 
as they are above the ſurface, where 


this pyramid is ſmodth and round. 
You may look into it by certain 
holes, but into it there is no go- 
ing, and what is more extraordina- 
ry it ſeems to have been done de- 
ſignedly. Upon the whole, it is 
moſt likely to have been a monu- 


ment: you have it repreſented in 


number 63. There are other ruins 
on the right hand of this pyramid; 
and among others, the remains of 
a ſmall chapel. The decayed wall 
of the town reaches a good way 


beyond theſe ruins, but it is difff= - 
cult co diſtinguiſh any thing of it 
in particular. However, two of 


three hundred paces from the py- 
ramid, as you return to the town, 
there is a part of this wall tolera- 
bly entire and flanked with round 


towers, which are very much gone 
to ruin: they are to the number of 


ten, are about forty foot high, and 
very thick and ſubſtantial at bot- 


tom; you fee them repreſented in 
-number 64, with the ruins. of a 


gate which was five paces deep, 
as mach in breadth, and the wall 
was of the ſame thickneſs. All the 


reſt of the buildings are of earth, 


clay, and ſmall ftones dried in the 


ſun. For my part, I own, I never 


faw any ancient building of this 
kind; but I am nevertheleſs per- 
| uaded theſe are ruins of 


the old town, and the rather as the 


ancients make mention of the like 
buildings of earth dried in the 


fun, and a kind of lime made of 


clay. The facred hiſtorians likewiſe 


take notice that the builders of the 


tower of Babel made uſe of che like 
kind of earth inſtead of ſtone, and 
of clay inſtead of lime. And this 
is the more natural to conclude 
with regard to this country, as the 
ſun is here very powerful, and con- 
ſequently ſoon able to dry up earth 
to the nature of ſtone. It ſeems to 
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me alſo that they have mixed chop- 


A pe ſtraw with this earth, to make 


it bind the better. In the ſame 
manner they continue to build to 
this day, and all over Perfa you 
ſee of this earth dried in the ſun, 
and clay, of which they make lime. 


And, to ſay the truth of the mat- 
ter, their houſes are mean enough, 


and laſt but a little while, nor do 


they ever think of repairing them. 
From thence I went. to the north- 


| weſt of the town, where there are 


no eminences, and from thence drew 
the view you have in number 65.

we left Com an hour before day, 
and paſling by the old wall, we 


came into a plain full of villages. 
A league farther we faw two great 
ruined towers. We paſſed the day 
in a village where there is a fine 


ſtream of clear water, three leagues 


to the ſouthward of the town; and 
a league beyond we ſaw the remains 


of an ancient ſquare building with 


very ſubſtantial walls: they ſay it 
was formerly a fortreſs. There is an- 


other on the fide of this, with ſe- 


veral apartments. A league and an 
half from thence, we ſaw a large 
garden, ſurrounded with a high 
ſquare wall. About eight, we got 
into a rough ſtony plain, with lof- 
ty mountains on the right hand, 


and villages on all ſides. Upon the 


ainth, we reſted ourſelves at the vil- 
lage of Sinſin, ſeven leagues from 


the place where we had paſſed the 


night: this village is tolerably large, 
and in it are ſeveral ruined build- 


ings and caravanſeras. We left. ic

arrived at ſeven in the morning. 1703. 
One part of the caravan went to 


lodge in the town, and the other in 
the caravanſera in the ſuburbs. The 


houſes of it are fair and regular, 


and larger than thoſe of the city, 
which is reckoned one of the chief 
in Perfia ; nor indeed had 1 ever 


ſeen any till then to compare with 


it. As it is at no very great diſtance 


from Ipabun, we there found the 


inhabitants more civil and polite, 
than in the other cities we had paſ- 


ſed through. It is in 3.5 degrees Dejrins 
51 minutes of northern laticude, * & 


and is called Kaſſian, Kaſſan, Kaſ- 
ſiaan and Caſban, and ſtands at the 
end of a great plain, near the foot 
of a lofty mountain. I drew it 


from the north-eaſt, in this plain, 


whence it makes the moſt conſider- 
able figure. On the left of this 


town you ſee a pyramid like that 


of the ruined building at Com : the 
whole is to be ſeen in number 66.

under which there are rooms one 
upon another ; beſides which there 
are ſmall projecting rooms or clo- 
ſers which have a charming effect ; 
ſo that this caravanſera ſurpaſles 
all I ever ſaw. A little beyond this 
gate you come to a ſecond with a 
fine arcade; and upon finding it 
open, I went into the garden which 


zs full of great and ſmall trees well 
kept: the third gate is that of a 


great and very lofty building, above 


the wall of the garden. From the 


fourth you go to a wide court, and 


all round it is ſhelter for horſes : the- 


two ſmall gates admit into the gar- 
den only. On the other fide there 


is another, but neither ſo fine nor 
ſo large as the firſt, tho', as well as 


that, it be ſurrounded with walls. 


Over-againſt this caravanſera there 


is an aſcent of fifty ſtone ſteps, and 
beneath, a place which apparently 
mult be a tank or reſervoir for wa- 
ter, the walls and vault of which 
are of ſmall ſtones, very neatly put 


together. The gate of the town is 


vaulted alſo, and eighty paces deep, 
with a dome like that of the cara- 
ranſera. From thence you go into 
a fine bazar, well vaulted and pla- 


| ſtered, and ſtored with the ſhops of 
confectioners, druggiſts, paſtry- 


cooks, goldſmiths, farriers, braſiers 
and cooks, where you have all ſorts 


of victuals ready dreſt, roaſted and 


boiled; bakers, fruiterers and the 
like; every ſhop takes up a vault, 
and the whole is very regular and 
charmingly neat. This bazar, in 
the midſt of which there is the 
mint, runs croſs the town from one 


twelve pounds. 


on one ſide of theſe bazars, and you“ 


go into them by a great vaulted gate; 
ſome of them are fine and two ſto- 
ries high, with five or ſix ſteps be- 
fore the apartments, and the num- 
ber of them is very conſiderable in 
this town, where they make moſt 
of the ſilk and gold and ſilver ſtuffs 
in ſuch quantity that they every day 
uſe ſeven bales of ſilk, which weigh 
one thouſand five hundred and

here are ſmall, and in many parts/#*** 


of the town there are wells like 
that in the royal garden we have 


mentioned. The moſchs here have Mo 


pretty lofty towers, but few large 
domes, and thoſe there are, are not 
coloured. This city has ſeven gates, 


as has been ſaid, two of which are 


always kept ſhut, and ſeveral mey- 
doens. a „ 
They have here fruits and flowers 
at all ſeaſons of the year, and the 
fruits are here ſooner ripe than elſe- 


where; ſo that in the ſpring- time 
they here ſell melons, grapes, apri- 


cots, mulberries, pomegranates, eu- 
cumbers, and eſpecially moſt charm- 
ing water-melons. They ſay there 
are ſeventy aqueducts, which con- 
vey water to this town; and they 


there alſo reckon one hundred and 


twenty bagnio's and a great number 


of tanks ro which they go down 


by ſeveral ſteps. The number of 


mills here amounts to one hundred MI,

to three thouſand, divided into three

After him came 


his ſecond, whom I followed, and 


all the reſt two and two, each ac- 


cording to . his rank. We were 
twelve on horſeback, and twenty

rector uſed to be more numerouſly

Moſt 
of the Europeans that have lived 
here ſome time fall into the caſte 


of the Perfians, and care but little 


whether the wine be fine or foul 
ſo it be but ſtrong, The wine. he 
gave me was as clear as chryſtal, 
nearly of the taſte of Rheniſb, nor 


yielding to any French wine I ever 


drank in my life: there is alſo a 
red ſort very much like Florence. 


They fine down theſe wines in large 


earthen pots or jars, inſtead of 
caſks, as in the iſle of Cyprus, 
and after they have been well fer- 
mented, they put them into great 


glaſs bottles, which hold fixteen 


of the common ſize. To make 
theſe wines, they pick out the ve- 
ry beſt of the grapes, and are careful 
in throwing aſide all ſuch as are rot- 
ten or bruiſed ; and hence it is that 
the flavour of it ſurpaſſes. that of 
all others: they uſe alſo ſulphur 
and cardamums, to preſerve them, 
and give them a good ſcent. For the 
reſt they never drink them before 
they are a year old, nor are they 
amiſs for uſe at the end of two. 
During the time I ſtaid in 15 
city, we, by letters, dated the eig 


of November, from Aleppo, receivç- 


ed news from our country, by run- 
ners employed for that purpoſe, by 
the companies of Holland and Eug- 


land. They in like manner go to 


Gomron and other places. 
That day was the firſt of the

ty days, that is, till the return of 


the 
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1704. the new moon, as it is obſerved a- 
Among the Turks. During this ſpace 


of time they are forbidden to eat or 
to drink in the day- time, or even to 
ſmoke, which is their moſt favourite 
amuſement : but then they turn the 


night into day; as ſoon as the ſun is 


down they begin to pray, and ſmoke 
about half an hour afterwards; they 
then eat and drink as much as they 
pleaſe till day-light. But all this is 
done in form and with regard to 


certain circumſtances, for after they 


have ſmoked, they eat nothing but 
fruits, ſweet-meats and the like, 
and have no regular meal till after 
mid-night. Nor are they allowed to 
blow the trumpet or ſound any of 
their other inſtruments at mid-night, 


as uſual; they muſt wait till four or 


five in the morning; and indeed then 


they make the greater noiſe with 


them, to rouſe up the artiſans, and 
-admoniſh them it is time to riſe to 
their work. This ſign is alſo of uſe 
to thoſe without, giving them to un- 


+. derſtand they may bring in their 
goods, their fruits, herbs and the 
like, which, at other times, is done 


at mid- night. Theſe trumpets are 
alſo heard half an hour before the 
ſun goes down to give notice to the 
King's guards to e to their ſe- 

veral poſts. The ſhops muſt alſo 
be ſhut up between eight and nine 
at night, and every one muſt with- 
draw to his home; and two hours 
before it is day the mollas, church- 
men whoſe buſineſs it is to give no-

from the top of the moſchs, begin 


to call the: people together : they 
begin again at noon, and after the 
ſun is down. The Perfians alſo 
begin to. reckon their hours from 
the riſing and ſetting of the ſun ; 
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without minding how: far the day 


or the night is ſpent, or whether 
the day be longer or ſhorter than 
the night, they go all by gueſs. 
The following days, the river was 
full of ice; but nevertheleſs a ſer- 
vant: of Mr. Kaſteleins caught out 
of town a fiſh of extraordinary ſize 
in this country; it was a kind of 
carp, three quarters of an ell in 
length, and admirably well taſted. 
This fiſh they call Shirmaſbi, as 
hath already been ſaic.

The cooks ſhops are full of all forts 
of victuals, which they ſend all a- 
bout the town, a practice in no o-

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1704. well known, where the King was to 
AY Ventertain the principal Lords of his 
court. They fat down to table at 
ten of the clock, and the feaſt laſted 
but half an hour: the victuals were 
ſerved up in gold and filver diſhes, 

in which conſiſts the great magnifi- 
cence of the King of Pera; theſe 
diſhes were all covered, to the num- 

ber of two hundred, and they ſerve 

up as many again when there hap- 

pens to be more company. Moſt 


of the Lords, invited upon this occa- 


fion, wear a fort of turban adorned 
with pearls and precious ſtones; 
they call it Tha-eit/-timaer, and they 
are ſometimes adorned with: herons 


feathers of great beauty. They 
take them off when they are out of 


the hall where the feaſt is, and put 

on thoſe they commonly have upon 

their heads: a ſervant carries it be- 

Magni. fore them. During the time of 

ä 4 e this feſtival, theſe Lords appear with 
extraordinary magnificence, and eſ- 
pecially upon this day, when every 


one is ſeen in new cloaths. Not 


far from the place where the King 


gave this feaſt there were twelve of 
his led-horſes richly capariſoned; 
their houſings and faddles were ſet 
with pearls and precious ſtones, and 
their bridles were of maſſy gold. 
They were tied to ſilken halters 
which hung upon the ground, but 
care was to be taken how you trod 
upon them. Seven of theſe horſes 
were white, but had a part of their 
body, the tail, and the feet ſtained 
of a red or an orange colour. I 
could not get near to look at them 
till I had given ſomething to thoſe 


/ who had the care of them. They 


had a great carpet ſpread by them, 
upon which ſata gentleman who had 
the immediate care of them; and by 
him was a great golden hammer 


wherewith they were ſhod, and a 


trough of the ſame metal. But I 
could not, even for money, get in- 
to the hall where the feaſt was, and 
was obliged to take up with a place 
where 1 ſaw every thing paſs by. 
During this feſtival there are great 
preſents made to the King, and par- 
ticularly by the Grandees of the 


court, the baſſas and governors of 1704. 
places; their preſents conſiſt of rich www 
goods, purſes of gold, horſes, ca- 
mels, and mules ; which are carri- 

ed and conducted ſeparately by ci- 
tizens who are vaployed for that 
purpoſe by the King's expreſs order. 
Around the great ſquare of the pa- 77444. 
lace they, at the ſame time, ca | 
ten or a dozen veſſels full of ſtraw, 
hanging by the end of certain poles, 

in token of a victory they formerly 
obtained over the Aesbeck Tartars; 

thus they give out, and then they 

lead a certain number of horſes, 
covered with filk, but without ſad- 

dles, into the court of the palace. 
However I thought nothing ſo ex- 
traordinary as to ſee ſuch a number 

of the grandees croſs the court in 
their return from the feaſt, amidſt 

a vaſt croud of ſpectators. During 


the courſe of this feſtival alſo, which 


laſts for ſeveral days, they preſent 
each other with eggs: The Maer- Egg: pre- 
ſejeldaer is even obliged to wait one.

gold and ſilver neatly painted,

Upon the twenty third, we cele- Zafer.

Agent, with a numerous train, came 


to congratulate him thereupon. He 
was received after the uſual manner, 
and it was late before they parted. 
We received ſeveral other viſits the 
next day, which inſenſibly brought 
us on to the end of the montn. 

In the beginning of the month of 
April, Mr. Kaftelein had a preſent of 
young aſparagus. It was even ſold 
in the market the next day, but 
then you had not above ſixty or ſe- 
venty for a ſcore of florins. This 
aſparagus is always dear at the be- 
ginning of the ſeaſon, and there are 
few that buy them, but to make 
preſents to ſuch people of diſtincti- 
on as they ſollicit. They ſent us 
alſo ſome ſtalks and ſuckers of rhu- 21 5 
barb, preſerved in the gravy of lamb. brd. 
They are very refreſhing and laxa- =» 


tive, of a delicious taſte, and very 


much eſteemed at this time of year. 
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1704. The leaves of them are curled, 


white ſtalk, inclining to the yellow : 


ſome of them are alſo of a fine red, 


and two or three inches in circum- 
ference : theſe ſtalks are for the moſt 


part a foot and a foot and half 
long, and they eat only the tender 
part of the beſt: when they begin 


to ſhoot up, they cover them with 
earth, like aſparagus, and that makes 
them grow big. They are cultivat- 


ed for the King's table, in the neigh- 
bourhood of the town of Laer, whoſe 
governor is obliged annually to make 


him a preſent of ſome. The leaf 
of this is two or three fathom in 


circumference, and the root as well as 


itſelf, is like that of the common 
rhubarb, but it has no ſtrength like 
what grows in the country of Usbek, 
between China and Muſcovy. The 


Perſians eat the tender parts of theſe 
young ſtalks raw with ſalt and pep- 
per, as the Talians eat the ſuckers 


of artichokes ; the taſte of them is 
hot and biting, and very pleaſant : 
of the ſame they alſo make a ſyrup 


which is very refreſhing. I had the 
_ curioſity to draw this plant with its 
leaves and root, and I have met with 
leaves of a foot and an half long, 


and even ſome larger. The root 
of this had four lips, grey and mot- 
tled: they ſent it me from Fulfa, 
where it had been nineteen years in 
the ground. On one fide of this 


plant I have alſo drawn a certain 


fruit when the ſeaſon is farther ad- 
vanced, which the Perfians call Ba- 
densjoen, and the Europeans, Foekje- 
fockieſe. It is of a purple and ſome- 
times white, commonly of the ſize 


of a cucumber, but ſometimes as 
big again. It is excellent in broth, 
fryed in butter, and ſeveral other 


ways. They tranſplant the ſhrub 


- that bears it, when very young, and 
the fruit is the better for it: the 
bloſſom of it is white, purple and 


yellow, and it uſually ſhoots a foot 
and an half out of the ground, with 
ſeveral ſmall branches, the weight 
of whoſe fruit bend them down to

he appeared in half an hour's time 
at the head of a train of Lords, a- 
bove two hundred of them with the 
rich turbans we formerly mention- 


ed. I had placed my ſelf in the 


middle of the way, where this 


Prince was to paſs, and having ſeen 
him, and his train, I galloped away 
to Babaroek. a Perſian burial ground, 
the place where the ceremony was to 
be performed, a good half league 
out of the city. It conſiſts of no 
more than the bare ſacrifice of a 
male camel, without any defect; if 
any it had it would be accounted 
impure. The Darocga or Bailif of 
the city, and ſometimes .the King 
himſelf, gives him the firſt blow 
with a great launce, after which they 
diſpatch him with ſabres and knives. 
After this they cut him up into 
pieces, and divide him among the 
officers of the ſeveral diſtricts of the

N of men is a city of very great ex- 


tent, and eſpecially if you take 
* the ſuburbs ; ; and yet it does not 


make any great figure from with- . 


out, whether with regard to moſchs, 
towers, or large buildings, becauſe 
it is generally ſhaded by trees in the 
ſummer. For this reaſon I ſtaid till 
it was winter to draw a view of it, 

and even then I could do it but im- 
perfectly becauſe of the number of 
palm-rrees, pines, ſena's and cypreſſes 


which are ever green, and ſo high 


and ſo thick of leaves as to charm 
the eye. All the buildings of this 


city are grey, with platforms or ter- 


raſſes at top. There is no diſtin- 
guiſhing the wall which divides the 
city from the ſuburbs, becauſe the 
houſes are ſo cloſe together there is 


no perceiving any diviſion. All this 


i makes it a difficult taſk to draw a 
view of this city, and che rather as

it ſtands upon a level or plain, ſo 


that I was obliged to pitch upon an

of water which comes down from 
the mountains. This building is 
called Tagte Sullemaen, or che _—_ 
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of Suliman, and they were repairing 
it when I was in theſe parts. You

You go into the palace by the 
gate of Ali-kapie, which is finely 
built, and ten paces broad; it is 
more in depth, with a lofty vault or 


arcade, with pretty niches on the 


When you are 
got thro it, you ſee lofty ſtone walls 
between which you get to the build- 
ings and garden; the gate of the 
Haram is nearly like this; it was 
built while I was here, and gilt in 


the front. The firſt time I was at 


court, in the abſence of the King 
and his women, I went through a 


gallery between theſe walls, and 
thought the entrance of it quite 
royal. From thence I went to the 
new Seraglio of the women, which 
is full of ſmall magnificent apart- 


ments, with walls white without

I had 
the curioſity to lift up one of them, 
and found this hall full of looking- 
glaſſes, and adorned with fine co- 
lumns of wood, painted and gilt; 
it is the very fineſt part of the palace, 
and here alſo the King gives audience 
to foreign miniſters. There are fine 
fountains or baſons before it, and a 
canal to water the trees of the gar- 
den; this palace is divided into ſe- 
veral parts, and has ſeveral gardens 
divided from each other. You have 
here alſo fine ſtone galleries, cover- 
ed, and adorned with niches on the 


ſides, and ſtone benches three foot 


high, and ſeveral other apartments 
excluſive of the new ſeraglio, for 


which the King pays yearly the 


fum of three hundred Tomans, every 
Toman about forty florins of our 
money; all the ſhops about the 
Mey-doen and Chiaer-baag are obliged 
to contribute to it ; and the clergy 
have all the revenue of the gardens 


belonging to it, by a grant from

dn. King The King delights much in mu- 


ſick, and keeps a great number of 
hands for thar purpoſe at the Nach- 
roechone. Their chief inſtruments 


are the Karama, which is ſomewhat 


in the nature of the trumpet ; there 
are ſome of them five inches in cir- 
cumference at the mouth end, and 


four foot at the other, and ſeven 


foot ſix inches long, fo that there is 


no making uſe of them without a 


reſt; they give a very extraordinary 
ſound; they have alſo the Kyoes, a great 
drum, ſive foot two Inches deep, 
and nine foot nine inches round; 
but ic is never uſed except in war, 
and thoſe that beat it ride upon 
camels; the Hool, which is a drum 
like ours; the Nagora, a ſmall kettle- 
drum, and the trumpet or the 
Naſier.

The chief exerciſes of this nation C e 
are riding and darting the Ainer or Pa 
cane; ſhooting with the bow, and 
fowling; and their uſual paſtimes 
are tobacco and converſation. They 
are moreover great lovers of cheſs, 
and play at it perfectly well. 

Having thus ſaid all we have to 
obſerve concerning the Mey-doen or 


great market- place; let us go to the 
Chiaer-baag, or the fine alley or , Chiaet 


walk of Iſpaban, which fignifies alſo baag. 


the four gardens, and is-one of the 


principal ornaments of this capital. 
You go to it by the gate of Daer= * 
waſey-doulet or of Proſperity, built 
by Abbas the great, to the ſouth. 


This Prince ordered ſome of his 


counſellors of ſtate, to build ſome 
houſes at their own expence, at the 
entrance into theſe gardens along 
this fine walk. One of theſe Lords, 
called Gemſbe Ali Khan, accordingly. 
erected a building in form of a tower, 
againſt one of the walks that runs 
along the river; the reſt followed 
this example, and ſtrove to out- do 
each other in adorning it with fine 
ſtone buildings, and among the reſt 
with a pavilion at the entrance, 
whence the King as. he came out of 
the gardens might ſee all theſe edi-

city, as you go along by theſe gar- 


dens, you ſee two buildings oppoſite

It has thirty three arches, ſome of

There are parapet 
walls of brick, with holes throughout 
the whole length from the one end

wards becomes level. At ſome di- 
ſtance from hence you ſee. two 
other houſes of pleaſure, and after- 
wards twelve others, two and two; 
at nearly an equal diſtance from 
each other, quite to the end of this 
fine alley or way, which is every 
where of the ſame breadth, and 
bounded by the King's great garden, 
which extends from the water-falt 
quite hither. There are on each 
hand one hundred. and forty five

For the reſt his pleaſures know no 
interruption, and they pick out the 
fineſt maidens of Georgia and Ar- 
menia to put them into the Seraglio.

on his ſports, he for ſeveral leagues 


around, turns the men out of their 


houſes, to have the pleaſure of hunt- 


ing or fiſhing, or other wiſe diverting 
himſelf with their wives. The King 


that reigns at preſent has alſo given 


himſelf up to wine fince he has 
been upon the throne, and drinks 
ſometimes for whole days and nights 


together. And thus is ic that theſe 


Princes dream away the firft years 
of their reign, without any the leaſt 
concern. for the welfare of the 
ſtate, or their own glory; and the 
grandees of the court eagerly lay 


hold on the opportunity thereby 


to enrich themſelves and procure 


imployment for their relations and 


friends. The governors of the 2b 


provinces follow the example, and 4% v 
make up a purſe by every fort of N 
rapine and extortion, not ſparing 


even the revenue of the crown it- 


ſelf; and they do it with impunity

to a thouſand. ugly accidents, be- 


_ fides that he muſt be continually. 
upon the watch, for fear he ſhould 


either be ſupplanted! or fall un- 


der his maſter's ill opinion, Ac- 
cordingly his chief ſtudy is. to pleaſe. 
him, to ſecure to himſelf the aſ- 
cendant over his mind, and to avoid 


whatever might give him un- 


eaſineſs or umbrage ; with this view) 
he never fails to flatter him, to lift him 
up above all the Princes upon earth, 


and to throw a thick veil over every 


thing that might help to open his 
eyes, or diſcover to him the weak- 
neſs of the ſtate. He even takes 
very particular care to keep him in 


utter ignorance, to hide from him or 
at leaſt to ſofteh. all diſadvantageous 
news, and above all immoderately 
to exalt every the leaſt advantage he 
obtains over his enemies. By this 
ſort of policy it is, that the miniſter 


z able to aggrandize his family, and 


to raiſe his friends to the firſt poſts 
of his Empire. Nor does he ever want 


A 


a pretence for ruining ſome and 1704, 
advancing others, and this is the 


eaſter for him to do, becauſe all in 


imployment are guilty of malverſa- 


tion. He has alſo a thouſand op- 
portunities of ſerving thoſe in his 
intereſt, and who give him a ſhare of 
their plunder; and to ſend them 
royal robes by the officers of his 
houſe, who are greatly rewarded for 


the ſame, and which ſerves them 


inſtead of wages. The gover- 
nors of provinces and cities endea- 


vour for theſe preſents of honour 


by underhand practices, nor ſpare 
for money to procure them, that 
they may be the more feared by 
thoſe they govern, who muſt not 
dare to complain of their miſde- 
meanors, when they ſee them ſo 
much in favour at court as to ob- 
tain theſe robes. After this manner 
it is that the Attemaed-doulef is in 
tual agitation, to ſupport him- 
ſelf, to raiſe ſome and deſtroy others, 


according as he is actuated either by 


love or hatred. And yet with all 
his arts and precautions he can ne- 
ver be quiet in his mind, as we have 
already obſerved; for he cannot aſ- 
ſure himſelf of the fidelity of any 
one perſon, thoſe he has been kind- 
eſt to, being often the firſt to haſten 
his deſtruction, when they find that

befall him the very next day. More- 

over, tho'he is firſt miniſter and the 


greateſt man in the Empire, he is 


at the ſame time the moſt abject = 
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2 04. all ſlaves; never enjoying a moment's 


5 within, and ever fearing to 
loſe the good graces of his lord and 
maſter; he cannot pleaſe every body, 
and muſt anſwer for all the evils 

that happen to the ſtate.

lace, and the regulation of rank. 

This great officer has commonly 

in his hand a great golden ſtaff 
adorned with diamonds, and has his 

eyes continually fixed upon the King,

cuted by his Yaſcols or Uſhers, when

We muſt not forget the Beglerbegs, 
which in Turkiſb ſignifies the lords of 
lords, who are governors of the great 
provinces or countries of the ſtate. 
Theſe have commonly Khans and 
Soltans under them, and conſume 
the bulk of the revenue of their pro- 
vinces, ſending only a ſmall part 


of it to the King in preſents; 


but we have already ſaid, they are 
burthen'd with the charge of main- 
taining a certain number of troops. 
For the reſt they are as petty Kings 


in their provinces, allowing for the 


allegiance they owe to his Majeſty. 
There are fifteen or ſixteen of theſe 
Beglerbegs in this Empire, and this 
poſt is ſo conſiderable that thoſe in

none but the common people in

The Raachdaers or ſurveyors of 

the roads, who have the care of 


the highways, come next after this 


prince of the merchants. Theſe farm 
a certain extent of the roads, and in 
vertue of that receive certain duties 
laid upon goods that travel. within 


their limits; theſe duties are called 


Raagdarie, and they keep an account 
of them. This office obliges them 
to make good the roads, and to ſe- 
cure the highways, and binds them 
to reinſtate ſuch as have been rob- 


bed or deprived of their effects with- 


in their diſtrict, according to the 


value of the ſame, if they cannot be 


recovered. But when it happens 


that they do recover them, they 


take the third part ſor their own 
uſe, and deliver the reſt to the 
owner. And for this reaſon they 


are bound at their own expence to 


keep a certain number of people 
armed, who are to patroll in the 
night, in times of danger, to pre- 
vent robberies and to detect them 
as much as poſſible. This is a 
moſt admirable regulation, but it

Having ſettled the price of provi- 
ſions and goods, which he does 
every day, he carries a liſt of 
them ſealed up to the palace gate, 
and they — the ordinary ac- 
counts according to this valuation. 

It is now time to ſpeak of the Me- 


- bemander-baſhi, or the chief of thoſe 


to whom are committed the King's 
gueſts, His office is to go out of 
town to receive ambaſſadors, en- 
voys, and ſtrangers of quality or 
diſtinction; to take care they want 


for nothing, and to order them the 


uſual ſupply of neceſſaries. For 
the reſt they leave it to the choice of 
foreign miniſters, whether Chriſtian 
or Mohammedan, who are treated 
upon an equal foot at the court of 
Perſia, to ſend for what they want 
to the King's ſtores, or to receive 
every day or once a week, as they 
like beſt, the value of the ſame in 
ready money. The buſineſs of this 
officer is alſo to carry their meſſages 
to the King and the miniſters, and 
to conduct them to audiences when 
they are to be admitted. He alſo vi- 
ſits them from time to time, and talks 
with them, and endeavours to get 
out of them the reaſon of their com- 
ing, and why they reſide at court, to 
give an account of all to the miniſters.

Tan, and there put himſelf at the

He. He anſwered the King, He 
Was very ſorry he could not obey 


his Majeſty's commands, becauſe he 


had been well informed that at court 
they did not act as became them, 
and that he had been given to un- 
derſtand they only wanted to ſend 
him away to deſtroy him; that if 
it was neceſſary he ſhould be facri- 
ficed to the malice: of his enemies, 
he had rather ſubmit to his fate

For the reſt, during this time, they 
preach publickly in the ſtreets morn- 
ing and evening, and eſpecially in 
the croſs- ways, and the other more 


frequented parts, which they incloſe 


with tapeſtry and ſpread with carpets. 
They adorn alſo the walls with buck- 
lars, and other pieces of armour and 
arms, and the pulpits for the preachers 
are raiſed up five or fix ſteps; they 
hold ſome written papers in their 
hands, upon which they often 
caſt their eyes, pronouncing the 
elogy, and reciting the actions and 
wonders of the faint, A ſecond 
preacher ſome ſteps below the firſt, 
pours out, in his turn, the praiſes 
of Huſſein, ſinging out with a loud 
voice. The places where they have 
theſe ſermons are full of ſeats and 
benches; and as I had the curioſity 
to go to one of them with ſome 
friends, they no ſooner faw us than 
they ordered us ſeats, for the reſpect 
they bore to our director, who was in 
| I ſtaid 
there a good half hour, and ob- 
ſerved that all the auditors were ſo 
affected by the eloquence of their 
doctors, that they were diſſolved 
into tears. At the corner of the wall 
of the place where we were, they 
had placed a great figure indifferent- 
ly. well counterfeited, and ſtuffed 
with ſtraw, to repreſent the mur- 


derer of Huſſein, called Omar, whom . 
they burnt at night in ſeveral parts 


of the city. Theſe ſermons or diſ- 
courſes are delivered alſo in the 
night in many great places, upon 
theatres erected for that purpoſe, 
with laths, upon which they place 
above a thouſand lamps, but ſo au- 
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' 1704; iwardly and careleſsly that the wind 


blows out the greateſt part of them. 
For the reſt, the number of ſpecta- 


tors is inexpreſſible. - | 
Upon the Sunday following we

followed' by a. great ſtandard furled 
up, and by twelve armed ſoldiers, 
with each an helmer on his head; 


ard theſe by two little boys comically 


dreſſed up, with feathers and bells. 
Then camea young priſoner on horſe- 
back, followed by. ſixteen others 


chained one after another, and five 


others pinioned.- After theſe appeared 
a chariot covered with ſand, out of 


which appeared ſix bloody heads, 


but the bodies were not to be ſeen, 
ſo that one would have ſaid they 

had been cut off: There were two 
perſons dreſſed in this chariot, which 


was followed by that which carried 


the body of Huſſein, repreſented by 
a man in armour, with a ſabre in 
his hand. He was all over covered 

with blood, to ſtir up the people to

thing more moving than this ſight, 


which we had it not in our power to 
laugh at, though we were very ſen-

was followed by a number of young 


perſons, ſome of them pinioned, and 
ſome with their arms free, attended 
by a you armed with ſtaves, with 
which they, from time to time,

Theſe were followed by a great 


.chariot, drawn by men, like the 
reſt, covered alſo with bloody ſand, 


upon which were two dead bodies, and

there appeared another, from which

After 
him appeared a coffin covered with 
a black cloth, attended by fingers 
and dancers who ſeemed to conduct 
it in triumph, and after them were car- 
ried three lances adorned with preci- 
ous tones. Then came an horſe laden 
with bows and arrows, a turbant, and 
eat ſtandard; then five other horſes, 
Eden with bucklers, bows, and ar- 
rows; and three javelins upon the 
points of which appeared an hand. 
At laſt, this proceſſion vas cloſed by an 
horſe richly capariſon d, upon which 
there were three pairof pigeons; but 
this horſe was not in his place.

medans wore formerly upon their 
ſtandards, and that the five fingers 
of that hand repreſented Mohammed 
Ali Fatma, the daughter of Mobams 
med and the wife Ali, Haſſan and 
Huſſein : So that every part of this 
proceſſion refers to ſome circum- 
ſtance or other of the death of H/ 


ſein and his ſeventy two friends ſlain - 


with him, and canonized for martyrs 


by the Perfians. 


It is to. the laſt degree ſurpriſing 
that the perſons whoſe heads, legs, 
and arms appear in the chariots, 
ſhould be able to contain themſelves 
without the leaſt motion, for the 
whole day together that chis pro- 
ceſſion laſted. Moſt of the heads 
had even long beards, and their necks 
were ſo ſqueezed, that the head 
ſeemed ſeparated from che body, 
beſides that their eyes moved hardly 
at all. But I was told upon this 


occaſion they make them ſwallow 
down a kind of drink which deprived 
them of their ſenſes, and of all motion 


during the time. For the reſt, there 
is no being impoſed on with regard 
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alſo to repreſent Ali-Echber that 1704.

They make a comfit of the ſhell of 
this nut, which they eſteem very 
much, and pickle rhe kernels of it 
before it is ripe, Juſt as we do green 
cucumbers.

Wild ducks are there worth about 
ſeven-pence or eight - pence a piece; 
a good tame gooſe forty or fifty, a 
large turkey ſeven or eight, and 
the young ones in proportion. Their 
capons are exceſſively fat, and not very 
plentiful and indeed they are ſeldom 


purchaſed but to make preſents of. 
Beſides all this, they have plenty of 


ſnipes and woodcocks; many ſorts 
of wild ducks, teal, cranes, wood- 
Pigeons, turtles, larks, thruſhes, and 
partridges with red heads, which can 


only be ſhot flying, or taken with the 
hawk | 


However, every ſort of deer is 
here ſcarce enough, but cattle, and. 
efpecially beeves, abound ; you may 
have twelve pound of beef for the 
value of twenty pence, tho” the 
Por/ians eat but little of it, if you 
except the dregs of the people: It is 


almoſt all fold at Zia, and among 


the Chriſtians. They likewiſe do 
not give above ſifteen or ſixteen 
pence for twelve pounds of mutton ; 
but they raiſe the price of it as 
winter comes on. The ſame it is 
with regard to goats-fleſh, ''There 
are many wolves and foxes in chis 
ne ane but they are very ſmall. 
They alſo commonly give but Price e 
eight or ten pence for twelve pounds 5: 
of bread,” and twenty pence or four 
and twenty for the ſame quan- 
tity of rice, eight or nine pence for 
as much wheat, and ſeven or eight 
pence for as much barley when it 
is not winnowed. They give it to

green peas of the growth of Europe. 

Mood is very dear in this coun- 
try, and ſold by weight; they give 
you but twelve pounds of it for 
four pence or five pence, and the 
fame it is with regard to coals. 


Whence it is they are obliged to 


make uſe of turf, made of camel's 
dung, cow dung, ſheep's dung, horſe 
dung, and aſs dung. The chief 


Armenians of Fulfa do ſo as well 
as the reſt, or elſe the fire would 


coſt more than the victuals; where- 
as they give. bur thirty pence for 


two hundred and twenty or two thou 
and and thirty pound weight of this 


turf, They uſe it more particularly 
for heating of ovens, in which they 
bake moſt of their meats in this coun- 
try, without trouble and at a ſmall 


expence. The uſe they make of this 
dung contributes much to the clean- 
.- + lineſs of the highways, whence they 
are careful to remove the filth as 


well for this purpoſe as to manure 
their lands. They even apply. hu- 
man dung this way. 5 

I forgot to ſpeak of the root of 
Rugnas, which the Indians call Soli- 
man- daſtyn, and which they find in 


the province of Shirwan, and in the 


neighbourhood about the city. of 


Tauris. They trade greatly with ic 
to the Indies, whither, one year

Theſe baskets,

cious drug, unknown to many peo- . 


ple even of the country itſelf. It is 


a kind of gum they call Mummy, 


which they find in the neighbour- 


hood of the city of Laer, in cer- 


tain ruins or grotto's. It is ſoft and 


black as pitch, but ſmells pleaſanter, 
and drops from the rock. That 
which affords the beſt is locked and 


ſealed up, and none but the Gover- 


nour of Laer, and ſome other 
Grandees are allowed to go in and 
collect for the King; and they do 
not get together above eight or ten 
ounces of it a year, ſo that it is 
a very great rarity. This gum is 
admirable for fractured bones, and 
they aſſure you that let the human 
body be bruiſed and broken ever ſo 


much, it reſtores it in twenty four 
hours time To this purpoſe they 
melt in, to the quantity of a pea, 


with butter in a ſpoon, which they 
make the patient ſwallow down, and 
then apply the ſame quantity of it, 


or a little more to the afflicted part, 


or in proportion as the caſe requires, 
and then they bind it about with 
linen, and uſe ſplints, for a broken 
leg. They attribute the diſcovery 


of this medicine to a hunter who 


had broke the leg of a ſtag, which 
nevertheleſs got from him. The 
ſtory relates, that the hunter return- 
ing the next day to his ſport, ſhor, 


as he thought, at another ſtag, but 
was much ſurprized to find it was 
the ſame, whoſe leg he had broken 


the day before, and eſpecially upon 
obſerving the fracture was

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cured. The rumour of this acci- 
dent ſpreading round about, they 
attributed the ſuddenneſs of this 
cure to the vertue of this gum, 
the affair happening near the place 
where it drops. They made experi- 
ments of it upon other wounds, and 
it failed not of exhibiting the ſame 
effect; nor was there more deſired 
to give it a great reputation. 

In the country of Loreſtan, they 


; find another ſort of it, which pro- 


duces much the - ſame effect, bur it 
is three or four times as long in 
2 a cure. The difference 

tween theſe two ſorts, is known 
by putting ſome of each upon burn- 
ing coals; the ſmoke of this laſt has

For the reſt, as this 
mummy belongs wholly to the King, 
and as there is but little of it pro- 
duced, it is very difficult to 
get any of it, and eſpecially for 
money. Thoſe, however, who have 


the charge of it, do ſometimes ſend 


ſome of it privately as a preſent to 
the firſt miniſters of ſtate. That 
of Loreſtan is not quite ſo ſcarce to 
be met with, I flatter my ſelf I have

HE town or ſuburb of Fulfa 


is divided into ſeveral parts, and 


particularly into the old and new 


colony. The old one, which they call. 


Soeg-ga,is inhabited by the principal 
merchants ; and they ſay their ance- 
ſtors came thither from ſeveral parts, 
andeven from the frontiers of Turkey, 
in the reign of Abbas the great, and 
that this Prince aſſigned them cer- 
tain lands for their ſupport. The 
Gawres, the ancient followers of 


Zoroaſter, ſettled there likewiſe with

ſome ſtrangers, we ſhall ſpeak of in 
meſequer, | | 
New Yulfa is higher up, and ſub- 


divided into ſeveral diſtricts, (1) 


that of Gaifrabaet or of Koets, in- 
habited by ſtone-cutters, who work 
for buildings and tombs; (2) that 
of Tabrieſe, full of weavers and ar- 


tificers in ſtuffs, among whom are 


ſome Frenchmen; 


(3) that of Toe 
Vor. I. 


or of Samſba-baet, which belongs 
to the old colony, and is inhabited 
by merchants and artificers; (4) 
that of Eriwan, full of common 
people; (5, 6, and 7) are called 
Nagt-fiewaen, Siachſa-baen and Ka 
ket-fie ; theſe are inhabited by the 
ſame, and all theſe people are called 
after the diſtri they live in, with- 
out any other diſtinction. |

all the other diſtricts put together, and 


contains near two thouſand families, 


of which are thoſe of ſome of the 
moſt wealthy, and moſt conſider-

The old Fulfa properly belongs to

other diſtricts we have enumerated 
are under the Nagaſi-baſhi or chief 
of the King's painters. They have ne- 
vertheleſs their particular chiefs, and 
they had formerly a burgo-maſter. 
The firſt diſtrict of Fulfa, which 
is the ſouthward, conſiſts of a large 
ſtreet, inhabited by Guebres, that 


is, by thoſe who have embraced 
Mohammediſm within three years; 


their wives, by ancient cuſtom, go 
with the face bare. I never was 
able to get a thorough under. 
ſtanding of what theſe people were 
till after my return from the Indies, 


and therefore I ſhall defer what 1 


have farther to ſay of them till that 
time. | 


Ihe principal buildings of Tulfa 


are the churches, the chief of which is 


that of Anna- bact or of the biſhop, 
concerning which, we ſhall declare 
ourſelves when we are to ſpeak of 
the baptiſm of the croſs. The ſecond, 
which has a fine dome, is that of 
Surpa-Froop or of St. Fames, full of 


| ge tel repreſenting ſacred ſtories, 


ke that of the biſhop ; it has ſome 
vacant places on the right-hand, 
and the women are there divided 
from the men. The third, which 
is the largeſt, is that of Surpor- 
tomaſa, or of St. Thomas. It is long, 
and, on each fide, ſupported by three 
{quare columns. This church has 
no paintings, and all the walls of 
it are white; the dome of it is very 
low, and you go up to the altar by 
three ſteps on each ſide. 
theſe churches, there are eleven or 
twelve ſmaller, and leſs adorned. 
There are alſo thirteen or fourteen 
in the new Zulfa, but they are ſmall, 
and not at all remarkable. 
The principal Armenians have 
ſome tolerably fine houſes in the 


old Fulfa. The chief of them is 


that of Hodſhe-minozes, whoſe great 
hall is all gilt, and painted with

Beſide 
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flowers and other ornaments, and 1704. 
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has ſeveral looking glaſſes. 
cieling of it is vaulted, and divided 
into four compartments, in- the

At the two ends of this hall 
there are niches full of feſtoons and 


foliages interwoven, of unſpeakable 


beauty.

behind the houſe, with a building a- 


part for the women, after the man- 
When I had examined into what 
was curious and remarkable in this 


houſe, the maſter of which enter- 


tained me very ſplendidly, I went 


to ſee that of the burgo-maſter Ho- 


gaes or Lucas, which I found to be 
as large as the former, but not ſo 
gaudy. From this, I went to that of 
Arjiet-Aga, before which there was 


a great garden; it is alſo very large 


and full of fine apartments. That of 
Hodſhe-Saffraes has alſo a large garden, 


and all the walls of the houſe are paint- 


ed and full of figures as big as the 
life. Among others there is a Tur- 
kiſh man and a Turkiſh woman, 
and ſeveral other figures dreſſed after 
the Perfian and Spaniſb manner, at 


- ſome diſtance the one from the o- 


ther. Upon the top of this houſe 


there is a fine terraſs, whence 
you have the moſt inchanting pro- 


ſpect in the world, in which King A6- 
bas took a fingular pleaſure in his time. 


The houſe of Hodſhe- Agamaet is one 
of the loftieſt and beſt adorned ; it has 


a beautiful apartment next to the 


ſtreet, with fine large windows, and 


the terraſs of it is charming. The 


houſes of Hodſhe-Ovannis, of Hodſhe- 


Mur ſa, and of ſeveral others yield in 
nothing to theſe. Some of them have 
a elegant marble. fountain with a wa- 
terfall in the fineſt apartment, or at 
the entrance without. YG. 


All theſe houſes are extremely Neatneſs of 


neat and well kept; the rooms of thebv/er. 
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1704. them are covered with fine carpets, 
UYV and full of cuſhions of gold and 
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or ſilver chaſed, and is four or five 1704. 
fingers broad, and under this they . 


ſilver brocade. The front. gate of 


moſt of theſe houſes is very ſmall,

Under this 


band they have a golden Chambara, 


adorned in the ſame manner, and two 


fingers broad, and down the cheeks 


they have a ſcore of golden ducats, 
and other ornaments, enriched with 
pearl, which comes underneath che 


chin, and the lower part of their 


face, quite to the noſe, is covered 


with a veil, faſtened behind the head. 


Beſide this, they wear another veil 


about the neck, the ends of which 


are embroidered with gold and ſilver, 


and this is alſo faſtened behind the 


broidered, which covers their neck, 
and goes over the two others; this 


head, and theſe two veils are never 
taken off. They have a third em- 


alſo is faſtened upon the head and 


falls down to the bottom of their 


upper garment, which is common- 


ly of gold brocade, and lined with 


ſables. The garment they wear un- 


der this is of a flowered ſtuff, 


and they have a third which does 


not fall below the knee. Their 
ſhift is of embroidered taffeta, or 
ſome other rich ſtuff, and a little 
ſhorter than their upper gar- 


ment. Under this they wear drawers 


of a fine ſtriped ſattin, buskins or 


boots after the Perſian mode, and

have a filken one with a buckle; for 
the reſt ſome. of them ſet them 
with precious ſtones. They have 
commonly two or three gold chains 
about the neck, by one of which 
hang ſmall boxes of perfumes, and 

Theſe chains 
they. wear with the addition of a 
coral necklace, to every third bead 
of which they hang either a ſingle 
or a double ducat. They wear al- 
ſo golden bracelets, and have their 
fingers laden with rings. Inſtead of 
the furred gown, they, in ſummer, 
wear another garment, ſhorter and 
without ſleeves, which does not fall 
down below the knee.

marriages, and funerals. 


When they have a child born a- Ce at 


mong them, their firſt care is toë⁰. 


give it a god-father, and at the 
end of ſome days, a woman carries 
this child to church that it may be 


baptized; ſhe delivers it into the 


hands of the prieſt, who dips it three 


times, naked, into a bucket of wa- 


ter, which ſerves them for a font; 
the prieſt all the while pronouncing. 
a certain form of words, as the 
cuſtom is with us. He then anoints 
the child with holy oil, upon the 
head firſt, then upon the mouth, the

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after Which he wraps it up in its 
cloaths, and carries it up to the altar, 


where he crams the ſacrament in- 


to its mouth. This done he puts 
it upon the arms of the god-father, 
who covers it with a ſtuff, he pre- 


ſents it; after all this they return,

the reſt, they have here commonly 
the fame godfather, for their chil- 
dren, and when a child happens to 


be born a little before Eaſter, or 


che feſtival of baptizing the croſs, 
they are obliged to have it bap- 
tized upon that ſame day. Ir muſt 
here alſo be obſerved, that neither 
this godfather, nor any of his near 
relations, can marry with any of thoſe 
of the child to the third or fourth 
degree of conſanguinity. And even 


when it happens that a girl and a 


boy of different families have been 
repreſented by the ſame godfather, 
they may not marry together.. 

Their marriages have ſomething 
odd enough in them ; the parties do

where: The parents on each fide 
make the whole agreement among 


themſelves, and draw up the marriage 


contract. Upon the wedding day 
the bridegroom ſends for muſic, and 
invites ſome friends to his houſe,

tended couple put them on. The 
bridegroom being thus dreſſed, 
goes with ſome of his friends, and 
two or three of his relations, to the 
apartment of his ſpouſe that is to 
be, where he is received and com- 
plimented by his father, or brother, 
or neareſt of his relations, who 
gives him ſome exhortations, and 
wiſhes him all forts of joy and happi- 
neſs. The young girls, formerly 
mentioned, then faſten another croſs 
of red ſattin, upon the firſt, and the 

women bring him a handkerchief, 
which they give him to hold by 


one corner, and the bride by the 7 


other. 'The bride is now covered 


with a fine embroidered veil, thro' 


which, however, you may ſee her 
cloaths, and her face is covered 
with a red taffety, which hangs

lighted taper in hand. As ſoon as 


they are got thither, the relations 
take the handkerchief from the 
bridegroom, and then go each to 


his place. As ſoon as maſs is 


begun the confeſſors appear, and 
confeſs the young couple, who then 
go up to the altar, where the prieſt 


asks the man, if he will have the 


woman offered to him to be his wife, 


and if he will honour and cheriſh 


her, whatever may happen to her 
for the time to come, whether ſhe 
be taken blind, or loſe the uſe- of 


her limbs, or whether ſhe be afflict- 


ed by any other accident of the kind? 


The man anſwering in the affirma- 


tive, the prieſt asks the woman the 
fame queſtion, ſhe anſwering in the 
ner, the prieſt firſt vers 
N | their 
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their hands, and then their heads, 


which a brideman keeps together - 


with an handkerchief, 2nd then he 
covers them with a croſs. In the 
mean time they read over the office 
for the occaſion, and fay the 
uſual prayers; then the prieſt takes 
the croſs from off them, and ad- 
miniſters to them the ſacrament of 
the altar, and every one returns to 
his place. When maſs is over, they 
go out of the church; the prieſts 


walk before the new married couple, 


to the ſound of drums, hautboys and 
the like, the couple continuing to 
have the handkerchief, already men- 
tioned, about their necks, and being 
followed by all their friends. At the 
bridgegroom's door, they meet with 


a great baſon full of ſherbet, with 


which they entertain the prieſts and 


all that are invited, whom they per- 


fume with roſe-water, which they 
take out of a ſilver pot. Then they 


conduct the men and the women to 
two oppoſite apartments, in expecta- 


tion of dinner, which being ready, 
they ſit about it, the women ſtill 
apart from the men. This dinner 
is placed upon a large carpet ſpread 


upon the ground, upon which they 


ſit after the manner of the Orientals. 
They firſt ſerve up conſerves, with all 
ſorts of liquors, and then the meats. 


But we muſt not forget that when 


the bride and bridegroom have re- 
ceived the ſacrament at their mar- 


riage, they — them ſeparated for 


three or four days; but when they 
have not, they conduct them that ſame 


night to the bridal chamber, where, 


having perfumed them with roſe-wa- 


ter, they leave them to themſelves. 


The porn Some days after the wedding, 


of Girl. 


they bring the bride all that had 
been promiſed for her dower, which 


commonly conſiſts of apparel, of 


gold, ſilver and Jewels, in propor- 
tion to the means and condition of her 
Friends. Thereto they alſo add 


ſweatmeats and fruit, and the whole 


is. brought in fine wooden pails, to 


the ſound of ſeveral inſtruments, as 


has already been obſerved with re- 


gard to the Perfians. This, how- 


ever, is ſometimes deferred till che 
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birth of the firſt child, and then they 1704. 
add a cradle and every thing elſe YV 


neceſſary for the infant. The couple 
alſo, ſometimes, go to church on 


horſeback, and return in the ſame _ 


manner ; they even marry them in 
private upon certain occaſions, and 
in the night, in the preſence of a 
ſmall number of relations. 


But of all that is practiſed among gz, 


the Armenians, nothing ſeemed more is their 


extraordinary to me, than their /i, 


cuſtom of marrying their children 
in their moſt tender years, ſo that 
there are but few that have not been 
married at the age of ten or twelve 
years. They betroth them even when 
they are not above a year old, and 


frequently while they are as yet in 


their mother's womb. The reaſon 
they give for this is, that when 


girls are unmarried they are in 


danger of being taken away and 


locked up in the Seraglio, a miſ- 


fortune they hope to avert by this 


way of marriage, tho there are not 
wanting inſtances to prove that this 
rule is not without exception. 


As I have already made mention ennie, 
of the ceremonies they obſerve at ar. fun- 


their funerals, in the account I for- 


merly gave of my voyage upon the 
Wakes, 1 have hen nl - ada, thac 
the women are preſent upon theſe 
occaſions as well as the men, and

Theſe bearers are always 
of the common people. They put 
the body into the ground without 


any coffin, with the head raiſed a 
little up, and the prieſt throws three 


times earth upon it in the form of 


a croſs. 


When they return from the ſu-

of the deceaſed, and are there en- 
tertained both at dinner and ſupper. 


The ſame ceremony is continu- 
ed for forty days together, with 
regard to two prieſts and two dea- 
cons, who every morning go to

- Tho' the Armenians are very ſuper- 
ſtitious in exterior things, they are 
almoſt quite careleſs of ſuch as 
are more folid, and which they ought 
to have more at heart, and eſpecially 
for what concerns the education of 
their children, who are oftentimes

at, ſeeing they are married ſo very 
young, that they have frequently 
children before they themſelves are 
well out of the ſtate of childhood. 
So that they are ſo taken up with 


family affairs when they come to 


void of all charms; this is an obſer- 


an age when they might be fit to 


learn ſomething, that it is impoſſible 


they ſhould make a proper uſe of it.

And indeed the women are deſtitute 
both of wit and genius, and entirely 


vation I had made, and particularly 


at funerals, where there are ſome- 


times two or three thouſand of them 


together, and who look like ſo many 


aged matrons, paſt all their bloom 


and beauty, however young they 


may be. This is ſo much the 
ſtranger as they have every day be- 
fore their eyes the Perſian women, 
who are well ſhaped, beautiful and 
agreeable, with a noble gate, and a 


charming air in every thing they do 


and every thing they have upo 
them, which appears even 1 


manner wherewith they adjuſt the 


White veil that covers them. Nor 
are the Turks and the Greeks leſs 
raking in their air and all their mo- 


tions; while, on the contrary, the 


ttrtibutes not a little to this, and 


chat they are generally ſmall of ſta- 


Armenian women are quite diſagree. 
able and diſguſt you. The linen 
with which they hide the mouth, con- 


makes their checks ſwell; nor to ſay 


unmannerly in company with their 
neareſt relations, when they offer 
them a glaſs of wine, which, turn- 


ing themſelves to the wall, they 


never fail to toſs off, let the ſize of 
the glaſs be what it will. From 
the care they take to hide themſelves 
from the eyes of men, it might 
be imagined that they are invincibly 
chaſte, and moſt rigidly vertu- 
ous; but he that ſhould conclude 
thus would be moſt egregiouſly 
miſtaken ; for there are a number 
of them who proſtitute themſelves 
for money, and who, diſguiſing 
themſelves as men, go on horſe- 
back with their mothers to paban, 
where they drive on a little trade, 


while the poor husband thinks them . 


proof againſt all temptation, on- 
ly becauſe they never unveil them 
ſelves; but men were not thus 
to be deceived in ancient times ; for 
Fudah took Tamar to be a proſti- 


tute, becauſe ſhe was covered with 


a veil. 


how to make it turn to account 
when they have got it; their whole 
ſtudy is ſo bent upon this, that they 


are unmindful both of the other du- 


ties of life, and of what paſſes in 
the world. And yet they cry up 
Perfia above all the other countries 
under the ſun, and imagine it to be 
the ſource of all arts and ſciences, tho 
they are as little able to judge of the 


matter as a blind man is of colours ; 


for tho they continually travel in 
Europe, and carry on a great trade 
there, they never give themſelves 


the trouble to examine into what is 


curious and remarkable there; nor, 
indeed, would they ſtir a ſtep out 
of their way, or be at the leaſt ex- 
pence whatſoever, to ſee what is fine 
even in their own”country. They 
know nothing but what they have 
heard from others, and I took no- 
tice that choſe who travelled with

of their buſineſs, are above the reach 
of their underſtanding, which is 


altogether uncultivated. As. ſoon 


as they have learned to read and to

they go to, or come from T1/þahan, 
they commonly ride double upon 


an horſe, a mule, or an aſs, which 


is to be ſeen in no other country. 
When they trade with the Per- 


fans, upon their market days, in 


their little ſhops, in the city, where 


they ſellcloth by the yard, they dare 


not drink wine, or any other ſtrong 


liquor for fear they ſhould be ſmelt;

And this 
ſlavery fo preſſes them more and 
more every day by frequent ad- 
ditions of weight, that it is to be 
feared they may one day or other be 
ſtript of all their privileges, if they 
do not embrace the errors of Mobam-

gain; a monſtrous effect of hatred! 
His brother who had married in 


France, where he had left his wife, 
and whence he had brought twolittle 
girls he had by her, came every day 
to our director, to implore his protec- 
tion againſt the injuſtice of his bro- 
ther, who wanted to have him ſeiz- 
ed by the Mohammedan judges, as he 
had ſer ved him once before, and from 
whoſe clutches he could not be free 
but by a ſound baſtonading.

at Fulfa, moſt of them French, and 


Carmelites. 


three of Geneva, one of whom is 


4 goldſmith, and the others are 
watchmakers ; their names are Siorde, 
de Findt and Batar, and two phy- 
ſicians, the one a Frenchman called 
Hermet, and a Greek born at Smyrna. 
They are all of them, except Finot, 
married to Armenians of low birth, 
ſo that they have much ado to live; 
for there is no buſineſs here 
for ſtrangers, as has already been 
obſerved. Moreover, the Perſians 
have able phyſicians and tolerable 
mathematicians among themſelves; 
but they know nothing of ſurgery, 
nor make any account of foreign 
ſurgeons. Nor indeed have they 
any great regard for thoſe in the 
ſer vice of the King, whoſe allowances 
are paid them in bills upon other 
cities, which they are obliged ſome- 
times to diſcount at a third, and 
ſometimes at an half loſs. 


For the reſt, it is impoſſible to 


expect an advantageous match with 
any woman here, ſeeing there is 
hardly one example of an European 
married into à rich or a conſider- 
able family. Nor are they ſooner 


married than they conform to the 1704. 


cuſtoms and manners of their wives... 


whom they ſhew to none of their 
countrymen; but to ſay the truth 
of the matter, this change is chiefly 


feen among the French; for the 

_  Enghſh and Dutch adhere to the 
practices of their fathers. A fignal 
example I ſaw of this in Mr. Kaſtelein 
our director, whoſe wife, a Lady of 


birth and merit, was eſteemed by 
every body, and regretted by all. 
She appeared always, with her daugh- 
ter of ten years old, at her husband's 
table, which was open to all the 
Europeans ; but whenever he went 
to viſit thoſe in Fulfa, their wives 
were not to be ſeen. And upon 


the whole they retain nothing of 


their country but the language. 

It is not ſo with the ſtrangers who 
reſide at Conſtantinople, Smyrna, and 
other places under the dominion of 
the Turk, where the Greek women 


they marry, make no difficulty 


to ſubmit to the cuſtoms and 


manners of their husbands, or to 
conform to their religion, in which 


they train up their children; where- 
as thoſe of the Armenian women 


we have been ſpeaking of, follow 


the religion of their mothers. 


I am not ignorant that I might, 
be here confronted with the example dels 
of the famous traveller Pietro della Valle. 


Valle, a Roman Gentleman, who 


married at Bagdat ; but beſide that 


love is apt to triumph over prudence, 
one ſingle example can never be ex- 


hibited as a rule. For the reſt, I 
hope I may be here allowed to ſtop

where I lodged in my return from 
the Indies, that I may not be under

There are, 
however, ſeveral of them who have 
gained great reputation for arms in 
Perſia and elſewhere. | 
Before I conclude this chapter, I 
ſhall by the way ſay a word con- 
cerning the public Miniſters who 


come to the Court of Pera with 


letters from ſome of the Chriſtian 
Powers, and of whom there are ſe- 
veral, who moſt aſſuredly deſerve 


not the ſtile of Miniſters, and who 


ought to be accounted no better 


than meſſengers, and letter carriers. 


And, to ſay the truth, they reflect 


but little honour on thoſe who ſend 


them, ſeeing the chief end of their 
journey is, that they may be exempt 
from paying the cuſtomary duties 
on the goods they bring along with 
them, a privilege granted to all who 


are charged with ſuch letters to the 


King of Perſia. 


They are even 


furniſhed with the carriages they 
want, wherever they go, and 


have likewiſe allowed them a cer- 
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tain ſum per day, in proportion to 1704. 


their number of followers, during all WY 
the time they are at this Court; but 
the ſum is ſo ſmall, that the meaneſt 


Miniſter might bluſh to receive it. 
Upon the whole, it cannot but be 
wondered at, that the Chriſtian 
Princes ſhould frequently employ 
Armenians to deliver ſuch letters to 
the King of Pera; and that theſe

ation; when nothing is more certain 
than that they have neither honour 
nor conſcience, and that without 
ſeruple they defraud and even ruin 
thoſe who are ſent with them to. 
court, As for their religion, the 
facility with which they every day 
deny Chriſt to embrace the errors 
of Mohammed, makes it very evident 
that they are bur lictle acquainted 
with the truths of their own reli- 
gion. This is a neceſſary intimation 


to thoſe who are ſtrangers to this 
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Dutchmen who embrace Mohammediſm. The proclamation f 
the Korog.

A BOUT the end of this month 

of May, I went out of town 
with Mr. Bakker, our director's de- 
puty, in queſt of game along the ri- 
ver, and particularly of a certain bird 
called e or the Water 


Carrier, which had been often ob- 


ſerved in that neighbourhood. We 
perceived him at a diſtance in ihe 
air, but could not get near him, 


which I was very ſorry for, hav- 


ing never ſeen the like, tho' he is 


often in the parts near the Wage, 
Aſtracan, and the Caſpian-Sea. This 


bird is of an extraordinary ſize, and has 
a great pouch, filled with water, 


which, as they ſay, he diſtributes 
Vit L | 


to other birds. In ſhort, finding 
we had no ſport this way, we threw 


nets into the water, and took a 


large quantity of fiſh, which we pre- 
ſented to our director; and in the 
evening returned to town, where, 
the next day, there was a great hur- 
ricane. 


Upon the firſt day of Fune there

In this diſtreſs, 
they came and preſented themſelves 


at the gate of out director's houſe ; 


but he ſent them word to be gone, 
and apply themſelves to thoſe whoſe 


faith they had newly embraced; they, 


however, returned ſoon aftef, and 
intreated him to take them again 
into the company's ſervice, aſſuring 
him they were in the deepeſt deſpair 
for the fault they had committed, 
and that they moſt earneſtly defired 
to be received again into the boſom 
of the Chriſtian Church. He told 
them it was not in his power to 
gtant theif tequeſt ; that they were 


to thtow themſelves upon the com- 


pany's mietcy, and return to Gamron, 
Where, aceording to the Laws, they 
had deſerved death; and that, upon 
ſuch conditio, he would write to 
the ditector of that place, to deſire 
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3. forded them the leaſt affiſtance on 
the road. Nor were they bet- 


ve, 
i 


fuch as had not been able to get out 1702 
of the way ſoon enough; and he pre- 


ſently came up with me, and ſhewed 
me the way I was to go. I obeyed him 
inſtantly, and took a long circuit 
to return to the city, whete all 
the avenues to the ftreets through 
which he was to paſs, were lined 
with guards, to keep people from 
going that way, ſo that I had 
much ado to get to my lodging. 
The next day I went to the fame 
place, and found all the ways guard- 
ed as the day before, and ſome a- 
venues of the Chiaer-bazg ſpread 
with certain cloths. When a man, 
upon ' theſe occaſions, happens to 
be ſurpriſed, he muſt get out of the 
way with the utmoſt diligence ; 
but they commonly give warning to 
every one to keep out of the way 
and even td quit his houſe, whether 
by night or day, as long as the Korog 
laſts; and I have been often obliged 
to leave my Caravamſerai upon that 
account. |

upon liſtening to it, I found ic was 


the Korog. This is a cry to warn 


all people that the King is corning 


with his concubines, and that every 
perſon is to get out of the way upon 
pain of moſt rigorous puniſhment. 
I accordingly retired among the reſt, 
as faſt as I could, and the Prince 
went by ſoon afterward. He was 


preceded by 'a man on horſeback. 
who rode full ſpeed, to diſperſe 


ſerve the King. This Prince being 


informed of their arrival, acquaint- 


ed them he would have but one of 
them, and him they did not keep 
long, and while they did, allowed 
him ſo ſmall a ſalary that it is a ſhame 
to mention it. Indeed this gunner, 
who was cloathed before he was 
preſented, was only to ſhoot at a 
mark with ſome ſmall pieces of 
cannon, a diverſion the King never 
was preſent at ; but what is remark- 


able, they wereas long in preparing 


what was neceſſary for this rrifling 
exerciſe, as we ſhould be in building 
a fortreſs. And indeed they ſoon 
diſmiſſed this gunner, who to fay 
the truth, was not of a turn to rake, 
with this people, who are not to be 
ſatisfied but by great aſſiduity, and 
the moſt extraordinary application. 


Upon the ſeventeenth of this month . 4 
there was a great eclipſe of the tbe mor. 


moon, which appeared red, and 
was almoſt entirely darkned. Upon 


che rwenty-/iff there were ſome 


clouds in the tky, after a ſeries of clear 
weather 
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weather, during which there were 
none at all to be ſeen; they were of a 
fine blue, without any dusk, a fight 
common enough in this country. 
In the beginning of July there aroſe 


high winds, which were ſucceeded 


by a great hear. 


Upon the third of this month 


they opened the ſhops, which had 


been ſhut up for five or fix days to-

At this time there happened a 
diſpute between ſome of the Engliſh 
Agent's ſervants and certain Per ſians, 
and from words they fell to blows. 
The Per/ians in a rage, and breathing 
nothing but vengeance, maliciouſly 
gave out that one of their country- 
men had been killed by an Arme- 


nian in the ſervice of that Miniſter, 


upon Which all the ſhops in the 
diſtrict where he lived were ſhut 
up. The people, fired with the no- 


tion of this pretended murder, ran 


Treachery 
of an in- 
terpreter. 


with their complaints to the high 
Bailiff who was a Georgian, and had 
been a Chriſtian. This man, with- 
out any orders from his ſuperiors, 
ſummoned the Agent's interpreter, 
who was an Armenian, and made 


him fign a paper, by which he o- 


bliged himſelf either to produce the 


murderer, or pay a certain ſum of 


money in default thereof. This he 


did without any ſcruple, though in 


his conſcience he knew there had 


been no murder, and even accuſed 


his countryman; which was the 
eaſier for him to do, as his maſter, 
who by his authority might have 
warded off the blow, was ſick in 


his bed. In the mean time they cried 


aloud for vengeance for the death 
of a low raſcal of a Perfian, who 


had been only cudgelled for his 


at inſolence; and they treated 
all the Franks, (ſo they call the Euro- 


peans) as murderers, and carried their 1704. 
complaints to the Court. Not fa- www 


tisfied with this, they in a rage car- 
ried the effigie of a dead body to 
the Chiaer-baeg, to inflame the minds 
of the populace ; and even obliged the 
firſt Miniſter to demand the pretend- 
ed murderer from the Engliſb Agent, 
who had ſheltered him. This Mini- 
ſter, at the ſame time, had an order 
to diſcharge all his Mohammedan ſer- 
vants; upon which the Engliſß de- 
manded a reſpite of eight days, which 
was granted them. The 
nocent Armenian had in the mean 
time concealed himſelf in Julfa, 
where he was betrayed by the in- 
terpreter, we havealready mentioned, 
who produced him to the officers of 
juſtice, who carried him to priſon 
but the inraged and intoxicated mul- 
titude, not at all appeaſed by this, 
demanded him, and they were forced 
to deliver him into their hands. 
They then conſulted what they 
ſhould do with him, and the moſt 
moderate of them were of opinion 
they ſhould releaſe him, and would 
have made a preſent of him to the 
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or in- 


King ; but the reſt were violently 


againſt this, and laying their hands 
on their ſabres, dragged him away, 
in defiance of law or juſtice. They 


were the more exaſperated againſt 


him, as they had in vain endeavour- 
ed to ſeduce him over to Mohamme- 
di ſin, with a promiſe of life and liber- 
ty in that caſe, and of a conſiderable 
ſum of money beſide, and to procure 
him an advantageous marriage ; but 
tho'he had immediate death before his 
eyes, he rejected all their offers with 


an unſpeakable fortitude and heroic Cm 


conſtancy. He even anſwered ſome menian 
Armenians who had themſelves a. and his 


poſtatiſed, and whoexhorted him only diatb. 


to feign a compliance, ſaying, Hewould 
never deny his Saviour and bis Gad; 
whereupon the Perſians inflamed 
wich TONE and rape, fell upon him 
and cruelly deprived him of life. 
They then dragged him to the 
great ſquare of che palace, where 
many of them thought they could ne- 


ver enough inſult his body, or vent 


a ſufficient number of impreca- 


tions 
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1794 tions enough upon him; they even 


tore out his bowels and threw them 
into the lay-ſtall ; nor could even 
the women. forbear to treat him 


with barbarity. Thus died this 


Chriſtian heroe, this faithful ſer- 


vant, who had never forſaken 
his maſter during the whole courſe 
of his illneſs, but had conſtantly 
and diligently tended him night and 
day. His name was Gregory Aſſa- 
ſoer, and he was but twenty years 
of age; a man of extraordinary for- 
titude and of an heroic courage, as 
appears by his death, ſo worthy to be 
admired by all Chriſtians. The 
proper officers ordered his body to 
i carried to Fulfa, where he was 
buried in the church of St. Savior, 
the fineſt of all in that diſtrit; and 
an Armenian, a merchant, at his own 


expence, erected a tomb over him, 


that he might to generations to 
come tranſmit the memory of ſo 
glorious a death, and at the ſame 
time exhibit a teſtimony of the 
love and friendſhip he bore him, 

It is eaſy to conceive what a ter- 
ror this tragical and barbarous 
bloodſhed infuſed into all the ſtran- 
gers at Iſpaban, who were ſome 


days before they dared to appear 


abroad, for fear of expoſing them- 
ſelves to the fury of a mercileſs 
multitude, who were drunk with 
the impunity of their crime. For 


the reſt, it muſt fairly be owned 


that, before this accident, they 


always paid a great regard to the 


Enghſh and Dutch. As at this time 
we expected ſome of the company's 
goods from Gamron, people were 
ſent to meet them according to 
cuſtom, and to carry them to our 


. warehouſes. And this is done to 
prevent the Perſans from inſulting 


thoſe who brought them, and turn- 


ing them out of the way, which,

as it uſually happened, they failed 
f Our people 
they were attacked and in- 
ſulted by theſe infidels, and their 
bales thrown. down, made head a- 
gainſt them, and it happened that 
the ſon of the King's firſt phyſician, 
who was preſent, received ſome 


blows of a cudgel. The Perſians, who 
I

proved to be the weakeſt, upon this 1703. 
occaſion, had recourſe to complaints, ww 


and demanded ſatisfaction for the 
injury they pretended to have re- 
ceived; and our director, to whom 
they addreſſed themſelves for this 
purpoſe, promiſed to ſatisfy them af- 
ter he had examined into the mat- 


ter; upon which they withdrew, 


but returned to the charge the 
next day; when, in their preſence, 
he cauſed one of his ſervants to 


be ſeized upon being found guil- 


ty, and ordered him a baſtinado 
upon the ſoles of his feet; but they 
had hardly begun to inflict that 
puniſhment upon him, before his 
accuſers interceded for him, and 
declared they were ſatisfied; a pro- 
ceeding very different from what 
they had exerted ſome days before 
againſt the ſervant of the Engliſb 
Agent, who had been only guilty of 


cudgelling a low raſcal, which ne- 


vertheleſs coſt the poor man his life. 
For the reſt, this nation is ſo very 
vindictive and nice, that all the 
European Miniſters who are here to 
watch over the concerns of the 
powers that ſend them, ought to 
take particular care to maintain 
the dignity of their character, 
and never to ſuffer themſelves to 
be inſulted with impunity. Never 
was there any man who acquitted 
himſelf better of this duty than Mr. 
Hooghkame, with whom I had 
formerly travelled to, Conftantinople. 
He was afterward ſent to Per/ia 
by the India company, and there 
gained the eſteem of every body. 
And yet he was once engaged in a 
troubleſome affair with one of the 
principal Lords of the Court, 
whoſe ſervants had ſome diſpute 
with his; and coming to blows, 
and the Perſian laying hand on his 
ſabre, this Miniſter ſnatched -out a 
5 and declared to him, That if 
e dared to draw his ſword he 
would ſhoot him through the 
head; upon which the Perfian 
commanded his people to be quiet 
and . withdrew. And it was pru- 
dently done of him, ſeeing he 
was the weakeſt; for the Mini-

Chiaer-baeg, each with a ſcarf of 
white filk over the ſhoulder, not- 
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co the ground, which had been gi- 
ven at the houſe of the deceaſed; 
with another ſcarf of white gauſe 
about the hat, and which thoſe who 
had no hats wore about their mid- 


thirty ſervants on foot.

dle. The proceſſion conſiſted of 
forty perſons on horſeback, and

waited for us at the burial ground 
with ſome monks, and the body 
was committed to the earth at ſe- 
ven of the clock; when the Eng- 
liſh company's deputy read over the 
funeral ſervice, after the manner of 
his country, and then every qnetak- 


ing an handful of earth threw it 


into the grave, which was after- 
ward filled up by the diggers. This 
done we returned in the ſame order 
we came, and were entertained at 
dinner at the deceaſed's houſe, where 
they preſented ſcarves like ours to 


thoſe who came back with us. They

ſent one alſo to our director, and 
having been very well entertained 
every body. withdrew,  _ 

Some days after this, I ſaw all 
the bazars adorned with little bands 
of paper of all ſorts of colours, 
tinſel, many ſmall figures, and other 
little trifles. In the evening they 


illuminated all the ſhops with little 


lamps, and the burghers in ſeveral 
places appeared under arms. This 
was upon account of the marriage 


of a young Princeſs, the King's 


daughter, who was but three years 
old, with the grandſon of his Ma- 
jeſty's aunt, who was but five years 
old, and theſe rejoicings were upon 


the conducting this young Princeſs 


to the palace of this Lady, where 
ſhe was to be brought up. This is 


perhaps the only example of a mar- 


riage of the kind, between ſuch 


young children, among the Per fans, 


tho the ſame be common enough 
among the Armenians. This Prin- 
ceſs his Majeſty's aunt, and ſiſter to 
the King his father, is called Zynab- 


Beggum, and had been married to 


the ſon of Soltan Galliefa, a con- 
fident of Abbas the ſecond's.

I went to FJulfa, where I ſtaid till 


the raventy fxth, a day upon which 1704. 
the Armenians celebrate the feaſt of V 


Soerpgaets, or of the croſs, in com- 
memoration of the croſs of Chriſt, diſ- 


covered upon mount Calvary by 


ſaint Helen, the mother of Conſtan- 
tine the Emperor. | 
In order to this, their wives go 
two or three hours before day to 
the burying ground, where they 
interr the Chriſtians, and thither 
they carry wood, coal, tapers, and 
incenſe. When they are got to this 
place they kindle fires by the tombs _ 
of their relations or friends, and upon 
thoſe tombs they 'place burning ta-. 


pers, and continually throw. incenſe 


into the fire, making great lamen- 
tations, and addreſſing themſelves to 
the dead that reſt there, with more 
or leſs vehemence, according as they 


are more or leſs affected with ſorrow. 


They even throw themſelves upon 
theſe tombs, which they embrace, 
and bathe them with their tears; 


and perſons of the better fort light 


up even five; or fix large tapers, 
and cry and bellow enough to frighten; 
one. As I was deſirous to be pre- 
ſent at this ſolemnity, I went to the 
burying- ground two hours before 
it was day, with the ſon of our in- 
terpreter, with whom I lodged. I 
was ſurpriſed at the fight of. theſe 
tombs, and of many objects that of- 


fered themſelves to my ſight; and 


when I was at ſome diſtance, the 
whole appeared to me like the ruins 
of a town that had been burnt, and 


where thoſe who had eſcaped the 


flames, were come in the dark night 


with lights to look for their friends 


and relations, and the fragments of 


their wealth, at. the ſame time weep- 


ing and bewailing their hard fate. 
Tho' the husbands ſtay at home 
while their wives are performing 
this ſervice abroad, there are ſome 
men however to be ſeen, and prieſts 
who pray for thoſe who pay them 
for it; ſome give them five pence, 
others ten, and the better ſort twenty; 
and being dreſſed in black they make 
an odd kind of a figure among ſuch 
numbers of women in white. The 
number of women who thus reſort

tle fires they light up, and the incenſe 
they continually feed them with, 


raiſes a ſmoke which ſpreads quite 


Tho' this ſolemnity was 
in the-night, I neyertheleſs traced out 


a repreſentation of it inthe beſt manner 


I could, taking my ſtand by the tomb 
of our directors wife, with my 
face turned to the city; you have 
it in number 102. It laſted till 
about two in the morning. As 1 
returned, I found the ways crowded 
with people, and met with ſeveral 


women who were going back a- 


gain to the tombs. When the ſun 


Was up, the common people re- 


ſorted to the ſame place, but it was 
only to ſmoke and divert them- 


x ſelves, 


Upon the laſt day of the manth'1 
went in the evening to our director's, 


in order to go that night with his de- 


puty to the mountain of Koeſoffa, 
where there are the ruins of an an- 


cient fortreſs. We ſet out at four in 


the morning, and at ſeven reached a 
part of this ſame mountain, where 


we were obliged to alight, be- 
cauſe our horſes could carry us no 
farther. My companion, who was 
no very good walker, left me there, 
and went to wait for me at the 


_ Chriſtian burying ground. At eight 


of the clock I went up the moun- 
tain, attended by a huntſman and 
a ſervant, provided with fire-arms, 
and at ten we came to an old gate- 
way, by the fide of which were 
the ruins of a wall, which former- 
ly extended to the northward quite 
to the foot of the mountain in the 
place where it is ſteepeſt; this gate 
was much more worn away on the 
left hand than the right, you have 
it repreſented in number 103. A 
quarter of a league from hence we 
met with the remains of another 
building, deſtroyed tothe very foun- 
dations, tho' they pretend it to have 
| From thence are 
diſcovered ſeveral fragments of an 
old wall, which extended far to 
the ſouthward upon the top of 
the hill ; from eaſt to weſt, and to 


the notthward toward the city, 1704. 

which is not far off. It might e 
ven have paſſed for a fortreſs with- 

out rhe affiſtance of art, being very 


ſteep from top to bottom, and in- 
deed it never had any wall on that 
ſide. About eleven of the clock 


top of the mountain, where you 
have the ruins of a building, which 
has been twenty eight paces in length, 
tho' but little or nothing of it be 
now left. The wall of it was full 
four foot thick, and is ſtill pretty 
lofty in ſome places, where within- 
ſide are the remains of arcades: The

twenty eight paces broad from north 
to ſouth, and ſixty four in length 


we with great difficulty got to the 


from eaſt to weſt, and goes ſloping 


away to the eaſtward. For the reſt, 


it extends in length to the ſouth- | 


ward, from whence © you may 


ſtill ſee the ancient walls of the 


fortreſs which was there formerly, 


as they appear to the northward, 


in number 104. I took a draught 
of all this with all the care I could, 


becauſe they will have it that Darius 


was in this fortreſs when Alexander 
attacked his army the ſecond time 
in the plain. I went down thither 


about noon, and there to the ſouth- 


ward drew the outward ruins that 
remain of this building, where are 
ſill to be ſeen two half rounds in 
the form of towers. Upon the rock 
alſo you ſee the place where this 


fortreſs was begun, as may viſibly 


be ſeen in number 105, The huntſ- 
man, who was my guide, would 
have gone down on the north ſide, 
becauſe it was the ſhorteſt way, and 


did all he could to perſuade me to 


follow him ; but the rock ſeemed 
to me to be ſo much upon the 
. precipice, that I had not the courage 
to venture my ſelf, for fear of break- 
ing my bones. However I could 
not prevent the other ſervant from 
following him, which he had ſoon 
cauſe to repent him of; for I had 


ſcarce loſt fight of them, when I 


heard the laſt call out to me to take 
care how I came down after them.

Every:year, in the be- 
ginning of the month of April, a 
great number of the Indians, called 
Banians, repair hither to celebrate 
a feſtival, in honour of a certain 
hermit, who for a long time took 
up his abode here; and indeed here 
is commonly one of their derviſes or 
ſaints. This grot is full of lips of 


ſtuffs of all colours, brought hither 


by perſons afflicted by 4llneſs, who 
come hither for relief, after the 
manner of the orientals, as we have 
already obſerved.

ſerve the Engliſh, and Dutch Euſt. 
ompanies, whoſe favour and 
good graces they by all means en- 
deavour to obtain, that they may 


enjoy their protection and get by 
the whole, they are 
very much truſted, and it is no un- 
common thing for them to have 
the caſh of theſe two companies in
